JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6-—A 
“taxpayers’ balanced State bud- 
get” was made public today by 
the Missouri Public Expenditure 
Survey, a privately supported. or- 
ganization, in contradiction of Gov. 
Forrest C. Donnell's recommenda- 
tions for appropriations of $9,108,- 
941 in excess of the funds the Gov- 
ernor estimated would be available 
from the general State revenues. 

The survey's budget placed the 
estimated revenues at $9,205,251 
less than the Governor's, thus 
holding that the deficit under the 
Governor's recommendations would 
be $18,314,192 instead of $9,108,941. 

“The public is in no mood for 
taxes as a substitute for economy,” 
it was stated in the survey’s fore 
word to its budget presentation. 


“Suggestions for new or increased 
taxes as an alternative should fall 
on deaf ears. Temporizing, de- 
featism, resistance or delay will be 
inviting disastrous consequences.” 

The Governor recommended 
total appropriations from general 
revenues of $82,938,537, and esti- 
‘mated the total which would be 
available for the purpose at $73,- 
829,506. The survey recommended 
appropriations from general rev- 


enues of $63,432,873 and estimated | 


revenues available at $64,624,345. 


Thus the survey recommended ap-| 


propriations of $19,505,664 less than 
the Governor. 

Favorable Balance Provided. 

On the basis of the Governor’s 
estimate of revenues his recom- 
mended appropriations would 
mean a deficit of $9,108,941, while 
on the same estimate of revenues 
the survey’s recommendations for 
appropriations would mean a fav- 
erable balance of $10,396,723. On 
the survey's estimate of available 
revenues and its appropriation 
recommendations the favorable 
balance would be $1,191,472. 

The biggest recommended cut 
in the survey budget was for Social 
Security purposes, the total reduc- 
tion proposed being $10,481,371 less 
than the Social Security Commis- 
sion requested and the Governor 
approved. The survey recommended 
$20,140,922 for old age pensions, 
which is $6,234,143 less than ap- 
proved by the Governor, and $459,- 
178 less than was expended from 
State funds in the 1941-42 bien- 

jum. 

. Paine Cut .in Direct Relief. 

The survey recommended $5,275,- 
000 for direct relief, which is $2,- 
707.160 less than recommended by 
the Governor, and $725,000 less 
than expended in the last biennium. 
For aid to dependent children, the 
gurvey’s recommendation was $3,- 
981.961, or $431,340 less than the 
Governor’s recommendation, and 
$618,038 less than expended in the 
last biennium. 

The advocated appropriation for 
administration expenses of the 
Social Security Commission was 
$3,250,000, the same amount as ex- 
pended in the last biennium, but 
$1,108,929 less than the commission 
asked and the Governor approved 
for the present biennium. 

Would Diminish U. S. Aid.. 

As a part of these State funds 
are matched by Federal funds, the 
survey's recommendations, if 
adopted, would mean a decrease of 
Social Security expenditures this 
biennium of $17,548,562, of which 
the major portion would be $12,- 
468,286 in old age pensions. 

The State’s total revenues are in 
two main divisions, the general 
revenue fund, and the special reve- 
mues funds, the latter including 
Federal grants and collections from 
special taxes levied for specific 
purposes and fees collected for 
specific purposes. 

The General Revenue Fund. 

The general revenue fund is de 
rived from direct taxes, sales tax. 
income tax, property tax, inherit- 
ance tax, etc. From it the main 
administrative expenses of the 
State are met, and it is this fund

ICE CREAM ABOUT 
TO BE A ‘CAN'T TAKE 
IT WITH YOU’ ITEM 


‘Home Deliveries Being Lim- 
ited and Are Expected to 
Be Stopped Soon. 


St. Louisans who like to top off 
dinner at home with a dish of ice 
cream soon will have to find a 
substitute dessert or walk to the 
corner drug store for a soda or a 
sundae or an ice cream cone. 

A recent Department of Agricul- 
ture order cut ice cream produc- 
tion by about 35 per cent of last 
year’s volume in order to conserve 
butter fats and milk serum solids. 
Few St. Louis retailers now are 
selling ice cream in bulk. Those 
who still sell ice cream for home 
consumption have limited pur- 
chases to half pints or small, 
ready-prepared bricks. Ice cream 
in the last week has disappeared, 
temporarily, at least, from many 
restaurant menus. In order to 
make the available supply of ice 
cream go as far as possible most 
manufacturers have placed _re- 
tailers on a weekly ration basis. 

It won’t be long, one large man- 
ufacturer told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter, until the only ice cream 
available will be served at the 
restaurant table or over the drug 
store counter. 

“After all,” he explained, “a 
quart of ice cream can be a sale 
to a single customer, or it can be 
sold in sodas or sundaes to four 
or five customers.”

’ WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
The War Manpower Commission 
said today that “no one under 14 
years of age should be employed 

or part-time as a part of 
the hired labor force.” 

In a statement of policy issued 
by Chairman Paul V. McNutt, the 
commission also opposed employ- 
ment of 14- and 15-year-olds in 
manufacturing and mining jobs or 
in any other work unless “quali- 
fied older workers are not avail- 
able.” 

The WMC said “it is essential 
that young people have the fullest 
possible opportunity ccnsistent 
with the war effort to complete 
their education. In most cases 
youth under 18 can best contribute 
to the war program by continuing 
in school and, when their services 
are required, accepting vacation 
and part-time employment.” 


MULES TAKE BATTLE SUPPLIES 
TO BRITISH ON TUNISIAN HILL 


WITH BRITISH TROOPS ON 
THE TUNISIAN FRONT, Feb. 6 
(AP). In the British attack 
Thursday morning which wrested 
the thickly woodéd hill of Djebel 
Mansour from the Germans, mules 
were used for the first time in Tu- 
nisia to carry ammunition and 
supplies. 

Since no vehicle was able to pass 
up the rockstrewn mountain track, 
mule trains with Arab drivers 
snaked supplies through the ra- 
vines and up near-vertical inclines. 

The mules’ work continued even 
during the battle and at least once 
a train was fired on by artillery.

ERROL FLYNN 1S 
CLEARED BY JURY 
OF GIRLS’ CHARGES 


Verdict Returned After 

13 Hours—10 Reported 

‘for Acquittal From 
First Ballot On. 


ACTOR OVERJOYED 
AT TRIAL’S RESULT 


Shakes Hands With All of 
Jurors — Judge Says 
He Thinks Decision 
Was ‘Just.’ 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
After deliberating for 13 hours, a 
Superior Court jury of nine women 
and three men at 11:19 a. m. to- 
day acquitted Actor Errol Flynn 
on three counts of statutory as- 
sault which the State alleged he 
had committed against two teen- 
age girls. 

When the verdict was returned 


Flynn appeared overjoyed. Judge 
Leslie E. Still said he thought a 
just verdict had been returned; 
Jerry Geisler, chief of defense 
counsel, declared “justice has pre- 
vailed”; Deputy District Attorney 
Thomas W. Cochran commented 
only that “it was my duty to 
prosecute the case.” 

The verdict came at the end of 
a 20-day trial. The jury received 
the case at 11:15 a. m. yesterday, 
and throughout deliberations t 
preponderance was for acquittal. 

Mrs. Ruby M. Anderson, the 
foreman, said the.jury took only 
six or seven ballots, and the count 
was 10-to-2 for acquittal all the 
way until the two holdouts capit- 
ulated this morning. 

Another juror, Mrs. Nellie Min- 
ear, said, “The reason we took so 
long was that we wanted to give) 
the case thorough discussion. The 
two had it in their minds that 
Flynn should be acquitted, but 
they wanted a thorough discussion 
of the case before returning a ver- 


dict.” 
Calm Deserts Him. 

Flynn’s calm, which he main- 
tained during the trial, deserted 
him at the last moment, when the 
jury room bell informed a waiting 
courtroom that the jury was 
ready to return a verdict. 

As court attaches and attorneys 
were hastily summoned, Flynn, 
who had been sitting at the coun- 
sel table, nervously lighted a 
cigaret, rose from his chair, sat 
down again, and talked tensely 
with Robert Ford, one of his at- 
torneys. He lighted one cigaret 
after another during the half hour 
or so before the jury filed into 
the box. 

The entire courtroom was tense, 
and Flynn leaned forward in his 
chair as Mrs. Anderson handed the 
verdict to the bailiff. He, in turn, 
gave it to Judge Still, who inspect- 
ed it carefully, then turned it over 
to the court clerk to be read. 

As the verdict of acquittal on 
the first count was read, there was 
a burst of sound from the court- 
room, and Judge Still gaveled his 
bench sharply. The other two 
acquittal verdicts were read amid 
silence. 

When the final verdict was re- 
ported, Flynn jumped from his seat 
and rushed over to Mrs. Anderson, 
shaking her hand enthusiastically. 
He then went down the line, shak- 
ing hands with all the jurors,

GERMANS RETAKE 
STRATEGIC HILL IK 
CENTRAL TUNISIA 


Drive British From 
Height West of Pont- 
du-Fahs—Little Action 
on Other Sectors. 


LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP).—British 
troops have been forced from the 
top of Djebel Mansour by a strong 
German counterattack, but still 
hold some positions on the hill 
which commands the road to Pont- 
du-Fahs, 20 miles to the northeast, 
dispatches from North Africa said 
tonight. 

The French high command re- 
ported “strong activity” in this 
region and increasing Axis air 
activity against advanced Allied 
positions, 

Moroccan mounted troops in the 
region of Ousseltia, 50 miles south 
of Pont-du-Fahs, captured 30 Axis 
soldiers in a small attack, the 
French communique said. 

The British captured Djebel 
Mansour, also known as Hill 648, 
in an attack Wednesday and until 
yesterday had thrown off all ene- 
my attempts to retake it. 

Muddy at Front. 

Except for patrols engaged in 
preliminary and muddy sparring, 
no other land action wag reported 
from the Tunisian arena. 

A few American P-40 Warhawk 
fighters got into’ the air to shoot 
up an Axis truck column on the 
road between Gabes and Gafsa, 
while Royal Air Force Spitfires 
carried out a similar attack in the 
Pont-du-Fahs area. 

British planes also bombed the 
docks at Bizerte the night of Feb. 
4-5 without loss. 

Of 10 American planes reported 
missing after Thursday’s big air 
battles, four P-38 Lightning fight- 
ers have returned to their base 
after being forced down overnight 
at remote airfields, and the pilots

Brazil Signs Up 
As Full Partner 


In War on Axis 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Feb. 6 (AP). 
—Brazil] joined the United Nations 
today as a full partner against the 
Axis in a move which places this 
country at war against Japan as 
well as Germany and Italy. 

Brazil previously had been for- 
mally at war against the European 
Axis partners and not against 


. | Japan,. but. wae-mevertheless an ally 


of the United States. 

The decision to sign the pact of 
the United Nations was reached 
this afternoon at a meeting of the 
cabinet with President Getulio Var- 
gas, who recently conferred with 
President Roosevelt on a United 
States destroyer at Natal after 
Casablanca. 

Brazil declared war on Germany 
and Italy last Aug. 22 after sys- 
tematic attacks had been made on 
Brazilian shipping by Axis U-boats 
in the South Atlantic. The declara- 
tion was then a mere formality, for 
the Brazilian air force already was 
making war on submarines and 
sank some in defensive operations. 


BRITISH PLANES STRAFE 
RAIL AND ROAD TRANSPORT 


Trains With Anti-Aircraft Guns 
Among Those Attacked on 
Continent, Ministry Says. 
LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP).—Spit- 
fire and Whirlwind planes shot up 
rail and road transport today on 
the continent, including two trains 
equipped with anti-aircraft cars 
which fired back in the first two 
attacks but were silent in the 
third, the Air Ministry said to- 

night. 

A Whirlwind pilot reported 
bombing two freight trains passing 
in opposite directions, blowing up 
one car and derailing two more. 
Another attacked a truck concen- 
tration at Abbeville. 

Two planes did not return. 


HITLER REPORTED AT FRONT 


LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP).—A Reu- 
ters dispatch from Zurich said to- 
day reports had been received in 
Switzerland that Adolf Hitler: was 
at his military headquarters and 
recently had been photographed 
receiving prominent visitors. 

(Since Hitler failed to speak at 
the tenth Nazi anniversary party 
in Berlin Jan. 30, the possibility 
has been discussed in some quar- 
ters that Germany’s present period 
of mourning for military setbacks 
in Russia might actually have been 
caused by Hitler’s death.)

No Major Sea Battle Yet 
—Some Japanese, U.S. 


Says Knox.

WASHINGTON, Feb, 6 (AP).— 
American and Japanese naval 
forces sparring in the Southwest 


Pacific have each knocked Wut 
some warships on the other side, 
Secretary of the Navy Knox said 
today, although no major clash has 
yet developed. 

Discussing the situation at a 
press conference, he first said the 
losses were “minor in everything— 
surface and air.” Then he added 
that they might be called “moder- 
ate, if you want to change the 
word,” but emphasized that they 
included “nothing significant 
nothing of a major character.” 

He did not amplify but his state- 
ment seemed to mean neither side 
has lost any large vessel, such as 
an aircraft carrier or battleship, 
and that Japanese claims of hav- 
ing sunk two American battleships 
are pure fabrication. 

As to whether a great air and 
sea battle was developing, Knox 
said he did not know. It was not 
yet clear, he said, what the Japa- 
nese objective was or how much 
of their fleet they might risk, al- 
though the preliminary moves had 
been of a nature which “ordinar- 
ily would precede an engagement 
of some size.” 

Knox also told reporters: 

1. The Germans now have more 
submarines at sea than last June, 
the month of heaviest Allied losses, 
with large concentrations south of 
Iceland, on the route to Britain, 
and in the mid-Atlantic on the 
routes to North Africa. The Navy 
is “straining every effort” to pro- 
duce sufficient antisubmarine ves- 
sels to combat this menace on 
which Hitler undoubtedJy is count- 
ing heavily. Although Knox re- 
ferred to last June’s ship losses in 
speaking of the large number of 
U-boats now operating, he did not 
imply that current losses were at 
the same rate, In fact, he said, as 
had Secretary of War Stimson pre- 
vously, that losses on the North

Too Much Coffee 


in Latin America; 
Getting ‘Critical’ 


U. S. Tea Supply 


| NEW YORK, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
| While North Americans are try- 
‘ing to stretch their coffee, Latin 
| Americans want to get rid of sur- 
plus stocks. 

Eurico Penteado, delegate from 
Brazil and chairman of the Pan- 
American Coffee Bureau, said 
some countries faced serious dif- 
ficulties because they could not 
get their principal crop to market. 

“All the coffee-producing coun- 
tries are co-operating to the ut- 
most with the United States Gov- 
ernment in its efforts to make 
coffee supplies available first to 
the Armed Forces and second to 
the civilian population,” Penteado 
said. 

Meanwhile stocks of tea in the 
United States have shrunk to less 


than half the total of a year ago, 


and the problem of supply for the 
next three months is entering a 
critical period, Benjamin Wood, 
managing director of the Tea 
Bureau, announced, 

Wood said stocks of tea on Dec. 
31, totaled approximately 22,194,- 
000 pounds, which was 26,437,000 
pounds less than on the same date 
in 1941. In addition, the Govern- 
ment has earmarked a_ million 
pounds for use, leaving 21,194,00U 
pounds available for civilians. 

The use of tea has increased so 
rapidly in recent months that the 
total annual consumption is esti- 
mated at 70 million pounds, Wood 
said.

LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP), — The 
Red Army has slammed the door 
on the Germans in the Caucasus 
by a lightning thrust to the See 
of Azov, a special Russian com- 
munique recorded by the Soviet 
monitor announced tonight. 

Adolf Hitler thus was presented 
with the task of extricating by 
sea his Caucasus force, estimated 
up to 200,000 men, in his first

These reports would cover any 
duplications of effort by Govern- 
ment departments and recommend 
reorganizations to increase effi- 
ciency. In addition, the Comptrol- 
ler General would be required to 
report on the recapture of over- 
payments made by the Government 
as well as on the legality of con- 
tracts entered into by agencies 
and bureaus.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, Feb. 7 (Sunday) 
(AP).—In the biggest single day’s 
air battle to date in the New 
Guinea area, 26 Japanese planes 
were destroyed and 15 damaged 
over Wau, New Guinea, yesterday. 


Not a single Allied fighter was 
lost in the fierce dogfighting 
which lasted all day. 

The Allied fighters were Light- 
nings, Airacobras and  Kitty- 
hawks; their victims were Zeros 
and medium bombers. 

It was an all-out attempt by the 
Japanese to ruin the Wau air- 
drome around which ground fight- 
ing has been continuing on a 
small scale for several days. There 
was no ground push synchronized 
with yesterday’s big air attack 
and fighting was limited to patrol 


activity. 
it of Jap Losses. 

| of enemy planes con- 
sisted of 21 fighters and three 
medium bombers shot down by 
planes' and two by anti-aircraft 
guns; damaged or probably de- 
stroyed, 12 fighters and_ three 
medium bombers. 

Fighting occurred over a wide 
area around Wau, which is 35 
miles southwest of Salamaua. The 
planes battled at altitudes as high 
as 18,000 and as low as 2000 feet. 

This air battle was surpassed in 
size only by the great three-day 
Allied attack on a Japanese con- 
voy off Lae, New Guinea, Jan. 6 
through Jan. 9 when 133 enemy 
planes were downed or damaged. 

Luck With Americans. 

American pilots had a stroke of 
luck at the beginning of the fight 
in that when the first wave of 
Japanese bombers and their Zero 
escorts hit Wau airdrome some 
Allied transport planes with fight- 
er escorts were just arriving and 
thus were in the air and ready to 
meet the attackers. 

The battle came in five phases 
from 10:45 a. m. to 1 p. m. At

Japanese medium bombers which 
were dive bombing Wau field with 
an escort of 12 Zeros. Gunning 
into them at 2000 feet and less, the 
P-40s shot down five Zeros and 
two bombers, and possibly got 
three more of the bombers.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6 (AP).—To 
meet wartime needs, production of 
Magnesium has increased 100 
times in three years and by the 
end of 1943, seven times as much 
aluminum will be produced as in 
1939. 

This was the report of Philip D. 
Wilson, chief of production, 
aluminum and magnesium  di- 
vision of the War Production 
Board, in an annual review 
written for Mining and Metallurgy 
Magazine published today. 

“The (magnesium) goal an- 
nounced by the WPB in February, 
1942, was 362,500 tons a year,” 
Wilson said, “Because of the de- 
velopment during the year of satis- 
factory types of incendiary bombs 
other than magnesium this ob- 
jective has been somewhat reduced 
but the capacity of the plants al- 
ready built or under construction 
will be huge.”

Brazil Signs Up

Brazil] joined the United Nations 
today as a full partner against the 
Axis In a move which places this 


country at war against Japan as 
well as Germany and Italy.

Action Forecast as Gen- ‘

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
NORTH AFRICA, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
Gen. Henri Giraud today steered 
his liberalized African Government 
in the direction of French unity, 
with the appointment of De Gaul- 
list sympathizers to several high 
places in the Government believed 
a virtual certainty by informed 
sources. 

Allied. observers generally ex- 
pressed confidence that one or 
more of the followers of Gen. 
Charlies de Gaulle of the Fighting 
French would be appointed to Gi- 
raud’s new War Committee, and 
that Giraud would put at least one 
De Gaullist in an important admin- 
istrative post. 

Jean Rigaud, Secretary of the 
Interior in the High Commissariat, 
was understood to face possible 
ouster because of bitter criticism 
from de Gaullist factions. 

There was one report here to- 
day that Gen. Georges Catroux 
was resuming his post as High 
Commissioner to Syria, and would 
not become de Gaulle’s liaison chief 
here. Catroux conferred with Gi- 
raud in Algiers today. 

Sets Up War Committee. 

Giraud assumed the new title of 
French civil and military com- 
mander in chief and dropped the 
mame and political characteristics 


of the Imperial Council estab-/ 


lished by Admiral Jean Darlan, his 
assassinated predecessor. Giraud 
took supreme authority over 
French military and political af- 
fairs in Africa—authority to be 
exercised with the advice of the 
new War Committee composed 
of the old Imperial] Council person- 
nel and others to be added. 

The war committee announced 
it would continue the policies that 
were announced during the week 
when discriminations against Jews 
were relaxed and some political 
prisoners were released. 

Councilmen Ketained. 

Giraud retained on the war com- 
mittee the members of the Im- 
perial Council. These are Pierre 
Boisson, Gen, Auguste Nogues and 
Marcel B, Peyrouton, governors, re- 
spectively, of West Africa, French 
Morocco and Algeria; and the for- 
mer Vichy Air Minister, Gen. Jean 
Marie Bergeret, who became Sec- 
retary general to Giraud. 

By ordinance, Giraud gave him- 
gelf the right to replace any of 
these men in their administrative 
posts and to increase the commit- 
tee from other sources if he 
wished. This was seen as an op- 
portunity to place one or more 
members of de Gaulle’s Fighting 
French movement on the commit- 
tee, in accordance with the Casa- 
blanca liasion agreement. 

De Gaulle’s headquarters in Lon- 
don said the prospects for a work- 
ing agreement with Giraud now 
were better in some respects and 
voiced general approval of Giraud's 
announced policies of relaxing re- 
strictions on Jews and political 
prisoners. All the De Gaullist ob- 
jections were not eliminated, how- 
ever. 

Giraud was empowered to ap- 
point a “delegate general for inter- 
Allied affairs” who could repre 
sent him in London with De 
Gaulle and the British. 

Watchword: “Make War.” 

The new regime took a Giraud 
phrase as its watchword: 

“In all domains make war.” Its 
sole aim was stated to be “restor- 
ing to France her integrity and 
independence.” 

Giraud’s ordinance gave him ex- 
clusive authority over national de- 
fense, foreign relations, the budget, 
the legal and political status of 
foreigners, the organization of jus- 
tice and penal legislation. 

He was vested with the right to 
appoint governors-general and all 
other high administrators and all 
magistrates. Even in the universi- 
ties he is now able to name the 
rectors, deans and professors. 

Stressing that the war effort is 
the main concern of the War Com- 
mittee, the group went on record 
as sponsoring civil reforms, These 
included: 

Restitution of Jewish property 
and re-entrance of Jewish children 
into public primary and secondary 
schools, 

Removal of restrictions on Jew- 
ish doctors, dentists and lawyers. 

Examination of cases of political 
internees permitting them to join 
_ the war effort.

In 75 Days of Winter Offensive 


Drives Have Carried Forward From 140 to 
375 Miles—Russians Showing More 
Power Than Ever. 


BY EDDY GILMORE 

MOSCOW, Feb. 6 (AP).—In the 
last two and one-half months, the 
powerful offensives of the Russian 
armies have driven forward from 
140 to 375 miles on three of the 
main fronts in Southern Russia 
and in the Caucasus. 

The Russians are displaying 


greater power than ever before 
and clearly outmaneuvering and 
outgeneraling Hitler’s command- 
ers, 

Col. Gen. Nikolai Vatutin’s drive 
on the southern front has carried 
from the upper Don region 289 
miles to points along an 80 mile 
front approaching Kharkov. 

The feature of Vatutin’s attack 
has been the extreme mobility and 
his abrupt changes of direction 
which have caught the enemy off 
balance repeatedly. His drive never 
has lost its tempo. 

The southwestern front army has 
employed big tanks, swift ski 
troops, airplane-motored sleds, light 
and heavy artillery and consider- 
able units of the Russian air force. 

Col. Gen. A. IL Yeremenko’s 
southern army has driven from 
the Volga at Stalingrad through 
the barren Kalmyck steppes, and 
down the Stalingrad - Tikhoretsk 

for an advance of 312 
miles at its farthest point. It was 
Yeremenko who smashed Marshal | 
Fritz Erich Von Mannstein’s heavy 
counteroffensive in the Kotelnikov- 
ski region, shattering the last hope 
of relief for the German Stalin- 
grad army of 330,000 which has 
been liquidated. 

Yeremenko also will go down in 
history as the defender of Stalin- 
grad. Adding to hig stature as a 
commander is the fact that his 
advanced and middle units, while 
continuing their offensive, waged 
ceaseless warfare against the Ger- 
man transport planes trying to get 
help to the encircled Stalingrad 
army. 

In the Caucasus, Col. Gen. Ivan 
E. Tuleniev’s forces have advanced 
875 airline miles and much more 
by the winding highways and rail- 
ways. He crushed Field Marshal 
Ewald Von Kileist’s tanks deep in 
the Caucasus near the Grozny oil 
derricks and drove crack Alpine 
units from mountain heights and 
chased motorized divisions through 
the rich valleys. 

The latest Russian offensive com- 
manded by Col.-Gen, F, IL. Golikov 
cleared the last Germans from 


Voronezh and drove some 100 miles 


to the west within striking range 
of Kursk. 

One of Golikov’s biggest accom- 
plishments was the encirclement of 
the Axis forces between the Don 
and the Moscow-Rostov railway 
and the virtual capitulation or an- 
nihilation of the remnants of nine 
routed divisions. This action just 
about knocked the Italians out of 
the fighting. 

While all this was going on the 
German Sixth Army was crushed at 
Stalingrad, the blockade at Lenin- 
grad was broken after a 17-month 
siege, and Velikie Luki and scores 
of towns on the central and north- 
western fronts were liberated. 

All the operations have been in 
cold weather, but not so cold as 
last year. Ths Russians call this 
a mild “orphan’s winter.” 

After watching the Red Army 


for 15 months, this correspondent 


is convinced that the weather has 
had little to do with the Russian 
successes, 

The Russians, it is true, are 
better equipped for cold weather 
than the Germans and more ac- 
customed to it—but that doesn’t 
win a war. The Red Army has 
learned something after every 
battle and they’ve improved on 
their cumulative knowledge of tac- 
tics. ° 

The Army has become stronger 
both at the front and in the rear. 
Evacuated industries are running 
at high gear. The peoples of the 
nations which compose Russia are 
making tremendous personal sacri- 
fices. Homes are cold and crowded. 
Food is short for civilians, but 
the Red Army eats well. 

A great contributing factor to 
the success of the winter offensive 
has been an improvement in com- 
munication. A year ago the Rus- 
sian railway and highway systems 
were tangled—to put it mildly. 
It is different now. Traveling over 
the same lines this winter, one is 
whisked along with trainloads of 
tanks, automobiles, munitions and 
men moving to the front. 

Behind all the Russian successes 
is Stalin. He assumed responsibil- 
ity for everything in this vast land 
when it was invaded. When things 
have not gone well, he has never 
publicly tried to throw the blame 
on anyone else. 

He directs the army. He also 
directs industry and civilian life. 

His latest visitors say he looks 
like a man who is working hard. 
He is said to be in fine health, 
and he still can laugh and joke 
when the occasion calls for banter.

southwest of Yeisk, other Russian 
columns seized several more dis- 
trict centers in spearpoints “hrust- 
ing 25 to 70 miles below that port, 
the Russian midnight communique 
reported. 

Yashenka and Kopanskaya, only 
five and 10 miles from the coast 
but 25 to 30 miles south of 
Yeisk, fell to the Russians, while 
another column seized Pereyasla-

Here, the communique an- 
nounced the capture of Lisichansk, 
Barvenkova and Balaklaya. 

Barvenkova, 170 miles northwest 
of Rostov, is only 80 miles south 
and slightly east of Kharkov. 

By its capture the Russians cut 
the main railway between Khar- 
kov and Rostov and left only the 
roundabout Dneiperopetrovsk- 
Stalino line into Rostov for Ger- 
man use, 

Barvenkova is 20 miles south of 
the Donets River, indicating a 
rapid advance since the Russians 
established their bridge heads 
over the upper reaches of the 
river 24 hours ago.

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BOMBERS COMPEL 
IAPS TO. REGROUP 
FORGES IN BURMA 


Enemy Communications 
Between North, South 
Areas Wrecked by 
Heavy U. S. Attacks.

BOMBAY, Feb. 6 (AP).—United 
States heavy bombers have wrecked 
Japanese communications between 
North and South Burma so com- 
pletely the enemy has been com- 
pelled to rearrange his defensive 
forces while an effort is made at 
repair. 

Two weeks ago Maj. Earl L, 
Tash, of Walla Walla, Wash., led 
an attack on the Myitnge railroad 
bridge across the Irrawaddy, just 
south of Mandalay—sole connec- 
tion for north-south traffic—and 
dropped at least one thousand- 
pound bomb on a span in mid- 
stream. Photographs show the 
span dropped into the river. 

Since then the Japanese have 
been working frantically to repair 
the bridge. Before their evacuation 
the British had destroyed the foot 
bridge at Myitnge, but the rail 
span remained. 

The Japanese had built runways 
on the railway bridge and used it 
both as a highway and railway 
crossing. Thus the American 
bombs cut both road and rail traf- 
fic.

MOTHER’S $400 CELEBRATION 


LONDON, Feb. 6 (AP).—Mem- 
bers of the Armed Forces couldn’t 
believe their eyes, but the pound 
notes a little old lady thrust into 
their hands on the streets in Leeds 
were real, the Sunday Dispatch 
reported. 

Questioned by police, she said 
she had distributed the equivalent 
of $400 in this way on the 2ist

“This is how I 
am celebrating,” she explained 
and disappeared into the crowd.

No changing trend in Fascism, 
one way or another, was seen in 
the dismissals, which must have 
had the approval of Adolf Hitler, 
said the spokesman, who called the 
Nazis the German masters of the 
Duce, 

Instead, Mussolini has taken back 
the portfolio of foreign affairs so 
that now he runs the five most 
important Ministries—War, Navy, 
Air, Internal and Foreign Affairs. 

While the 39-year-old Ciano, Mus- 
solinj’s son-in-law, has a long rec 
ord of complete subservience to 
Mussolini and collaboration with 
the Germans, in the Washington 
view, the Germans are understood 
to dislike him. Hitler's Foreign 
Minister, Joachim von Rippentrop, 
who often negotiated with Ciano, 
was reported to regard him as a 
vain playboy political climber who 
used hig position to his own finan- 
clal gain. 

While Ciano’s rise was meteori¢e 
after he married Edda Mussolini 
in 1930, iiussolini always exacted 
the same respectful attention from 
him that he did from others. For 
the past five years the Count and 
Countess have been more or less 
estranged. Consequently nepotism 
is less of a factor in Ciano’s life 
than it was when Mussolini ap- 
pemred to be training him for the 
succession as Duce.

Lobbyists Scarce, Many 
of Political Slickers 
Missing From Jefferson

SANDBAGGER BILLS 


VIRTUALLY ABSENT) 


Considerable Floundering 
in House, Too Much 
Speed by Inexperienced 
Men.

JEFFERSON CITY, Feb. 6.— 
The Sixty-second Missouri General 
Assembly, which has been in ses- 
sion a month, gives evidence of 
being the cleanest, greenest, but 
most promising of accomplishment 
the State has known in many 
years. It is on inexperience in 
legislative chicanery and a pro- 


mouncedly higher individual integ- 
rity and sincerity that the hope 
rests for better-considered legis- 
lation. 

If the session continues as it 


has started, there will be less of 
small politics played, less control 
of legislation by lobbyists and far 
less graft than in the past. 
Lobbyists Scarce 


This is not to say that all the 
grafters and all the small-fry po 
litical slickers were eliminated in 
the landslide last November, when 
the Republicans took ‘over the 
control of the House of Repre- 
sentatives and increased their 
smal] representation in the Senate 
from five to 17, or half the Senate. 
But it looks very much like the 
day of legislatures of, for and by 
the lobbyis: is gone, temporarily 
at least. 

Session after session, much the 
Same group of legislators was sent 
from St. Louis and Kansas City 
and quite a sizeable number of 
tricksters from out in the State 
managed to be re-elected time after 
“time. There developed a closely- 
knit band, a cabal to sandbag busi- 
mess interests and work hand-in- 
hand with the lobbyists. 

Time was when the lobbyists ar- 
rived with the opening of the ses- 
sion and daily and nightly enter- 
tained lavishly all legislators who 
could be lured to hotel suites or 
to dining-room or bar-room tables. 
They never had a shortage of 
guests. 

It might be said there are no 
lobbyists, within the opprobrious 
sense of the term, in Jefferson 
City this year, certainly none of 
the Union Electric Frank Boehm 
and Al Laun type. If there are 

have successfully concealed 
their identities. 
Railroads Represented. 

There are no signs of public util- 
ity, insurance company or tobacco 
company lobbyists, whose activi- 
ties have attracted wide attention 
at other sessions. Of course, 
John McCormack of the Frisco is 
here. He's always here, but Mc- 
Cormack’s duties are those of a 
scout, rather than lobbyist. He 
simply keeps track of proposed 
legislation affecting the railroads, 
which send attorneys to appear 
@penly before legislative commit- 
tees, an entirely legitimate prac- 
tice. This, in fact, has been the 
railroad's policy since it was estab- 
lished more than 30 years ago by 
the late Carl R. Gray, then general 
Manager of the Frisco, who abol- 
ished the railroad lobby, which for 
Many years had been the most 
corrupt influence at the State cap- 
ital. 


The sandbagger bill is virtually 
missing at this session. There are 
gome, but everybody knows what 
they are and their authors are 
held in general contempt. No 
longer is the introduction of sand- 
baggers merely a _ conventional 
thing. Possibly in a few instances 
the originators of such bills will 
be able to capitalize on them, but 
those instances will be very few. 

A sandbagger, as those familiar 
with Legislatures know, is a bill in- 
troduced either in the hope that 
the affected interest will pay to 
have it pushed or pay to have it 


killed. 
Too Much Speed. 

While there have been com- 
plaints at other sessions of bills 
being held in committee, causing 
unnecessary delays, there is some 
basis for the opinion that perhaps 
the House of Representatives is 
moving a little too rapidly on some 
bills this year, failing to give them 
proper consideration in committee 
or at the time of perfection, get- 
ting them to the stage of final pas- 
sage without having adopted cor- 
rective or advisable amendments. 
However, that is not a serious fail-

For- 
rest C. Donnell’s submission of a 
grossly unbalanced budget, to get 
that budget into balance regard- 
less of whether Republican or 
Democratic office-holders are pre- 
vented from getting all the public 
money they want to maintain their 
personal political organizations 
built on patronage at public ex- 
pense, 


There will be blunders. Some 
good bills probably will be killed, 
some bad bills passed, put there is 
more to be hoped for from this 
Legislature than any the writer 
has observed in hig 35 years of ex- 
perience with Legislatures.

Errol Flynn Acquitted of Girls’ 


Charges; Jury 


Is Out 13 Hours 


9 Women and 3 Men Said to Have Divided, 
10 to 2, in Favor of Clearing Actor 
Until Final Ballot. 


LOS ANGELES, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
After deliberating for i3 hours, a 
Superior Court jury of nine women 
and three men at 11:19 a. m. to- 
day acquitted Actor Errol Flynn 
on three counts of statutory as- 
sault which the State alleged he 
had committed against two teen- 
age girls. 

When the verdict was returned 
Flynn appeared overjoyed. Judge 
Leslie E. Still said he thought a 
just verdict had been returned; 
Jerry Geisler, chief of defense 


counsel, declared “justice has pre- 
vailed”; Deputy District Attorney 
Thomas W. Cochran commented 
only that “it was my duty to 
prosecute the case.” 

The verdict came at the end of 
a 20-day trial. The jury received 
the case at 11:15 a. m. yesterday, 
and throughout deliberations the 
preponderance was for acquittal. 

Mrs. Ruby M. Anderson, the 
foreman, said the jury took only 
six or seven ballots, and the count 
was 10-to-2 for acquittal all the 
way until the two holdouts capit- 
ulated this morning. 

Another juror, Mrs. Nellie Min- 
ear, said, “The reason we took so 
long was that we wanted to give 
the case thorough discussion. The 
two had it in their minds that 
Flynn should be acquitted, but 
they wanted a thorough discussion 
of the case before returning a ver- 
dict.” 

Calm Deserts Him. 


Flynn’s calm, which he main- 
tained during the trial, deserted 
him at the last moment, when the 
jury room bell informed a waiting 
courtroom that the jury was 
ready to return a verdict. 

As court attaches and attorneys 
were hastily summoned, Flynn, 
who had been sitting at the coun- 
sel table, nervously lighted a 
cigaret, rose from his chair, sat 
down again, and talked tensely 
with Robert Ford, one of his at- 
torneys. He lighted one cigaret 
after another during the half hour 
or so before the jury filed into 
the box. 


The entire courtroom was tense, 
and Flynn leaned forward in his 
chair as Mrs. Anderson handed the 
verdict to the bailiff. He, in turn, 
gave it to Judge Still, who inspect- 
ed it carefully, then turned it over 
to the court clerk to be read. 


As the yerdict of acquittal on 
the first count was read, there was 
a burst of sound from the court- 
room, and Judge Still gaveled his 
bench sharply. The other two 
acquittal verdicts were read amid 
silence. 


- When the final verdict was re- 
ported, Flynn jumped from his seat 
and rushed over to Mrs. Anderson, 
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shaking her hand enthusiastically. 
He then went down the line, shak- 
ing hands with all the jurors. 

Later, he had only a brief state- 
ment to make: 


“My confidence now has been 
justified in essential American jus- 
tice. I really mean it. I didn’t 
become an American citizen for 
nothing. The fair play I received 
during the trial proves that. I 
want to thank all those who stood 
by me during the trial.” 


Some indication of what took 
place behind the locked doors of 
the jury chambers came from the 
jurors. 

The two jurors holding out 
against an acquittal verdict finally 
were convinced by the others, it 
became known, to acquit the actor 
of two charges that he had at- 
tacked Peggy La Rue Satterlee, in 
the cabin of his yacht Sirocco. 
Miss Satterlee had alleged the at- 
tack occurred after the actor in- 
vited her below decks to “view the 
moon through a porthole.” 

Next, those favoring acquittal 
were able to convince the others 
that the count charging he at- 
tacked Betty Hansen at a dinner 
party at a Bel Air mansion like- 
wise should be thrown out,

FOUR LEGISLATIVE 
BILLS APPROVED 
BY SUHOOL GROUP 


Committee Rejects Move 
to Put Merit Plan Under 
Persons Not Connected 


With Board. 


The Legislative Committee of the 
Board of Education yesterday ap- 
proved four bills for fundamental 
changes in the public school sys- 


tem after J. Harry Pohlman, mem- 
ber of the committee, criticised its 
bill for establishment of a merit 
plan for hiring and promotion of 
non-teaching employes as a “cam- 
ouflage.” : 

Pohlman said he favored a sub- 
stitute bill, proposed recently by 
Hugo Wurdack, which would place 
the merit system in the hands of 
five persons not connected with the 
Board of Education instead of giv- 
ing direction to a personnel direc- 
tor to be appointed by the Super- 
intendent of Schools. The com- 
mittee voted down Wurdack’s pro- 
posal by three to one. 

“If you really want a fair merit 
system,” Pohlman said, “you'll put 
it in the hands of people who have 
no connection with the board. Here 
you've got the same old set-up. 
You’re not making any changes. 
It’s the same old maneuvering and 
camouflage. 

“Why not take opportunity for 
interference with employes away 
from board members and depart- 
ment heads as well?” 

Pohlman Voted Down. 
Pohlman was voted down by 
James J. Fitzgerald, committee 
chairman; Dr. Rudolph Hofmeister, 
board president, and Mrs. Irma H. 
Friede, all of whom said Wur- 
dack’s proposal probably would be 
too costly and that they did not 
favor giving rights of the board 
to outsiders. 

The controversial unit - control 
bill, placing full administrative 
control in a Superintendent of 
Schools, was approved, as expected, 
after the committee turned down 
suggestions of outside groups, in- 
cluding the League of Women 
Voters, to reduce the number of 
board members from 12 to nine. 

William M. Susanka, board 
auditor, asserted: “Someone said 
the Lord needed a board of 12 
members; I don’t see why we 
should be expected to get along 
with less.” 

Mrs. Friede said: “The League 
of Women Voters, of which I am 
a member, just thinks the whole 
school board is a bunch of nitwits. 
It holds that the board is com- 
posed only of laymen and the 
schools should be run by the pro- 
fessional people.” 

To Submit Retirement Bill. 

After a 15-minute conference, 
from which reporters were exclud- 
ed, Fitzgerald announced the em- 
ployes’ retirement bill and tenure 
bill, making retirement compulsory 
at the age of 70, would be present- 
ed to the board for final action 
Tuesday. 

It was announced that, on the 
basis of a compilation by George 
B. Buck, New York actuary, cost 
of the retirement system to the 
School Board during its first year 
of operation would be $371,000. 
This estimate was made on the 
assumption all of the 3100 em- 
ployes eligible to participate in 
the pension plan would do so. 

Also at Tuesday’s meeting will 
be presented suggested amend- 
ments to the unit and merit bills, 
both of which are likely to encoun- 
ter heavy opposition when they 
come up for final passage in about 
two weeks. All of the bills, if 
passed, will be sent to the State 
Legislature for enactment, 


To Start Feb. 22 


Point System Cards to 
Last 8 Months — What 
Registrants Must Know 

to Obtain Them. 


Registration for War Ration 
Book No. 2, to be used in purchas- 
ing processed foods under the 
point rationing system, will begin 
Monday, Feb. 22, and _ continue 


through Feb. 27 at schools and 
other designated places, William 
H. Bryan, State Rationing Officer, 
announced yesterday. The places 
and hours of registration have not 
yet been announced. 

During the six-day period of 
registration, processed foods com- 
ing under the new ration regula- 
tions will be withheld from sale 
by merchants. The stores, how- 
ever, will not be closed, Bryan 
pointed out, and foods not in- 
cluded in the new list may be pur- 
chased as usual, Sale of processed 
foods by ration will begin March 1. 
One adult‘ member of each 
household must fill out a brief 
form, declaring the total number 
of hermetically-sealed cans, bottles 
and jars of processed foods (eight 
ounces or larger) which the family 
had on hand Feb. 21. The regis- 
trant must list the amount of 
coffee, in excess of one pound for 
each member of the family, the 
family had on hand Nov. 28. 
No. 1 Books to Be Returned. 
Also he must list the names of 
owners and serial numbers of all 
No. 1 ration books held by the 
household. This form and the No. 
1 ration books must be presented 
at the place of registration. The 
No. 1 books will be returned to 
the holders for continued use in 
obtaining sugar and coffee allot- 
ments, Bryan said plans for dis- 
tribution of registration forms had 
not been completed. 

The new ration books are de- 
signed to last eight months. They 
contain blue and red stamps. The 
blue stamps will be used in the 
rationing of processed foods after 
March 1. The red stamps will be 
used later in rationing meat. To 
each person will be alloted a total 
of 48 points a month in stamps. 
In filling out the registration form 
each person is allowed to possess 
a maximum of five eight-ounce 
(or larger) cans of processed foods 
covered by the program without 
penalty. For each can in excess 
of five declared, eight points in 
stamps will be taken from the reg- 
istrant’s No. 2 book. However, no 
registrant may be penalized more 
than a maximum of 24 points in 
any one month. 

Although the new program cov- 
ers canned baby foods, cans of 
baby food, if less than eight ounces 
in size, need not be declared on 
the registration form. Home- 
canned or preserved foods, also 
need not be declared. 

Foods to Be Regulated. 
Foods coming under the new 
regulations include all canned and 
bottled fruits and fruit juices, in- 
cluding spiced, frozen, dried or de- 
hydrated fruits; all canned and 
bottled vegetables and vegetable 
juices and canned soups. Fruit 
and vegetable juices in containers 
holding more than one gallon and 
frozen fruits and vegetables in 
containers holding more than 10 
pounds are excepted.

Head of Foundation That 
That Gave Property to City: 
Praises Contributors.

Contributors to the Campbell 
House Foundation, which opened 
the historic Campbell] home at 1508 
Locust street to the public yester- 
day, were praised by Jesse P. Hen- 
ry, foundation president, as indi- 
viduals “who are interested in pre- 
serving the traditions of American- 
ism.” ; 


“Yale University had inherited 
the house from James Campbell, a 
son of Robert Campbell, realthy 
fur trader who made the home a 
social center of St. Louis in the 
1850s,” Henry related.

FIGHT FOR HEAD OF 
ALDERMAN BOARD 


Three Candidates for 
Nomination So Far— 
Efforts to Get One to 
Withdraw Fail.

and their political associates. 

Mattingly’s success in putting 
his man across in~the face of the 
strenuous opposition of Becker, 
Ferguson and others brought him 
to the forefront as a powerful Re- 
publican boss in the State. It is 
expected that Ferguson and his 
friends will try to lay the ground- 
work of a campaign to beat Mat- 
tingly for re-election as National 
Committeeman ®m 1944, which 
would mean a battle to control the 
election of delegates to the next 
Republican national convention. 

Although Gov. Forrest C. Don- 
nell gave Ferguson his indorse- 
ment for re-election to the State 
committee, actually he gave him 
only faint support, and most of 
the Governor’s appointees worked 
with Mattingly in the fight. The 
Governor, too, had been more at- 
tentive to Mattingly than to Fer- 
guson in dispensing State jobs.

CLINTON, Ill, Feb. 6 (AP). —

In both the Governor’s budget 
and that of the survey, provision 
was made for an allotment of 
one third of the general State 
revenues to the support of the 
public schools. 

Deep Cut in State Guard Funds. 

For the Missouri reserve mili- 
tary force, the survey proposed a 
big cut of $3,109,960 from the 
amount of $3,869,960, leaving only 
$760,000. For civilian defense ac- 
tivities the survey proposed a cut 
of $617,827, the Governor having 
recommended $717,827, thus the 
survey proposed that this appro- 
priation should be limited to 
$100,000. 

Because of the difficulties of the 
State eleemosynary institutions in 
the last biennium, due principally 
to increased food costs, both the 
Governor and the survey recom- 
mended increased appropriations 
for the present biennium.

Fiouse Group Defers Vote 
for Week After Roose- 
velt Asks to Have His 
Views Heard. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
House Ways and Means Committee 
members, considering the question 
of nullifying President Roosevelt's 
order limiting salaries to $25,000 
after taxes, postponed a decision 
today to give the President, at his 
request, a chance to submit his 
view. 

The committee deferred action 
until next Saturday. There were 
strong signs that the move to void 
the executive order would have had 
a committee majority had it been 
put to a vote today. 

In a letter to Chairman, Dough- 
ton (Dem.), North Carolina, of the 
committee, Roosevelt expressed his 
“earnest hope” that a pending bill 
to increase the national debt limit 
to 210 billion dollars would be 
passed without amendment.

Roosevelt said in his letter that 
if the committee did not agree 
with him that the debt limit legis- 
lation should be kept free of 
amendments “not related to the 
subject matter of the bill ...

WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
Anthracite production was 1,322,- 
000 tons in the week ended Jan. 
30, the largest output since the 
fall of 1931. 


Solid Fuels Co-ordinator Ickes, 
reporting this today, said produc- 
tion approached the rate his offices 
had estimated could be attained 
by working full time under the 
six-day week adopted in mid- 
January. Ickes reported bitumin- 
ous coal production for the same 
week at 11,400,000 tons, an increase 
of 200,000 tons over the preceding 
week, but said a large part of the 
soft coal industry continued on a 
five-day week. 

Ickes described as “intolerable” 
what he called continued “dally- 
ing over technical details between 
producers and miners instead of 
getting seriously down to the busi- 
ness to digging enough coal to 
fight the war.”

Roosevelt Names Com- 
mittee to Investigate 
Complaints Against 
Federal Employes. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
President Roosevelt established an 
official committee today to handle 


“complaints of subversive activ- 
ity” by Federal employes but the 
action came far from satisfying 
Congressmen who have been press- 
ing for a housecleaning. 

“What we need is fewer investi- 
gations and more action on investi- 
gations already made,” commented 
Representative Hendricks (Dem.), 
Florida. “Congress expects to press 
this fight until real action is taken 
and we are not going to accept a 
whitewash by any board.” 

Chairman Dies (Dem.,), Texas, of 
the House Committee on Un-Amer- 
ican Activities expressed the view 
that instead of a committee of 
departmental officials which the 
President appointed, the public 
would have “more confidence” in 
a board composed of representa- 
tives of the American Legion, the 
CIO and AFL and business groups. 

Roosevelt set up the committee 
in an executive order which direct- 
ed it to “serve as an advisory and

Dies withheld comment on this 
personnel] pending study but Hend- 
ricks particularly criticised the in- 


yi clusion of Chapman and expressed 


“grave doubts as to any good pur- 
pose that this board will serve.” 
Dies promised that his committee 
would co-operate with the group. 

The committee is to recommend 
to the Department of Justice “ap- 
propriate policies to govern the in- 
vestigation” of complaints against 
Government employes, receive the 
Federal Bureau of Invesitgation’s 
completed reports and then advise 
the agencies concerned as to “the 
procedures for determining action 
thereon.” Whenever the commit- 
tee is dissatisfied with the dispo- 
sition of a case, it can make rec- 
ommendations of its own. 

Agencies Retain Authority. 

The order specifically leaves to 
each agency full authority over its 
own empoyes, however, and to the 
Civil Service Commission its au- 
thority to review disciplinary and 
administrative actions against em- 
ployes. 

The President’s action followed 
a demand by Dies on the House 
floor Monday that Government 
agencies be prevented from con- 
tinuing in employment persons he 
described as “radical bureaucrats” 
and “crackpots.” He contended 
that in some caseg such persons 
had been dismissed from one agen- 
cy only to be employed by another. 

To meet this situation, which 
Hendricks called “hedge-hopping,” 
the House yesterday wrote into a 
Treasury appropriation bill a stip- 
ulation that the department should 
not use any of its funds to hire 
persons whose pay might be with- 
held in subsequent legislation deal- 
ing with other departments. The 
House turned down an amend- 
ment by Hendricks to prohibit the 
Treasury from employing any of 39 
persons named by Dies but adopt- 
ed another Hendricks rider prohib- 
iting the Treasury's further em- 
ployment of William Pickens, Ne- 
gro, securities promotion specialist. 


5-CENTS-AN-HOUR PAY RISE 
ALLOWED AT CARTRIDGE PLANT 


A flat wage increase of 5 cents 
an hour to all employes of the 
Western Cartridge Co. plant at 
East Alton and to employes of its 
subsidiary firm, the East Alton 
Manufacturing Co., was allowed 
yesterday by the War Labor Board 
in Washington. 

Management of the company 
said the raise would increase its 
monthly payroll by more than 
$100,000. The Western Cartridge 
Co. made a voluntary application 
for the raise last Nov. 10, but it 
was genied by the WLB on grounds 
that a labor election was pending 
at the time. 

The American Federation of 
Labor, which won all but one 
union in the election of Jan. 25 
and 26, joined with the company 
in asking the wage increase after 
the election. The WLB also auth- 
orized a change in some wage 
brackets, making an increase of 
slightly more than 5 cents in the 
hiring wage.

Offer of 3 Mills a Kilowatt Hour for Electric 
ity for Aluminum Plant Once Rejected— 
Cost Now Double That. 


By SAM J. SHELTON

Post-Dispatch. 
LITTLE ROCK, Ark., Feb. 6.— 
Although it was not brought out 
in the exhaustive hearing conduct- 


ed here by the Federal Power 
Commission on cost of electricity 
for the Government’s wartime 
aluminum plant at Lake Catherine, 
Ark., an interesting fact is that 
Federal authorities rejected as 
“too high” a price of 3 mills a kilo- 
watt hour for the huge volume of 
energy now being parca at 
double that price. 

The saving to the Slane in 
the proposal that was turned down 
would have been in the neighbor- 
hood of two million dollars a year. 

Another point not explored here 
is the fading out of the Govern- 
ment’s own proposed power plant, 
which was the excuse for rejection 
of the 3-mill offer. It is true that 
the Defense Plant Corporation, in 
the Federal financing agency re- 
sponsible for the aluminum plant, 
has installed a _ limited-capacity 
generating plant, but it is also true 
that the major unit projected to 
have had 70,000 kilowatts of ca- 
pacity has gone glimmering. 

The War Production Board has 
eanceled priorities for the ma- 
terials and equipment. Seemingly 
the FPC did not deem it appropri- 
ate to delve into these matters 
concerning which various Govern- 
ment agencies and representatives 
engaged in negotiations extending 
back to June, 1941. 

Problem of Location. 

Then there is the matter of loca- 
tion of the aluminum plant, at a 
site recognized as not offering the 
best opportunity for economical 
operation after the war. Even be- 
fore the plant was built it was 
leased to the Aluminum Corpora- 
tion of America for operation dur- 
ing the war emergency. 

Because Arkansas contains the 
only known deposits in the United 
States of bauxite, the ore from 
which aluminum is refined, this 
site had a strong claim for a major 
place in the nation’s vastly 

expanded aluminum production 
which was decided upon long be- 
fore Pearl Harbor plunged the 
country into the war. The State, 
however, was not abundantly sup- 
plied with low-cost electricity. 

After it had been decided early 
in 1942 to place one of the new 
aluminum plants in Arkansas, 
various Federal agencies set about 
trying to make certain of an ade 
quate supply of power. These agen- 
cies included the FPC and the 
Office of Production Management, 
predecessor of the WPB. 

One of the first tentative pro 
posalg to furnish the power came 
from the Rura)] Electrification Ad- 
ministration, which had financed 
800 rural electric co-operatives 
throughout the United States. The 
Arkansas Power & Light Co., 
serving the greater part of Arkan- 
gas, brought together 10 utility 
corporations in the Southwest un- 
der an arrangement to throw their 
reserve capacities into the South- 
west power pool to serve that 
aluminum plant, 

In negotiations which continued 
through the summer and fall of 
1941, both the REA and the south- 
west power pool made definite of- 
fers to supply energy for the plant. 


but a decision was deferred from | 


time to time. The deal definitely 
proposed was to construct a gener- 


ating plant, using cheap natural | 


gas as fuel, which would supply 
the full requirements of the 
aluminum plant, exceeding 100,000 
kilowatts at a cost not exceeding 
three mills a kilowatt hour. 
Cheaper Than Pool’s Rate. 


Operating at this capacity the. 


plant might consume as much as 
one billion kilowatt hours a year 


The utility corporations united in. 


the power pool, did not at any 
time offer as low a rate. At a 
conference in Washington Sept 
29, 1941, representatives of the De 
fense Plant Corporation announced 
that the offers of both the power 
pool and REA had been rejected 
on the ground that the proposed 
rates were “too high.” The basis 
of this decision was an. estimate 
said to have been prepared by 
engineers on the staff of the War 
Production Board, purporting to 
show that by building its own 
power plant the DPC could pro 
vide electricity at a cost of only 
1.92 mills a kilowatt hour. 

Engineers of the REA and the 
FPC, who reviewed this estimate 
reported that it assumed construc- 
tion of a plant that would have 
mo reserve capacity whatever, and 
that if the estimate were revised 
to provide the minimum reserve 
capacity considered necessary for 
safe and continuous operation, the 
cost of energy would be at least 
2.75 mills, or within a very smal! 
fraction of the price quoted by 
REA. 

The DPC gave some further 
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consideration to the respective of- 
fers from these sources a month 
later, however, on Oct. 27. The 
final rejection of the REA and 
power pool offers for permanent 
power was announced. Sam H. 
Husbands, president of the DPC, 
wrote to the REA as follows: “We 
appreciate the offer that you have 
made, but the Office of Production 
Management and the War Depart- 
ment, as well as our own. engineers, 
recommend that Defense Plant 
Corporation construct its own 
plant.” 
Jesse Jones in Accord. 
Federal Loan Administrator Jesse 


Jones, whose authority extends to 


the DPC, also advised the REA as| 


follows: “Mr. Sam Husbands, pres- 
ident of the Defense Plant Cor- 


poration and member of the RFC, 
has discussed with me the question 
of the power facilities for the Ar- 
kansag aluminum plant. It is in- 
tended that the title to these facili- 
ties remain in a government 
agency, and I have requested that 
it be later tied in with the Rural 
Electrification program, so that all 
excess power is interchangeable.

4 SCHOOLS IN AREA 
APPROVED BY WMC 


Washington, St. Louis, Jef- 
ferson, Shurtleff—War 
Training Plans. 


Four schools in the St. Louis 
area are included in a list of 281 
institutions of higher learning 
which have been given preliminary 
approval for utilization in train- 
ing men and women specialists for 
the armed forces, the War Man- 
power Commission announced yes- 
terday in Washington. 

Washington University was ap- 
proved for training Army engi- 
neers and giving pre-meteorolog- 
ical instruction for the Army Air 
Corps. St. Louis University, Jef- 
ferson College of the St. Louis Y. 
M. C. A, and Shurtleff College at 
Alton were approved for training 
Army aviation cadets. 

Every school, college and uni- 
versity in the country is consid- 
ered for possible use in the new 
war training program, with the 
institutions named yesterday being 
the first to be selected by a joint 
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committee of the Army, Navy and 
Manpower Commission. Their 
initial approval is a preliminary 
and not a final measure, it was 
explained, for actual contracts will 
be let only to institutions whose 
facilities prove acceptable to the 
interested branch of the services. 

Other schools included in the 
first list of selected institutions 
were the University of Missouri, 
approved for training Army en- 
gineers, Army aviation cadets and 
Navy engineers; the Missouri 
School of Mines and Metallurgy at 
Rolla; the University of Illinois 
and Tllinois Institute of Tech- 
nology, approved for training 
Army engineers, and the North- 
east Missouri State Teachers’ Col- 
lege at Kirksville, and the South- 
west Missouri State Teachers’ Col-

Frank G. Hardt Jr., a St. Louis 
contractor who abandoned his busi- 
ness in anger and enlisted in the 
Navy last May when his son, Lieut.

Dec. 30 the War Department re- 
ported that Lieut. Hardt was a 
prisoner of the Japanese, the news 
plunged the father into despond- 
ency. Letters from the father to 
relatives here, Harry Hardt said, 
“repeatedly said he was lying in 
the hospital doing nothing while 
his son was held prisoner.” 

“His determination to get to the 
Pacific war area,” Harry Hardt 
explained yesterday, “resulted in 
a mounting impatience that un- 
doubtedly has led to this disappear- 
ance.” - 

Hardt visited his son shortly be- 
fore the young man was ordered 
to foreign duty and at that last 
promised “that if he ever needed 
me, I would go to him, no matter 
where he might be.” 

Harry Hardt said yesterday he 
believed his brother decided to 
make his way to the Pacific Coast 
and there present his case directly 
to naval authorities, who might 
enable him to enter immediate for- 
eign service. He left the hospital 
wearing his naval uniform. 

Frank G. Hardt’s parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Frank Hardt, 3303 Wat- 
son road, have asked military and 
civil authorities to report to them 
his whereabouts. 

Lieut. Hardt, who lived at the 
home of his parents, 1114 Childress 
avenue, was graduated from Wash- 
ington University in June, 1941, 
and, as an R. O. T. C. student, 
Was commissioned shortly after 
graduation.

About All the Trimmings. 
ASEBALL clubs may dis- 
B cover this spring that for 
years they have been going 
to a lot of unnecessary trouble to 
get their athletes into condition 
to do the next season’s work. 
For instance, it always has 
been considered highly essential 
to have a long schedule of ex- 
hibition games. At least, each 
major league club arranges such 
a schedule. The games were on 
the books this year, most of 
them arranged long ago, but the 
ODT knocking the ball players 
out of their spring vacations in 
Florida and California changed 
all that. 


It wouldn’t be surprising to 
see the Cardinals journey to St. 
Louis from Cairo, Ill., early in 
April, in better condition than 
any Cardinal team in years, And 
one of the reasons will be that 
without exhibition games to slow 
up the training effort, there will 
be more time for hardening leg 
and arm muscles, developing 
wind, and drilling on baseball 
fundamentals. 

Players always welcome the 
opening of the spring exhibition 
schedule, for several reasons.

Undoubtedly the major league 
clubs will resume their practice 
of going to Florida or California 
after the war, but the experience 
gained the coming spring prob- 
ably will persuade them to agree 
on shorter and less expensive 
training junkets.

For the lowly clubs, however, 
spring training is an expensive 
spring vacation, with heavy hotel

little taken in at the gate. Those 
clubs will be happy to learn 
that training can be done in 
three or four weeks, and without 
palm trees and blue ocean ab- 
solutely necessary.

The son of James Coffroth, one 
of California’s first legislators, 
Coffroth was born in Sacramento, 
Sept. 12, 1872. His parents moved 
to San Francisco while he was 
still an infant and young Coffroth 
grew up in an era when the 
“manly art” was rapidly gaining 
in popularity. 

While still a novice in the fight 


Kennedy, Eastern promoter, and 
together they presented bouts 
which are legendary in sporting 
annals.

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UTILITY TRUSTEES 
ASK COURT TO RULE 
STOCK WORTHLESS 


Request Opposed by 
- Group of Shareholders 


in Harrison Williams’ 
Holding Company. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

RICHMOND, Va., Feb. 6. — A 
petition of the trustees of Central 
States Electric Corporation, one- 
time 730-million dollar holding 
company at the top of the Harrison 
Williams utilities empire, that the 
common and preferred stock of the 
corporation be declared valueless, 
has been taken under advisement 
by United States District Judge 
Robert N, Pollard. 

At a hearing held yesterday be- 
fore Judge representatives 
of a group of holders of common 
and preferred stock of Central 
States opposed the petition. If the 
stock were declared worthless, it 
is understood, its holders would 
be excluded from future reorgani- 
zation plans. 

The trustees, who submitted the 
petition, were appointed by the 
court to attempt reorganization of 
Central States. The trustees are 
Overton D, Dennis and Cloyd 
Kent, both of Richmond. 

A request of the trustees, in- 
cluded in their original petition, 
that the company’s franchise and 
charter under Virginia law be 
eliminated, was withdrawn before 
yesterday's hearing. The trustees 
reported on Nov. 30 that the cor- 
poration had assets of $3,838,063, 
and a total indebtedness of $19,- 
107,564 

The reorganization petition filed 
fn court here Feb. 26, 1942, made 
known the spectacular collapse of 
the holding concern, which Wil- 
liams once refused to sell for 700 
million dollars because he wanted 
a billion for it. 

Through Central States Electric 
Corporation, Williams and his as- 
sociates controlled the great North 
American Co., which in turn con- 
trolled Union Electric Co. of Mis- 
souri and other large Midwest 
utilities, At the height of Wil- 
liams’ operations, in 1929, Central 
States was valued in market quo- 
tations at 730 million dollars. His 
own virtual ownership of the con- 
cern had been acquired by his in- 
vestment of only $2,072,000 of his 
Own money. In 1928-29, he and his 
associates marketed more than 
492 million dollars worth of new 
capital securities ‘of Central States 
and other investing companies 
formed by them, principally on the 
promise of participating in the 
profits of North American Co. 

Williams, 70 years old, from 1920 
until the collapse of his holding 
concern, was considered the con- 
trolling financial figure in North 
American and Union Electric of 
Missouri, Collapse of the holding 
concern did not in any way impair 
the financial integrity of Union 
Electric, since its earning power 
was based on competent local oper- 
ating management in St. Louis 
and adjacent territory.

$150,000 FOR SAFETY 
CAMPAIGN IS SOUGHT 


Committee to Be Organized 
at Luncheon Meeting 
Tomorrow. 


A committee to raise $150,000 as 
St. Louis’ contribution to a na- 
tional drive to reduce accidents 
that hinder the war effort will be 
organized tomorrow at a luncheon 
for business and safety leaders at 
Hotel Statler. 

Part of the money raised here 
will be used in the national safety 
campaign and part will be used 
locally in a two-year safety pro- 
gram, Damon deB. Wack, chair- 
man of the St. Louis Committee 
of the War Production Fund to 
Conserve Manpower, said. 

Wack released figures showing 
that in 1942 accidents took the 
lives of 243 St. Louis war workers, 
56 of whom were killed while at 
work on the job, and 187 off the 
job. During the same period, 
11,537 workers were injured, caus- 
ing a loss of 1,788,006 man hours 
of production. 


Keeps 100 Friends in Army

St. Louisan Sends Mimeographed Newspaper 
to Group, All Acquaintances in 
Civilian Life.

The first edition of a mimeo- 
graphed newspaper, intended as a 
sort of “exchange of information 
bureau” for St. Louisans stationed 
at various places with the Armed 
Services, was published this week 
by Julian H. Miller, 530 Union 
boulevard. 

The publication is called “Your 
Friends,” and the first edition was 
mailed to about 100. soldiers, 
sailors and marines, all of whom 
were friends or acquaintances in 
civilian life. Copies were sent 
also to the families of all the men 
in the armed services who re- 
ceived copies of the paper. 

Miller, who is assistant adver- 
tising manager of Stix, Baer -& 
Fuller Co., is furnishing the paper 
free, and expects to limit circula- 


tion to a group of men known to 
one another. He points out that

The first edition has nine pages, 
and contains items about some 50 
men, Miller says he plans to get 
his paper out about once each 
three weeks. He will appear on 
the radio program “Our Buddies,” 
at 1 o’clock this afternoon on radio 
station KSD to explain the work- 
ings of his publication.» 

Miller, 27 years old, decided to 
establish his newspaper after be- 
ing classified as 4F when he at- 
tempted to enlist in the Army, 
Navy, Marines and Coast Guard.

ST.LOUIS DOCTOR RATES 
AFRICA HOSPITAL hilGH 


Couldn’t Do More for Patient 
Back Home, Says Maj. 
Franklin E. Walton. 


Excerpts from letters from 
members of the St. Louis Medical 
Society now serving in far-flung 
War zones are appearing in the 
society's weekly bulletin. Some of 
them indicate that hospital equip- 
ment is excellent and the morale 
of patients and staff high despite 
wartime exigencies. 

Writing from a hospital “some- 
where in Africa,” Maj. Franklin 
E. Walton, former assistant dean 
of Washington University Medical 
School, stated that he had often 
observed after completing an 
operation that “if we were back 


home operating on this patient in 
our university hospital nothing 
more could, nor would be done, 
than we were able to do at this 
time in this Army hospital.” 

Maj. Walton, whose picture ap- 
peared in the Post-Dispatch last 
month in a group of Army sur- 
geons rerforming an operation, 
described the modern equipment 
in the hospital and said that “we 
operate every day except the week 
ends, not including the emergen- 
cies.” 

Spend Week Ends Hunting. 


“We usually spend the week 
ends hunting or mountain climb- 
ing to keep in condition,” “Maj. 
Walton wrote. He added that the 
“happiest side of the entire picture 
has been the surprisingly  satis- 
factory work of our nurses.” 


Com, Frederick A. Jostes, now 
on duty in the South Pacific, 
whose paper on unusual injuries 
peculiar to modern naval warfare 
was recently read at a meeting of 
the medical society, told of a war- 
time Christmas party in the com- 
bat area, 


“In spite of all that goes on 
about Us,” he wrote, “we had a 
very beautiful Christmas party. I 
grant you that many of the par- 
ticipants were carried to _ the 
party and many went on stretchers 
but it was a party. 


Christmas for Casualties. 


“For those who were too ill I had 
a little portable Christmas tree, 
which when plugged in suddenly 
became all light in the blacked-out 
sick rooms. While this was going 
on, some of our officers and men 
sang to these casualties of the 
silent night.” 


Com. Jostes, who observed he 
was in good health, said that what 
free time he has is devoted to 
“music from my records as a little 
exercise but anything to help from 
writing of what we are seeing or 
doing; as a matter of fact, our 
letters must be noncommittal.” 

Dr. J. Russell Vaughan, now at 
a California air base, observed that 
he was “convinced that the Army 
is trying to fit men into the fields 
in which they want to work.” Brief 
greetings were received from Dr. 
E. C. O’Brien, now in the Aleu- 


tians, and Dr. Elmer G. Graul., 


98 Killed in Homes. 

Among the workers killed off 
the job, 93 were victims of acci- 
dents in the home, 71 in traffic 
and 23 in miscellaneous accidents. 
There were 4984 injured at work, 
causing a loss of 524496 man 
hours; 3255 in the home, causing 
a loss of 623,100 man hours; 2493 
ix traffic accidents, causing a loss 
of 485,860 man hours, and 805 in 
miscellaneous accidents, causing a 
production loss of 154,100 man 
hours. 
During 1942 there were 173 non- 
workers killed and 6037 injured by 
accidents, making the entire 1942 
accident toll in the St. Louis area 
416 killed and 17,574 injured. 

Wack pointed out also that the 
frequency of accidents increased 
30 per cent in 1942 over 1941, and 
that the severity rate in this area 
increased .96 per cent for the same 
period, 


The appeal for funds to finance 
the campaign will not be made to 
individuals or employe’ groups, 
Wack explained, but only to indus- 
trial and business concerns. The 
program contemplates training in 
accident avoidance in factories, 
schools, in the home and on the 
streets and highways. 

First Step in Plan. 


Louis business men in support of 
the program took place two weeks 
ago when William A. Irvin, imme- 
diate past president of the United 
States Steel Corporation and 
chairman of the War Production 
Fund to Conserve Manpower, 
spoke here before a group of com- 
munity leaders. He explained at 
the time that last year industrial 
accidents in America took the 
lives of 46,300 workers—7000 more 
persons than were killed by Ger- 
man bombs in Britain thus far in 
the war. 

Sinve Irvin’s visit a board of 
trustees to administer the funds 
to be raised locally has been se- 
lected, with Wack as chairman 
and W. C. Connett, vice-president 
of the First National Bank, as 
treasurer.

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SHIFT IN PROSECUTORS 
BY U.S. AFTER ATTACK 


Biddle Names O. J. Rogge in 
Sedition Case Following 
Criticism in Congress. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
O. John Rogge was appointed by 
Attorney General Biddle today to 
direct the prosecution of the Gov- 


ernment’s seditious conspiracy case 
in place of William Power Ma- 
loney, whose work in the case has 
evoked protests by Senator Wheel- 
er (Dem.), Montana. 

The change, an unusual step, 
follows criticism of the handling 
of the grand jury and demands 
for a congressional] investigation 
by Senators Wheeler and Nye 
(Rep.), North Dakota, and Repre- 
sentative Hoffman (Rep.), Mich- 
igan. 

The criticism involved techni- 
calities concerning the legality of 
the grand jury, the nature of the 
alleged evidence and. reported ad- 
vance disclosures of testimony pre- 


sented in the grand jury room. 
Wheeler has been the most ac- 
tive of the critics. Informed per- 
sons said the Senator had de- 
manded Maloney’s removal. Wheel- 
er said he had no comment when 


asked about Rogge’s appointment. 

The sedition case involves 33 per- 
sons and one corporation, the New 
York Evening Inquirer, alleged to 
have conspired to undermine the 
morale of the armed forces. 

The appointment of Maloney as 
trial section chief of the criminal 
division on Jan. 27 foreshadowed 
his removal from trial of the sedi- 
tion case, since his new position 


is largely administrative. 

Rogge, 39 years old, has an un- 
usual record of criminal prosecu- 
tion, topped by his investigation of 
graft in Louisiana which resulted 
in prison terms for many officials, 
including a Governor and a univer- 
sity president. 

Maloney likewise has a long rec- 
ord of successful prosecution in- 


cluding some prominent cases 
while an Assistant United States 
Attorney in New York. He direct- 
ed the prosecution here of the 
German agent, George Silvester 
Viereck.

REVEALS HOW CONGRESS IS | 
COMING BACK INTO ITS OWN} 


Senate’s Stone Wall Against ‘Dear Ed’ Only q 
One Manifestation of Rising Opposition to}; 
New Dealers—Probable Influence on 1944/f 


Elections.

OW is it that the power and influence of the Roosevelt adminis- 

tration were unable to bring about the confirmation of Tammany 

Boss Edward J. Flynn, personal friend of the President, as Min- 
ister to Australia, last week, whereas six months ago administration 
_ Jeaders had no trouble in putting over Boss Frank Hague’s man, 
Thomas F. Meaney, for a lifetime seat on the Federal bench? 

The answer in its simplest form is a date and that date is Nov. 3. 
The difference between the 39-to-20 vote for the judicial candidate of 
the Jersey City béss in July, 1942, 
roving diplomatic commission for the Bronx boss, in January, 1943, 
can be described largely in terms of the recent congressional election. 


The Senate which approved the 
Meaney appointment, notwith- 
standing the heroic opposition of 
Sl-year-old Norris of Nebraska, 
was a Senate shaped at the Roose- 
velt third term election of 1940. 
The Senate which was ready to 
reject “Dear Ed” Flynn when the 
President “reluctantly” withdrew 
his name last Monday, is a much- 
changed chamber—one which has 
the proportionately large number of 
mine more Republicans than its 


predecessor. 
Southerners Take a Hand. 


It is true, of course, that the 
Republican membership of 38 was 
mot enough in itself to shut the 
door against an important diplo- 
matic assignment for the former 
chairman of the national and New 
York State Democratic commit- 
tees. It took Democratic opposi- 
tion as well, and Nov. 3 brought 
that opposition sharply into the 
open in the person of Southern 
™members, many of whom never 
Ihave believed in the economics of 


the New Deal and have supported 


its politics chiefly for party and 
patronage reasons. 

Now that new Republicans sit 
fm both branches of Congress in 
Seats that stanch New Dealers 
lately occupied, these Democrats 
from the South are running up 
their true colors and frankly as- 
serting themselves. As Represent- 
ative Woodrum of Virginia told 
the Democratic caucus, it is the 
Southerners who hold the party 
together in lean years and they 
have decided that “it is time they 
took a hand in running .” 

The Flynn debacle is by no 
Means the only sign of this atti- 
tude, although it ranks currently 
as the No. 1 manifestation since 
we must go all the way back to 
1889 and the nomination of Murat 
Halstead, crusading Cincinnati ed- 
-ftor, as Minister to Germany by 
Benjamin Harrison to find a sen- 
atorial rejection of a diplomatic 
choice. 

Not fully comparable and yet 
Gecided finally on much the same 
basis was the administration's los- 
fing battle to put Representative 
Vito Marcantonio, leftist American 
Labor party member from Man- 
hattan, on the important House 
Judiciary Committee at the outset 
of the new session. Strong pres- 
gure in Marcantonio’s behalf was 
brought by administration lead- 
ers, but the plan did not get to 
first base. Southern Democrats, 
such as the committee chairman, 
Sumners of Texas, took a delight 
in stopping it cold. : 


A First Class Revolt. 


Evidences that the Roosevelt:ad- 


ministration has a first-class re- 
volt on its hands within the Demo- 


cratic party are to be seen almost 
daily in the happenings in Wash- 
ington. This writer was in the 
House of Representatives press 
gallery recently and heard Cox of 
Georgia attack the Federal Com- 
munications Commission as “the 
nastiest nest of rats in the entire 
country.” Hardly had the assault 
been made before the nominally 
Democratic House approved an in- 
vestigation with a tremendous 
shout of Yeas and only two or 
three negative votes. 

This investigation of the FCC 
suggests in another way the im- 
portance of Nov. 3 as a turning 
point. For when the names of 
the five House members, who will 
conduct the inquiry, were an- 
mounced one of the two Republi- 
€ans was given as “Miller (R., 
Mo.).” And this, even a St, Louis-

an almost needed to be told, was 
none other than Louis E. Miller, 
freshman Republican, who unseat- 
ed New Dealer John B. Sullivan 
as the Congressman from _ the 
downtown St. Louis district. Be- 
fore Nov. 3 a committeeman from 
the Seventeenth Ward; now a 
member of the national House of 
Representatives, assigned to the 
first of the new Congress’ blood- 
hound hunts along administrative 
agency trails—in short, such is the 
effect of last fall’s election. 


In the large, over-all results it 
certainly means that the legislative 
branch of the Government has 
come back into its own. From 
now on any calculations on the 
part of the executive department 
and its sub-offices, which do not 
include the probable reaction in 
Congress, will run grave risk of 
defeat if they are not foredoomed 
to failure. Nov. 3 ended an era of 
legislative submission, effective as 
of the first week in January. 


Back on Press Beat. 


-Thus it is that a.visitor to Wash- 
ington finds the correspondents 
again covering the Senate and the 
House and making the acquaint- 
ance of men of promise among the 
scores of new members who came 
in on the rapid Republican rise. 
In recent years many newspaper 
men almost never went up to the 
Capitol, so completely were news 
sources centered about the White 
House and its New Deal adminis- 
trators. But now the press has 
put Congress back on its beat— 
and,for the very good reason that 
Congress is once more producing 
news, 


There is little likelihood that this 
reassertion of its identity by Con- 
gress will impede the war effort. 
The Republicans no less than the 
Democrats, and perhaps even more 
so, have their eyes on 1944 and 
the presidential prize to be award- 
ed by the American voters that 
year. Republican leaders in Con- 
gress—men like McNary of Oregon 
in the Senate and Martin of Massa- 
chusetts in the House—know full 


well that the strongest recom-| 


mendation their party can have 
when it goes before the people 
next year would be for a G. O. P. 
showing of positive contribution to 
an efficient prosecution of the war. 


The situation on the home front 
is much the same, No responsible 
Republican would think of propos- 
ing that the established social ad- 
vances of the New Deal be re- 
pealed. Republican strategy is to 
choose its targets carefully and in 
general to follow a formula of 
taking out after administrators 
who are vulnerable or can be made 
to appear so rather than in scut- 
tling or even hamstringing the 
major enactments of the last 
decade. 


New Dealers Examined. 


In a word, what is to be killed 
is not the New Deal so much as 
the New Dealers. If this does fol- 
low precisely the specifications Jaid 
down by Harrison E. Spangler, new 
Republican national chairman, in 
his fervent acceptance of office at 
St. Louis two months ago, it is a 
politically wise refinement of that 
pledge and purpose. 

But measures also will be under 
close scrutiny’ since in important 
instances that will be a convenient 
way to put administrators on the 
stand for public examination. Sen- 
ator McNary, who is more of a 
New Dealer than the run of South-

His stand antag- 
onized Edward A. O’Neal of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation and officials of oth- 
er farm blocs potent in Michigan, and Brown 
was defeated last November by Judge Homer 
Ferguson, Republican, of Detroit by a ma- 
jority of 28,000. 

Although agreeing with Henderson on the 
necessity of preventing inflation, Brown has 
a different approach to what President 
Roosevelt has called “the exceedingly diffi- 
cult and thankless task’’ of controlling prices 
and rationing scarce commodities. 


Politician in Best Sense, 

20 of 53 Years Office holder. 

In the best sense of the term, Brown is a 
politician. Of his 53 years, he has spent 20 
years as an elected official—10 years as 
Prosecuting Attorney of Mackinac County on 
the upper Michigan peninsula, four years in 
the House and six years in the Senate. It is 
also important to note that he was twice 
defeated for office before he came to Wash- 
ington, first in 1924, in'a race for the House, 
and in 1928, when he sought a place on the 
Michigan Supreme Court. Politics, like golf, 
is a “humbling game.” 

Brown is mild-mannered, soft-spoken, slow 
to anger, deliberate in thought and action. 
In his new office, he is likely to be con. 
As far as possible, he will work 
with Congress, where he is highly regarded 
for his painstaking effort and friendly man- 
ner. 

Will Brown play politics in his new office? 
Of course he will. ‘Politics’ is a ‘‘smear 
word,” but every schoolboy should know that 
a government, or any other organization, 
cannot operate without politics. As a Re- 
publican Cabinet member long ago remarked 
privately, “why &ll this bother about poli- 
tics? A man has to play politics even with 
his wife.”’ 


‘Threshing Out Rationing 

Up and Down Main Street.’ 

What kind of politics will Brown play? 
' Brown’s answer was given at his first. press 
conference as Price Administrator. A De- 
troit correspondent had written that it was a 
safe bet that Brown had spent the previous 
three weeks back in his old congressional dis- 
trict ‘‘threshing out rationing and price-fix- 
ing problems with the butcher, grocer and 
garage man up and down Main street.’’ 
Brown told the assembled reporers that 
*‘nothing could have hit the mark closer than 
that.’’ Throughout the conference he quoted 
what he had been told by the home folks up 
at St. Ignace, Frankenmuth and Ann Arbor. 

He emphasized that he understood the an- 
noyance of the farmers who had to fill out 
complicated questionnaires about. their 
trucks and the small business men who have 
had to hire additional bookkeepers to stay 
abreast of Washington paper work. 

In spite of years in the Capital, he still 
thinks in:-terms of the small-town business 
man and the low income consumer.

A listener, not a talker, but he will hew as close to the line as 
Henderson on price control and rationing. His devotion to the 
price semen peer has passed the supreme political test. 
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excellent for the OPA post. Elected with 
Roosevelt in 1932, he was put on the House 
Banking and Currency Committee in 1933, 
probably because he is president of the First 
National Bank of St. Ignace. This commit- 
tee drafted the legislation for the banking 
crisis of 1933 and Brown helped with the 
Home Owners Loan Corporation Act and the 
Banking Acts of 1933 and 1935. 

He felt so strongly about Federal Deposit 
Insurance that he collected enough signa- 


«tures in the House to an agreement not to 


adjourn until the Senate included these pro- 
visions in the Banking Act of 1935. 

He was also active in creating the Federal 
Housing Administration, the Rural Electrifi- 
cation Administration, the Civilian Conserva- 
tion Corps, and several farm credit agencies 
under the jurisdiction of the committee. 

Elected to the Senate in 1936, and ap- 
pointed by Gov. Fitzgerald to fill the unex- 
pired term of the late Senator Couzens, 
Brown. sought committees with authority 
over business and banking affairs. At the 
time of his recent defeat, he was chairman 
of the Claims Committee, and a member of 
Banking and Currency, Commerce, Finance, 
Manufactures and a special committee to 
Investigate Executive Agencies of the Gov- 
ernment. 


More Effective in Committee 
Than on the Senate Floor. 


From 1938 to.1940, he was chairman of 
a special committee on Taxation of Govern- 
mental Securities and Salaries, and in that 
capacity he sponsored successfully legislation 
making Federal and state employes subject 
to the same taxation as the rest of the peo- 
ple. | 

He was unsuccessful in his attempt to sub- 
ject income from future issues of state, local 
and municipal bonds to Federal taxes. In 
1941 he was elected to the powerful Demo- 
cratic Steering Committee. 

Like many influential legislators, Brown 
was more effective in committees than on 
the chamber floor. As administration 
spokesman for the original price control law 
he made few enemies in Congress although 
he brought the so-called farm leaders down 
on his neck. 

Although he was coming up for re-elec- 
tion in a state that is agricultural as well 
as industrial, Brown singled out the farm 
bloc leaders by name, O'Neal of the Farm 
Bureau Federation, Albert J. Goss of the 
National Grange and Charles Holman of the 
Milk Producers Association, as representa- 
tives of self-seeking groups. — 


Support of President 
Against the Farm Bloc. 


“We should not,” he told his colleagues, 
“turn the leadership of the legislative branch 
of the Government over to tlese gentlemen. 
They are not hired by the American peeple. 
They are hired by the people whose inter- 
ests they serve. The man at the head of 
this nation, who is asking that the majority 
and minority stand behind him in this great 
contest, is not the representative of any spe- 
cial group. He is the representative of all 
the people of the United States and I think 
we should pause before we reject the meas- 
ure he has asked us to pass.”’ 

In this speech, Brown recalled that he had 
decided right after Pearl Harbor that he 
would follow the President as Commander 
in Chief even when he disagreed with him. 

“From now on,” he said in December, 1941, 
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Not Announcing Any 
Plans or Policies at 
This Time but Ac- 
quainting Himself 
With Problems of 
‘Most Thankless 
Task.’ 
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“I will recognize only ‘one guide 
in my consideration and that is 
the job of winning the war.” 


Although usually ranked as 
New Dealer, Brown wager 
broke with the President on im- 
portant legislation, In February, 
1937, he told the President he 
= would vote for the Supreme 
» Court reorganization plan, but as 
# time went on and popular sen- 
f timent mounted against it, he 
= joined the “Young Turks,” a 
*® group of first-termers who 
= agreed to oppose it. He told the 
President he had changed his 

mind. 


He opposed the original Gov- 
ernment Reorganization Bill on 
the ground that it gave the President too 
much power over a rapidly centralizing 
government. He also opposed .the Presi- 
dent's order placing the Civil Aeronautics 
Authority under the Commerce Department 
and he voted against the original Selective 
Service Act and the bill to extend service 
beyond the one-year limitation. 

Even though Brown declines to discuss 
his plans for publication, his past record and 
his. general background indicate the course 
he is likely to follow. Henderson lists him- 
self as an “‘economist,’”’ and as an admin- 
istrator he thought in broad terms and in 
billions of dollars. Brown is essentially a 
lawyer with a business and a political mind. 
He will probably think in terms of popular 
reaction and will demand simple, under- 
standable regulations with the least possible 
amount of legal verbiage and redtape. 
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Bound to Be Unpopular 
for What He Has to Do. 


He realizes that he has a “thankless task.” 
To prevent inflation, he must be against 
higher wages for labor, against higher prices 
for farmers, manufacturers, wholesalers and 
retailers, and at the same time indorse 
higher taxes and unpopular rationing. 

The job is new to him and bigger than 
anything else he has ever tackled. If he 
fails {t will not be through lack of trying. 
If he succeeds, it will be through his under- 
standing of the American people and his 
knowledge of government and politics. 

The Washington Post, in a series on out- 
standing officials, described Brown as “the 
most typically American’’ -Senator, adding 
that he was small-town, intelligent, toler- 
ant and open-minded. He draws doodles 
while he listens, puts his feet on his desk 
while telephoning, plays a fair game of 
golf, bridge and poker, and is a rabid De- 
troit Tigers baseball fan. 

While a student at little Albion College 
in Michigan he played baseball for four 
years and led his team in hitting. For a 
while he played semi-pro baseball in the 
Upper Peninsula League. He wears a Phi 
Beta Kappa key on his watch chain and a 
Delta Sigma Rho (honorary debating fra- 
ternity) pin on his vest. His social fra- 
ternity is Delta Tau Delta.

Unlike Henderson, Brown did not have 
a work-filled childhood. His father was 
moderately well-to-do, having been City At- 
torney for Detroit and Prosecuting Attor- 
ney for Cheboygan and Mackinac counties. 
Like many small-town lads, young Brown 
worked as a handy boy in a drug store and 
delivered newspapers. For three summer 
seasons he was a bellboy at a Mackinac 
Island hotel. One of his favorite stories is 
that while he was a bellhop, Vice-President 
Fairbanks gave him a dime tip instead of 
the usual quarter. This experience, he jokes; 
encouraged him to become a Democrat. 

After graduation from Albion College with 
an A. B. degree, Brown attended the Uni- 
versity of Illinois for a year on a scholar- 
ship for political economy. At Champaign 
he was secretary to the dean of the Grad- 
uate School. 

Between his service as Prosecuting Attor- 
ney and his election to Congress, Brown 
built up a substantial law practice in St.

Hundreds of documents, many of them published for the first 


time, make up an account which 


may be useful, the State Depart- 


ment believes, in helping this country to avoid “the pitfalls of the 


period following the last war.” 

Wilson, Lansing, House, Bryan 
and a host of others come to life 
in these papers. 

Here is Wilson wrestling with 
the problem—unhapplly resolved— 
of who should be appointed to 
speak for the United States at the 
peace table. Here is Col. Edward 
M. House, the President's familiar, 
counseling him—in vain-—to place 
on the delegation “a Republican of 
the standing and influence of 
Root.” 


Allies in Disagreement. 


Here is House on Nov. 16, 1918, 
cabling the President from Paris 
about the disagreements, “sharp 
and constant,” among the Allied 
powers, 


Here is the State Department, 
Nov. 18, in a message to House’s 
aid, urging that the interests of 
that department be “kept at 
heart,” since both the Army and 
the Navy were “endeavoring to 
take some of the functions of the 
department.” Here are the min- 
utes of a meeting of American 
Peace Commissioners Lansing, 
House and Bliss, Dec. 30, at which 
the freshly won political victories 
of Premiers Clemenceau and Lloyd 
George were discussed and “it was 
pointed out that President Wilson 
alone had met with a political re- 
verse in the recent elections at 
home, and that he was also handi- 
capped by the approach of the end 
of his term of office.” 

In the dramatis personaé of the 
Paris conference were some who 
remain importantly on the stage— 
Bernard M. Baruch, chairman of 
Wilson’s War Industries Board; 
Breckinridge Long, formerly of St. 
Louis, who figures as the author of 
a memorandum which clearly fore- 
shadowed the disastrous conse- 
quences of leaving in Japan's pos- 
sessicn the strategic island chains 
of the Southwest Pacific; Joseph 
C. Grew, Ambassador to Japan at 
the time of the Pearl Harbor at- 
tack; Herbert Hoover, whose serv- 
ice as United States Food Admin- 
istrator was to lead him to the 
presidency; Norman H. Davis, now 
the chairman of the American Red 
Cross; Walter Lippmann, the col- 
umnist, who was the secretary ofa 
Commission of Inquiry for the 
peace conference and the close 
friend and confidant of Secretary 
of War Newton D. Baker, 


Lippmann to Baker. 


In one letter to Baker, Lipp- 
mann, speaking of disarmament, 
sounded a warning which was in 
the minds of all thoughtful stu- 
dents of the problem. Unfortunate- 
ly for the peace of the world, it 
produced no effective action. The 
warning has equal or greater perti- 
nence in today’s discussion of 
plans for disarming the Axis pow- 
ers after the war: 


“Obviously the crux of the prob- 
lem is how to prevent cheating by 
subtle forms of mobilization. The 
line between normal industry and 
semimilitary preparation no longer 
exists, and as armament ig rela- 
tive, one naturally suspects such 
obvious devices as limitation of 
budgets, of capital ships, or the 
size of standing armies.” 


Such are some of the names that 
bridge the gap between the peace- 
making of 1919 and the problems 
of today. First-hand knowledge of 
the Paris conference is available 
in abundance. 

President Wilson chose as his 
fellow peace commissioners Robert 
Lansing, his Secretary of State, 
with whom he was later to break; 


been his special representative in 
Europe and who, like Lansing and 
others, was to fall under his dis- 
pleasure after an intimate associa- 
tion; Gen, Tasker H. Bliss of the 
United States Army, and Henry 
White, a career diplomat who had 
been Ambassador to France and 
Italy. 

The documents reveal how 
strong was the pressure to keep 
the President from sitting in per- 
son at the peace table. House 
cabled from Paris Nov. 14, in a 
message marked “secret for the 
President”: 


“Americans here whose opinions 
are of value are practically unan- 
imous in the belief that it would 
be unwise for you to sit in the 
peace conference. They fear it 
would involve a loss of dignity 
and your commanding position. 
Clemenceau has just told me that 
he hopes you will not sit in the 
congress because no head of a 
state should sit there. The same 
feeling prevails in England. Cobb 
(Frank I, Cobb, editor of the New 
York World and a representative 
of the State Department in Eu- 
rope) cables that Reading (the 
Earl of Reading, who had served 
on a special British, mission to 
Washington) and Wiseman (Sir 
William Wiseman, a liaison offt- 
cer between Col. House and the 
British) voice the same view. 
Everyone wants you to come over 
and take part in the preliminary 
conferences. It is at these meet- 
ings that peace terms will be 
worked out and determined just as 
the informal conferences deter- 
mined the German and Austrian 
armistices.” 


Caution From House. 


“In announcing your departure,” 
House cautioned, “I think it impor- 
tant that you should not state 
that you will sit in at the peace 
conference. That can be deter- 
mined after you get here.” 

The next day, House cabled the 
President the text of a telegram 
which Clemenceau had sent to 
Lloyd George: 

“A particularly serious question 
is to know whether the President 
intends to take part in the confer- 
ence. I ought not to hide from 
you that in my opinion this seems 
to be neither desirable nor pos- 
sible. Since he is chief of state 
he is consequently not on the same 
level as ourselves. To admit one 
chief of state without admitting 
all seems to me an impossibility.” 

At about the same time (Nov, 
15), the late Senator Key Pittman 
of Nevada, an administration lead- 
er, was warning the President of 
“a grave diversity of opinion” in 
the Senate regarding the advisabil- 
ity of his attending the peace con- 
ference. 


Wilson’s Impatience. 


The President's decision to take 
personal part in the conference re- 
mained unshaken. On Nov. 16 he 
cabled impatiently to House that 
the latter’s message of the four- 
teenth “upsets every plan we had 
made.” 

“I infer,” he said, “that French 
and English leaders desire to ex- 
clude me from the conference for 
fear I might there lead the weak- 
er nations against them. If I were 
to come to the seat of the confer- 
ence and remain outside, I would 
be merely the center of a sort of 
sublimated lobby. All weak par- 
ties would resort to me and there 
would be exactly the same jeal- 
ousy that was excited by the Ger-

Proposes a Pay-As-You-Go Plan. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
y OU have published a number of in- 

teresting editorials concerning the 
pay-as-you-go income tax plan for indi- 
viduals. Apparently the problem in 
Washington is how to get on a current 
basis without forgiving all or a part of 
the income taxes for the year 1942. 

Under the “Rum! plan,” the tax clock 
would be turned forward for one year, 
but it seems that a better plan would be 
to change the income tax calendar year 
to a fiscal year ending on June 30, 

Suppose the Revenue Act of 1943 be- 
comes effective on next July 1, so that 
commencing on this date, 24 per cent, 
including the present Victory tax, is with- 
held by employers from salaries and 
wages after allowance for exemptions. 
The deductions would eontinue for the 
12 months until the end of the fiscal 
year, on June 30,:1944. Then on Sept. 
15, 1944 (but annually thereafter), indi- 
viduals would be required to file income 
tax returns for the 18month period, re- 
porting the balance of tax due the Gov- 
ernment. 

Income tax returns for the year 1942 
will be filed as usual by March 15, 1943, 
and at least one-fourth of the tax must 
be paid on or before that date. The sec- 
ond installment will become due and pay- 
able on June 15, 1943, at which time one- 
half of the 1942 tax will remain unpaid. 

The following month, the 1943 addi- 
tional withholding tax of 19 per cent 
would go into effect. For that rea- 
gon, the remaining 50 per cent of the 
1942 tax might be made payable in 20 
equal consecutive monthly installments. 
This plan should be fair to large and 
small taxpayers alike and at the same 
time avoid the forgiveness of needed 
taxes for the war effort.

WHAT TO TELL THE GERMANS. 

This ig a period of deep and somber mourning 
throughout the Gérman Reich. The solemn dirges 
that fill the air are in memory of the 330,000 men 
killed or captured by the Russians in their historic 
victory before Stalingrad. This is the greatest mili- 
tary disaster in Germany’s history, and it is plain- 
ly not the last. The triumphant Red Army sweeps 
relentlessly on, and two more huge masses of troops 
are in immediate peril of encirclement. 

What are the fathers and mothers, the widows and 
children and the comrades of these German dead 
thinking today? The Nazi leaders hope they are 
thinking along the lines laid out for them recently 
by Hitler and others: All Germans now must fight 
harder and work harder than ever before, since the 
enemy possesses terrifying power, and defeat will 
mean Germany’s destruction. As Goebbels puts it: 
“A lost war is a lost future.” 

This period of mourning is part of the Nazi fear 
propaganda, designed to rouse the German people 
to a desperate new stage of all-out fighting. Yet 
there must be many who, in their grief, long for 
nothing but. an end of the war that, despite its 
early victories, has been so costly to them. But 
even these, if they accept their leaders’ warnings of 
a horrible fate if Germany loses the war, will see no 
other course than to fight on. 

The United Nations do not intend to destroy Ger- 
many in the sense that Hitler and his mouthpieces 
employ. Roosevelt and Churchill made it plain at 
Casablanca that unconditional surrender meant no 
annihilation of Axis populations, but “the smashing 
of the philosophy of those countries based on con- 
quest and reigns of terror.” 

Many Germans would like to see an end of con- 
quests; even in the days of triumph, there was a 
prevalent expression, “We are winning ourselves to 
death.” And the Nazi reign of terror was directed 
against the German people long before it was im- 
posed on other nations. 

Joseph Stalin has been even more specific than 
the Casablanca statement in differentiating between 
the German masses and their rulers. A year ago, 
he denounced as “a wicked, foolish libel” the report 
that Russia wished to destroy the German people; 
its great objective, he said, was the end of Hitler’s 
clique. Last Nov. 6, he repeated: “It is not our 
aim to destroy Germany, for it is impossible to de- 
stroy Germany, just as it is impossible to destroy 
Russia, but the Hitlerite state can and should be 
destroyed.” On Nov. 6, 1941, Stalin stated Russia‘s 
aims as follows: 

Our first task, of course, is to liberate our 
territory and our own people from the German 
Fascist yoke. We have no war aims of imposing 
our regime, Slav or otherwise, on the enslaved 
peoples of the world who are waiting for our 
help. Nor can we have such aims. 

Our aim is to help these people, to liberate 
them from the Hitlerite tyranny, and then to 
leave them free to live on their own lands as 
they wish. There can be no interference in the 
affairs of other people. To reach our aim, we 
have to crush the war might of the German in- 
vaders, we must annihilate all Germans who set 
foot on our country. 

These are the words of the man described to 
Germans as a barbarian, and their worst enemy. 
But do the German people know the significance of 
these statements by Stalin, Churchill and Roosevelt? 
Not, the world may be sure, if their leaders can 
help it. 

In such statements as these, the United Nations 
have a powerful piece of ammunition for a. peace 
offensive against the Axis. Why should they not 
be reiterated day and night on the short-wave radio, 
which still has listeners in the Reich? Why 
should they not be broadcast in millions of leaflets 
dropped from airplanes—along with the block-bust- 
er bombs? Why should not full, specific statements 
to this end be drawn up by Roosevelt, Churchill 
and Stalin, jointly and individually, for mass cir- 
culation through every channel? 

If anything can soften up the German war effort, 
it would be to let the people know that they are not 
fighting for their own preservation, but to save the 
skins of Hitler and his gang. This does not imply 
any slackening in the war of bombs and shells 
against the Axis, for the war can be ended only by 
a military triumph. It means a stroke of psychologi- 
cal war that can materially shorten the fighting war. 

The German people badly need the lesson that 
can come only through a crushing military defeat. 
They also need to know that there will be a place 
for them in the post-war world. The weapon of 
fear, wielded by Hitler, now is driving them on to 
new sacrifices. The weapon of hope, in the form 
of complete Aliied assurances, can bring nearer the 
day of peace and reconstruction for all peoples.

Mike Hart, president of the Board of Aldermen, 
has taken his stand squarely alongside Andrew 
Jackson, No hair-splitting and quibbling for him 
about such petty details as the fact that he is a Re- 
publican while Old Hickory was a Democrat—and 
a rabid one, too. 

Apparently, Hart feels that the issue is too big 
for that. It rises high above party labels, and 
he is going to take his texts where he finds them. 
And, to hear him, he’s found a dandy: “Andrew 
Jackson is reputed to have said, ‘To the victor be- 
long the spoils.’ Well, personally, I think there 
may be a lot to that.” 

What has him all stirred up, of course, is not 
Jackson's revolt against the Virginia Dynasty or 
the New England Federalists. It’s a much more up- 
to-date matter; namely, the workings of the merit 
system in the City Hall. 

That being the case, it might have been more 
appropriate if Hart had called a more up-to-date 
authority to his support. Let us say, for example, 
Tom Pendergast. 
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A LINK TO OUR PAST. 

A new public place opens to the people of the St. 
Louis area tomorrow morning, when the Campbell 
House goes on view as a museum of mid-Victorian 
culture and furnishings amongst which life was easy 
and cost was no object. The romantic story of the 
fur trader and his fortune is a familiar one by 
now. Perhaps even better known is the dramatic way 
in which the old mansion’s furniture, hangings and 
art objects were held intact and the stately brick 
house itself was saved from destruction. So many 
persons and groups joined in the enterprise of pres- 
ervation that it would be unfair to name as many 
as a score of them as having made the museum 
possible. 

Those who saw it at the dedication yesterday 
afternoon—saw the great ceiling-high gilded mirrors, 
the hand-carved whatnots and chairs, the twin buf- 
falo pictures, the magnificent shaving stand—know

its age. Was the mansion of Robert Campbell, last of 
brick and hand-fitted wood of old Lucas place, worth 
keeping for posterity? The answer is what for- 
tunate circumstance, care for the past and generosity 
in many places have combined to give the city. 
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NOW FOR A DISTINGUISHED CHOICE. 
It is now almost two months since Congress passed 
the bill to relieve the mounting pressure in the 


| Eastern Federal Court District by giving Missouri 


an additional United States Judge. Two months is 
not a long time when set against the delay of more 
than’ two years in meeting this situation, yet there 
would seem to be less excuse for delay now than be- 
fore. Since the judgeship exists, why not fill it 
wisely and have the new jurist go to work on the 
accumulating pile of Federal litigation? 

This raises again the question of how the new 
seat on the bench is to be filled. Senators Clark 
and Truman have kept their counsel as to whom 
they will recommend to the Department of Justice 
and the President. The only way in which either 
Senator has taken the State into his confidence was 
Mr..Truman’s announcement that he would use his 
influence to obtain the post for a resident of West- 
ern Missouri. 

What is wrong with this everyone knows, and 
we shall say no more about it than to remind Sena- 
tors Clark and Truman that the entire purpose of 
the new judgeship is to facilitate the handling of 
Federal cases in the Eastern District. To appoint 
someone who lives on the other side of Missouri 
will be to deny litigants in this‘district the prompt 
and convenient services which they are entitled to 
have. 

In the final analysis, the responsibility for this 
appointment will rest on President Roosevelt. When 
it goes to the Senate, it will go because he sent it 
there. Is the President going to be content to al- 
low the Missouri Senators to dispose of this judge- 
ship through a political deal? Is it all right with 
the President if they ignore the purpose of the 
new seat and fill it, moreover, on a lame-duck ap- 
pointment basis? 

The terrific kickback in the Meaney case, the 
Flynn debacle—does Mr. Roosevelt need any more 
evidence that cynical politics does not pay, does not 
pay even political dividends? The President has an 
opportunity in the important appointment he must 
make for Missouri to show that he has at last put 
aside machine politics. We hope to see him use it by 
selecting an eminently qualified resident of the 
Eastern District. 
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MR. ROOSEVELT ON PROGNOSTICATORS. 

At his press conference Friday afternoon, Mr. 
Roosevelt dealt right severely with “prognostication 
by non-military minds.” The subject of the prognos- 
ticators was the creation of a unified command in 
North Africa, and the President said definitely that 
this was not a proper subject for speculation by the 
uninformed. In fact, it was easy to see that he 
classed the prognosticators right along with that 
other low form of animal life, the “typewriter 
strategists.” 

After that rebuff, of course, the prognosticators 
crawled meekly into a deep, dark dungeon. No more 
was heard from them, at least not for almost 24 
hours, when news came from North Africa that a 
unified command had been set up there, with Lieut. 
Gen. Eisenhower at the head of it. It is clear that 
the presidentially scolded prognosticators now have 
the last word. If it’s a gloating sort of word, the 
reason is obvious to all. Prognosticators are just 
as unsquelchable as typewriter strategists.

A PLACE FOR STREAMLINING. 

Must the country have two more years of the 
Dies committee and its smears and publicity stunts? 

That question is now before the House of Repre- 
sentatives since its Rules Committee has voted to 
extend the Dies group’s life for that period and also 
to increase its membership from seven to eight so 
that it would consist of five Democrats and three, 
instead of two, Republicans. 

The question is to be answered on the Dies com- 
mittee’s own record. It was created by the House 
in May, 1938. This means that it is now four and a 
half years old and thus has had a much longer life 
than the average special committee in Congress. In 
these four and a half years, it has received appro- 
priations totaling $495,000. This is not just a large 
sum for a special committee. It is the largest amount 
any special committee has ever received. 

Has the Dies committee been worth it? Grant that 
it has done some good work; the fact remains that 
in the over-all its operations have been irresponsi- 
ble, headline-seeking and designed to damage the 
reputations of many loyal, patriotic citizens. Its 
chief result has been to confuse those who did not 
see through the basic plan of keeping the name of 
an otherwise unimportant Texas Congressman in 
the news dispatches and lecture schedules. 

This is total war, and total war calls for stream- 
lining. The Dies committee should be cut out of the 
way and out of the budget. There are 10,000 better 
ways in which to spend the money it costs. 
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THE LOWDOWN ON IL DUCE’S CABINET. 

According to the German radio, the ouster of 
Count Ciano from his post as Italian Foreign Min- 
ister, and the other changes which Mussolini has 
made in his Cabinet, are a sign that he is making 
short shrift of all who have even the slightest in- 
clination. to stir up the “smooth” sea of German- 
Italian relations, 

Perhaps Dr. Goebbels is right, Perhaps this is 
more than one of Il Duce’s periodic “changes of the 
guard.” It certainly is understandable that many 
an Italian should want to escape from the Nazi 
yoke. The load of Axis reverses is becoming more 
and more difficult to carry, 

However, even if the hint did not come from 
Berlin, one would hesitate to ascribe too much im- 
portance to any rebuff to Il Duce’s son-in-law and 
puppet heir-apparent. Probably Papa was just giv- 
ing daughter Edda an indirect spanking. Even 
though the censorship stands in the way of our 
knowing why she should deserve chastisement just 
now, the girl does have a reputation. 

In addition to the change in the Foreign Office, 
Il Duce shuffled all other portfolios but two, those 
of the Ministers of Agriculture and of North Africa. 
There really was not much point in bothering about 
those two. The former, we understand, has been 
taken over by a Nazi, and the latter, we know, is 
for all practical purposes in the hands of two non- 
Fascists named Montgomery and Eisenhower. 
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Now that our sad little coffee ration must be 
stretched out over yet another week, we rise to pre- 
dict that England is about to lose its right to the 
title of first tea-drinking nation of the world.

OR the high honor and trust you have 
F conferred upon me, I give you my heart- 

felt thanks, but not on my personal ac- 
count alone; You have broken through all 
those prejudices and set aside all those tra- 
ditional] considerations which formerly were 
almost decisive in determining the action of 
the legislative bodies on questions like this. 
Locality, foreign birth, time of residence, 
all this spoke against me. 

By this act you have proclaimed to the 
world that the people of Missouri have 
risen above those prejudices and narrow- 
minded notions which are so apt to cloud 
the judgment of politicians, and that Mis- 
souri throws wide open her gates to all who 
have the heart and will and ability to co- 
operate in achieving the great destinies of 
the country. : 

I shall not entertain you with pompous 
promises as to what I am going to do and 
to accomplish, but believe me when I say 
that I stand here with the profoundest con- 
sciousness of the duties and obligations I 
owe to you and to the country, and that 
I shall faithfully devote the best energies 
of my manhood to the great task of justi- 
fying your choice, 


Solid Peace Is Goal of All. 


Gentlemen, we have vast and difficult 
problems to solve together. The Civil War 
which lies behind us has delivered us of 
two great evils, but it has also loaded heavy 
burdens upon our shoulders, But, tremen- 
dous as these burdens may appear, I am 
convinced that with the wonderful natural 
resources of our country and the almost 
inexhaustible laboring force resting in the 
brains and arms of our people, they will 
be like a plaything in our hands as soon as 
we have once secured the development of 
things on a permanent basis, thus giving a 
solid peace to the Republic. * 


Our democratic system of government can 
stand with security only upon the founda- 
tion of impartial justice and right, equal 
to all, It is not in consideration of the 
loyalty of the Negro alone that we strive 
to extend the right of suffrage to the col- 
ored people. 


Parties Cannot Live on Past. 


It is our interest, no less than theirs; 
it is the general interest of society which 
demands that the laboring man, whatever 
his race or his color, should possess the 
political rights wherewith to defend his 
freedom, independence and manhood, and 
that all those stimulants of improvement 
should be furnished to him which are cal- 
culated to raise him to the highest meas- 
ure of usefulness. Thus, we shall only be 
just to ourselves in being just to him, 


To protect and secure the free develop- 
ment of the new order of things, it has been 
found necessary to take away the power 
for mischief from the hands of those who 
during the great national crisis stood up 
against us as enemies to the good cause, 


My party friends, the great Republican 
organization to which we belong, has, by 
its magnificent achievements, well deserved 
the power it now enjoys. But parties cannot 
live on reminiscences alone, however 
glorious. If the Republican party wants to 
preserve its ascendancy, it must continue 


its usefulness; it cannot continue its use- 
fulness unless it shows that it justly ap- 
preciates the requirements of the times and 
has the will and ability to provide for them. 


We must not continue to fix our eyes 
upon the party but turn them full upon 
the future. Our minds must not be ab- 
sorbed by the passions and resentments 
sprung from the struggles which lie behind 
us, but be ready to grapple, untrammeled 
in their movements, with problems which 
lie before us. These problems are manifold. 


For High Public Standards. 


We have to set our faces like flint against 
the corrupt practices which are poisoning 
our political life. We have to raise the 
standard of political morals by putting pub- 
lic trust only into the hands of the trust- 
worthy, and being as severe in our judg- 
ment on our party friends as we are apt 
to be on our opponents, 

We can accomplish this if, instead of 
chaining ourselves down to the narrow 
gauge of party dogmatism, we adhere to its 
great rule of original Republicanism, to 
keep the main ends to be reached firmly 
in view, by admitting and encouraging in 
our ranks free thought, free inquiry, free 
discussion as to the means by which those 
ends are to be reached. 


Thus, we shall not repel, but attract all 
those whose hearts are open to the impulse 
of patriotism, and whose minds are able to 
understand their own interests in connec- 
tion with those of the whole, We shall make 
every man of intelligence and honest aspira- 
tions feel that he belongs to us, and that 
here is his place. 


Great Opportunities in Missouri. 


Indeed, whenever you cast your eyes over 
this great Republic, where do you find a 
state that opens a wider field for a noble 
ambition than Missouri? With her un- 
bounded resources, her vast prairies still 
untilled by the plow, her unparalleled geo- 
graphical position, designating her ag the 
central thoroughfare of the greatest high- 
way of trade the world ever saw; her peo- 
ple—patriotic and high-minded—composed of 
the vigorous elements of all civilized na- 
tions harmoniously blended—how can we 
fail to achieve a glorious future if we are 
only true to our great opportunities? 


It is in this sense that I conceive it to be 
my duty to co-operate with you in the

In the Solomons’ Wild Jungles 


“Head-Hunting In the Solomon Isiands,”” by Caroline 

Mytinger. (Macmillan Co., New York.) 

N expedition consisting of two young 

women, the author and her friend, Mar- 
garet Warren, set out from San Francisco 
about five years ago to hunt the heads of 
head-hunting cannibals in the Southwest 
Pacific. They were equipped with $400, a 
ukulele and a cigarette tin. 

Miss Mytinger’s cigarette tin contained 
the drawing materials which were to pay 
the expedition’s way to Melanesia and back. 
Miss Warren’s ukulele was to entertain 
white portrait sitters (with purses, of 
course) along the way, and provide lhulla- 
bies to soothe the breasts of savage Melane- 
sians. With only this sketchy equipment, 
they successfully penetrated sub-tropical 
jungles to “bring ’em back” on canvas. 
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When this unusual expedition started on 
its errand to make a pictorial record of 
fast-vanishing primitive negroids, the is- 
lands around the Coral Sea were lonely, 
little-known specks on 4 vast expanse of 
ocean. Today, those islands are one of 
the important battlegrounds for freedom. 
American marines, hunting Japs in the 
steaming jungle tunnels, confront the sim- 
ple, naked island people with a new and 
terrifying side of white civilization. 

Miss Mytinger entertained the usual ro- 
mantic notions of life on a tropical isle— 
“the picture of lying on one’s back with the 
food dropping into one’s mouth.” But she 


soon found that the life is unbelievably 


difficult for a white person. Existence is 
a perpetual battle against bacteria, insects 
and heat. Tropical fevers, island sores and 
malaria are as common as colds are here. 
Sores do not heal and infectious diseases 
are usually fatal, © 

No white baby can be delivered in the 
islands because of danger of septic poison- 
ing. “White children who survive the first 
two years without fresh milk and vitamins 
are presumed to have weathered the dan- 
ger period. After that, they have about five 
years of normal development before the 
heat and food deficiencies begin to tell.” 
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Clouds of flies and mosquitoes, armies of 
ants and the enervating steamy heat are 
an unceasing torment. The most vicious 
battle of all is the eternal fight of both 
black man and white to get and keep a 
foothold, “for without unceasing vigilance, 
the vegetation would push the puny human 
beings right off the islands.” 

Miss Mytinger writes with high humor 
of their fantastic adventures with natives 
in town and bush, of the island taboos and 
customs and tribal differences; of the en- 
counters with that strange species, the 
white resident of the tropics. In the ex- 
aggerated physical environment, even trag- 
edy becomes a kind of macabre comedy. 

The author’s splendid sketches illustrate 
the book. Her enthusiasm, frankness and 
wit combine to give an air of slightly mad, 
infectious gaiety, She creates a remarkably 
vivid and realistic picture of the Solomons 
our fighting men are seeing and makes 
dozens of places in the headlines really vis- 
ible to the imagination.

ELL America,” said a Russian colonel whom I was bidding 
farewell, “not to pat us so much on the back.” 


“But,” I said, 
heroism of the Red Army.” 


“Yes,” he said, “but think of the price we are paying. I had two 
brothers. One is dead. From the other I haven’t heard in three 


months—a bad sign. 

“My wife and child saved them- 
selves and are now in Novosibirsk.

Hardly a Russian I went to see 
before leaving Moscow but spoke 
in a similar vein. Happy as Rus- 
sians are over their present vic- 
tories, they are acutely aware that 
the fighting is on Russian soil, that 
it is Russian towns, villages and 
cities which are being devastated. 
Not for a single moment do they 
forget the stupendous price they

It is safe to assert that no less 
than four million Russians have al- 
ready lost their lives in the fight- 
ing. But this is the smaller part 
of the casualties the Russians have 
suffered. By far the greater num- 
ber of deaths has occurred in the 
German-held territories. 

In a village which the Germans 
controlled for 10 months there is 
an old peasant barn built of timber, 
with a low-hanging thatch roof 
which tells a shattering story. In 
the dead of winter, the Germans 
drove into this barn several hun- 
dred Russian war prisoners, Despite 
the bitter cold, there was no heat 
in the barn, not a single wood 
stove. Nor did the Russians have 
warm clothes. The Germans 
stripped them of the felts, woolens 
and sheepskins they wore when 
they were captured. Exposed to 
cold and wretchedly fed—one bowl 
of grainless soup and one slice of 
bread a day—they died by the 
score from pneumonia and other 
diseases. 

One night two Russians attempt- 
ed to escape. They were captured 
and hanged in front of the barn. 
For three weeks, in wind and 
and snow, the frozen bodies swung 
from the gallows. I was in this 
village, and eyewitnesses who told 
me this story said they had never 
geen anything more gruesome, 


Death Toll in Millions. 

There were hundreds of such 
barns in the German-held lands. 
War prisoners and others lived, 
hungered, died in crowds. No one 
knows how many millions of Rus- 
gians have died prematurely in 
conquered territory. The estimates 
run from 10 million to 15 million. 
But even if we lower it to six 
million, Russia has already lost at 
least 10 million lives. 

The population of America is 
about three-fourths that of Rus- 
sia in 1939. The reader can 
imagine what the condition of 
American homes and the mood of 
the American people would be had 
we suffered a proportionate loss 
of life—that is, between seven and 
eight million. 

With so many millions already 
sacrificed in the war, not merely 
against Fascism but against Ger- 
man junkers as well as peasants 
and workers, Russians fee] their 
losses too deeply to derive consola- 
tion from the plaudits of the out- 
side world. It is significant that 
the Russian press gives little space 
to these plaudits. 

Wherever one turns in Russia, 
one becomes acutely aware of the 
tremendous sacrifices the people 
are making. The fact that they are 
enduring these sacrifices with for- 
titude does not mitigate their 
severity. 


Stores Nearly Empty. 
Compared with what they used 
to be, the shops are practically 
empty. The only things which 
Moscow stores seem to carry in 
abundance are children’s toys and 
men’s ties. But neither of these 
commodities is of recent manufac- 
ture. Since about half of Mos- 
cow’s children have been evacuated 
and more than half the men are 
at war, the prewar supply of toys 
and ties remains unexhausted. 
Candles are very useful in a 
country at war. I had neglected 
to bring any with me, so on my 
arrival in Moscow I went shopping 
for candles. After visiting a dozen 
stores I gave up the search. There 
were no candles for sale; at least 


people are permitted to buy candles 
freely, not for home use but for re- 
ligious purposes. I was astonished 
at the hundreds of lighted candles 
I saw at the services in the Moscow 
Cathedral, 

New shoes and new clothes are 
impossible to buy. Fortunately 
Russians are a thrifty people and 
know how to conserve and pre- 
serve clothes. When winter came, 
Muscovites were comfortably clad 
—but in old clothes. If a Russian 
wants to fix a pair of shoes, he 
usually uses the leather from a 
shoe that is no longer wearable. 


Virtually No Sweets. 

Food is more than rigidly ra- 
tioned. In Russia, unlike this 
country, it is not a question of a 
limited amount of sugar and a 
more or less unlimited supply of 
maple sirup, candy, oranges, jam, 
milk, honey, dates, figs and other 
forms of sweets. In Russia it is 
“either — or’; sometimes it is 
neither. The allowance is skipped 
or postponed to some future month. 
The Russians do not command 
such a vast variety of sweets as 
America. 

I observed last summer that 
peasants were planting in their 
gardens more pumpkins than 
usual. 

“Why do you do it?” I asked the 
old woman of the home in which 
I was stopping in a village on the 
Volga. 

“We have five children in the 
house,” she said, “and we don’t ex- 
pect much sugar or candy next 
winter. Perhaps we won't get any 
at all So we'll bake and steam 
pumpkin and give it to the chil- 
dren instead of sugar.” 


Onions Are a Luxury. 

One evening, as I was 
cable to America from 
postoffice, I felt some one’s heavy 
hand on my back. Turning, I saw 
a Russian captain whom I recog- 
nized as a physician I had known 
in prewar Kiev. We talked for a 
few minutes, then he said: 

“I've just come from Central 
Asia and I have a gift.for you— 


jsomething you won't find in Mos- 


cow.” 
He pulled out of his knapsack 
two small Spanish onions. I 
grabbed them and, on my return 
to the hotel, shared them with an 


‘Australian correspondent and his 


wife who were as hungry for a 
taste of onion as I. 

Considering the food situation in 
Russia, foreign correspondents are 
well taken care of. American cor- 
respondents arriving from London 
said they were getting more eggs, 
butter and meat in Moscow than 
in the British capital. But fresh 
vegetables are so rare that a Span- 
ish onion is a luxury. 

Only the Army has no short- 
ages. At the front I was served 
tea and cocoa with all the sugar I 
wanted. The best meals corre 


ispondents get are at the front, The 


best of everything in Russia—food, 
clothes, books, entertainment—goes 
to the Army. The soldier gets two 
pounds of bread daily, more if he 
wants it; 40 grams of sugar, an 
occasional handful of sweet bis- 
cuits, about one-third of a pound of 
meat, in addition to the fat in his 
palatable soup and porridge, and, 
of course, 100 grams of vodka. He 
is one of the most comfortably-clad 
and abundantly-fed soldiers in the 
world. 

But civilians must be content 
with the rigidly controlled food 
rations.

BRITISH PREPARING T0 CUT 
FOOD RATIONS THIS SPRING

LONDON, Feb. 6.—Demands on 
Allied shipping, which are expect- 
ed to increase rather than dimin- 
ish, will require a reduction in 
British food rations this spring, 
according to general warnings is- 

sued this week to the public, 

When the North African cam- 
paign was planned, it was under- 
stood that Britain’s food reserves 
would be sufficient to carry 
through until spring. Demands on 
shipping have not relaxed to date, 
while the U-boat warfare continues 
unabated. Food to Russia and to 
Africa has priority. Some ship- 
ments from the United States, in- 
tended for Britain, have been di- 
verted to Africa. Additional ship- 
ments have been made to Russia 
from Britain. Furthermore, feed- 
ing of occupied countries will as- 
sume increasing importance if epi- 
demics are to be prevented and if 
the populations are to help fight 
the Axis.

Passages from yesterday’s broad- 
cast of Gen. Kurt Diethmar, Ger- 
man military commentator, raise 
that point in many minds here. 
Gen, Diethmar said: 


“The time has not come to an- 
swer the question of how it all 
happened. To probe into and 
clarify the strategic causes is im- 
possible for the time being. We 
will ruthlessly draw every lesson 
necessary from this experience. 
We will probe its deepest causes 
and take all necessary measures.” 

Certainly, the German high com- 
mand, which ds responsible for 
Gen, Diethmar’s talks, fully knows 
the causes. Hitler’s bad strategy 
alone is responsible, and Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentrop’s 
bad information on the state of 
Russian military strength contrib- 
uted to that. The high command 
wanted to withdraw to a shorter 
and wider line several months ago. 


What is the purpose underlying 
Gen, Diethmar’s dark hints? 


People are wondering what is 
the purpose of emphasizing the 
Stalingrad disaster by four days 
of mourning. Here it is not thought 
that Hitler has been killed. But 
it is not excluded that the high 
command wants to put him in cold 
storage for a period while peace 
soundings are being taken. 


MULES TAKE BATTLE SUPPLIES 
TO BRITISH ON TUNISIAN HILL 


WITH BRITISH TROOPS ON 
THE TUNISIAN FRONT, Feb. 6 
(AP), — In the British attack 
Thursday morning which wrested 
the thickly wooded hill of Djebel 
Mansour from the Germans, mules 
were used for the first time in Tu- 
nisia to carry ammunition and 
supplies. 

Since no vehicle was able to pass 
up the rockstrewn mountain track, 
mule trains with Arab drivers 
snaked supplies through the ra- 
vines and up near-vertical inclines.

Civilian Life to Barest Necessities 


Reich War Effort Expected to Be Heightened 
Considerably—New Demands on Satellites 
for Labor and Materials Likely.

Until a few days ago, observers 
here were inclined to believe that 
the campaign would have com- 
paratively little effect on the 
Reich’s war potential, Propagan- 
da Minister Joseph Goebbels en- 
couraged this view by talking 
about raking in a few thousand 


bartenders and sales personnel and 
stressing the psychological rather 
than the factual effect of the meas- 
ures he forecast. Today it is ob- 
vious enough that the measures 
envisaged by the Nazi leaders are 
so drastic and at the same _ time 
will be so ruthlessly applied that 
they should considerably heighten 
the Reich’s war effort, 

Perhaps the best indication of 
what the Nazis have in mind is 
contained in an article in the 8.8. 
(Elite Guard) organ, Schwarze 
Corps, reaching here today, signif- 
icantly entitled, “Stalin’s Secret.” 
The writer first declares that Rus- 
sia alone is waging a really total 
war and insofar as they are not 
doing the same, the Nazis are be- 
hind and therefore weaker than 
the Bolsheviks. 


Work to the Utmost. 

It is not a question of relinquish- 
ing this or that comfort but rather 
of insuring that every able-bodied 
German man, woman, boy and girl 
works to the utmost of his or her 
endurance toward two ends only: 
first to provide the people with 
the bare necessities of life, and, 
second, to win the war. 

How revolutionary the concept 
is may be gathered from the writ- 
er’s statement that patched in- 
stead of new clothes does not in- 
terfere in the least with the pur- 
suance of these two ends. We 
should be proud of holes in our 
clothes, states the Schwarze Corps; 
they are the “wounds of work.” 
Therefore, thousands of persons 
who have up to now been employed 
in making and selling clothes can 
be employed elsewhere, 

Coinciding with the appearance 
of the article, a new decree yes- 
terday ordered the closing of all 
commercial enterprises for manu- 
facturing, selling and dealing in 
goods not completely essential to 
the war effort. From March 15, 
the German won't be able to buy 
furnishing materials, radio sets, 
sports articles, perfumes or flow- 
ers, to mention but a few of the 
most obvious nonessential articles. 
He will find very few hotels and 


restaurants open and the streets’ 


will have the bleak, depressive at- 
mosphere of a permanent Sunday. 
The only business unaffected — 
because they directly concern the 
war effort—will be food, coal and 
agricultural trades, 


Two-Fold Objective. 


The object of this Draconian 
mobilization is twofold: first to 
find substitutes for German work- 
ers now being conscripted by the 
wehrmacht to replace the heavy 
losses in Russia; second, and no 
less important, to economize on 
materials, éspecially the coal and 
electricity used by commercial en- 
terprises now to be closed. Trav- 
elers from Germany these days all 
report a growing shortage there 
of essential war materials. Some 


even suggest that the main pur- 
pose behind total mobilization is 
to stave off a war material crisis. 

Total mobilization is not con- 
fined to Germany. Nazi propa- 
ganda these days is running an- 
other campaign—that of Ger- 
many’s .Kuropean mission to pro- 
tect this continent from Russian 
barbarity. Its objective, clearly, 
is to prepare the peoples of satel- 
lite, occupied and even neutral 
countries for further demands for 
labor and materials. 


Italian Conscription Wider. 


Italy is aping her senior part- 
ner and at the same time, wanting 
to go just one better in a direction 
which will cost her little, has al- 
ready ordered the conscription of 
all Italian boys and men from 14 
to 80 and girls 17 to 60 (German 
age limits are men 16 to 65, wom- 
en 17 to 45). 


Norway’s Puppet Premier Vid- 
kun Quisling, who never wastes 
any time in attempting to please 
his masters, has announced that 
total mobilization measures are 
imminent in Norway. From the 
central European and Balkan sat- 
ellites come announcements of 
“economic innovations” calculated 
to bring about a saving of labor 
and materials. 

In the occupied countries, the 
Nazis are using all their ingenuity 
to lure the men and women they 
must have into the meshes of their 
total war effort. From Poland to- 
day comes news of the conscrip- 
tion of Polish youth. Under a new 
decree, all Polish youths between 
10 and 18 are compelled to join 
the “Hitler Jugend” and, at the 
same time, young Poles are invited 
to apply for German nationality 
as the first step, obviously, toward 
conscription. 

Where this total mobilization 
will end, no one can foretell. 

What effect the new measures 
will have on German morale is 
another mystery. At the moment, 
it appears that fanatical Germany 
is prepared to accept them. But 
what will be its position when the 
rudeness of events brings that 
fanatic to its senses? 


REICHSBANK EX-ADVISER 
SURE WAR WILL END THIS YEAR 


CHICAGO, Feb. 6 (AP). — Dr. 
Melchior Palyi, former adviser to 


Germany’s Reichsbank, predicted 
today that the war would end this 
year—possibly well before the end 
of the year. 

“The war cannot last long any 
more,” he concluded, “The ques- 
tion is not whether it will be over 
in 1943. The question is: Will it 
be over much before the end of 
19437” 

As soon as the Axis armies real- 
ize that they have no prospect of 
winning and every prospect of be- 
ing annihilated, he said, “their 
morale will break and the surren- 
der of both Germany and Japan 
will become a matter of precipi- 
tated decision. They are close to it 
already.” 

Dr. Palyi expressed his views in 
an article in the American Fam- 
lly Magazine.

VENTS of considerable impor- 

tance appear to be taking 

place, or to be about to take 
place, in the Solomon Islands 
area; but their nature is still hid- 
den behind the veil of secrecy. It 
it not even clear which side is 
on the offensive. 


We have been told that on 
Jan. 29, a Japanese attempt to at- 
tack an American troop convoy 
with torpedo planes was beaten 
off. Where that troop convoy was 
going, is not stated. It might have 
been reinforcements for Guadal- 
canal, perhaps the first elements 
of a new expedition to be launched 
from that area against Japanese- 
held islands farther to the north- 
west, It might have been the ex- 
pedition itself, actually on its way.

Japanese appear to have 
some carriers in the southwest 
Pacific again. They are using 
torpedo planes, which the Japa- 
nese hitherto have not operated 
from shore bases; and the bomb- 
ing of the New Hebrides does not 
seem likely to have been from 
shore bases—because of distance. 
One reason for the Japanese lull 
in offensive activity has been 
their lack of carriers; now they 
seem to have repaired damaged 
ones, or perhaps put one or two 
brand new ones into service. 


Raids on Rabaul. 


MacArthur keeps hammering 
away at Rabaul in daily raids, a 
persistence which indicates that he 
is trying very hard to interfere 
with some Japanese enterprise 
based on that harbor, 


These are straws in the wind. 
Very likely they are, so to speak, 
preliminary straws. Very likely 
the opponents are really, as Navy 
Department spokesmen put it, 
sparring for position as yet. From 
the Japanese point of view, only 
a really powerful effort could be 
considered worth while making at 
all in the Southwest Pacific, for 
even the stubborn Japanese must 
have learned by bitter experience 
that to send inadequate forces 
toward Guadalcanal results only 
in the piecemeal destruction of 
their fleet and air force. It has 
been believed, therefore, ever since 
the last big fight which cost the 
enemy so heavily, that if the yvap- 
anese tried again, it would be with 
the backing of their whole re 
maining naval strength, and all 
the aircraft they can muster. 

If that is what is now happen- 
ing, the length of the preliminary 
bouts is readily explainable. The 
Japanese would certainly feel their 
way very carefully, trying to knock 
out as many of our ships and air- 
craft as they could in minor com- 
bats, before sending in the fleet on 
which all their far-flung maritime 
empire depends. They would try 
to get us to commit our main 
forces to a line of action of which 
they could be reasonably certain.

ply Route, but Were Entirely

Surrounded 


It is now possible to release the story of the “Lost” Company 
of the Thirty-second American Division and a force of Australians 
who held out for more than three weeks in a roadblock on the 
Sanananda road, entirely surrounded by Japanese. The roadblock 
eventually came to be known as Huggins. The story is told ina 
series of articles by George Weller, Chicago Daily News-Post-

APANESE Army con?manders will do anything to get a harassing 
force in their enemy’s rear. If they cannot give the fatal stab in 
the back, the Japanese feint and try to cause the enemy to yield 
that “look over the shoulder” which can be the beginning of the 


disintegration of military forces. 


The story of Sanananda’s “lost 


company” is that of the American use of this same tactic. 

It is the story of how a small but sternly resolved American force, 
entirely encircled by Japanese troops whose entrenchments were su- 
perior, was able to cut the Sanananda road and hold a dagger at the 
back of the Japanese front line troops. 


The force whose plan was to 
strike the Japanese rear and cut 
off their forward lines from use of 
the Sanananda road—which was 
3% miles long from their beach- 
head to our front lines—was first 
led by Maj. George C. Bond of 
Adrain, Mich, 

Two units of American infantry 
plus a company of machine guns 
and rifles were the force selected 
for the daring operation. Two 
companies, I and K-—their regi- 
ment cannot be designated for 
reasons of security—were under 
Maj. Bond’s direct leadership 
while their support from the point 
where the American and Aus- 
tralian forces already faced the 
Japanese across the 10-foot-wide 
muddy road was in the hands of 
Maj. Bernt Baetcke of Traverse 
City, Mich. 

Both infantry companies had 
been flown over the Owen Stanley 
mountains. The third company 
was the famous Wairopi patrol 
which, under Capt. Alfred Meden- 
dorp of Grand Rapids, Mich., had 
made its way through the moun- 
tains, 

Company K, which was a re- 
connoitering company, had started 
a week earlier, on Nov. 23, in an 
attempt to establish an advanced 
command post deep in the jungle 
on the left side of the Japanese- 
held road between Soputa and 
Sanananda, 

Waist-Deep Mud. 

Led by Lieut, Wilbur C. Lytle 
of San Antonio, Tex., they set 
forth through mud varying from 
ankle to waist depth; often they 
sank deeper, often they tripped 
on giant roots and fell; but finally 
they discovered a place so far 
behind Japanese lines that it was 
parallel with Japanese artillery 
positions about a mile away in a 
straight line across the jungle, but 
three hours’ floundering for a man 
from the road. 


In bypassing the Japanese lines 
in a broad sweeping curve west- 
ward, Company K underwent only 
desultory sniper fire, but that was 
enough to show that the Japanese 
knew something was coming. 

On Nov, 13, Company I, com- 
manded by Bond, leaving a third 
of I and all of K protecting the 
thin rim of earthen rampart 
around the new command post, set 
out on the main venture to cut 
the road. A force of 50-caliber 
machine guns went along. 

“Follow the sun,” were the ord- 
ers. The only maps available in 
this area were inaccurate, but it 
was certain that by heading east- 
ward they would break across the 
road somewhere. From 7:30 to 
11.30 they crept forward through 
the swamp. Sniping had fallen 
off. There was a lull. 

“We followed our point.” Point 
is the infantryman’s term for three 
or four leading members of a 
patrol, 


Japs Lay Ambush. 


Then they reached a dry patch of 
green kunais grass, In the middle 
was.a fallen log five feet thick. 
When the point, creeping low, 
rounded the end of this log terrific 
fire suddenly opened up. There 
was a Japanese machine gun on 
the left and snipers in the trees. 
There was two-inch mortar fire. 

The Americans had crossed the 
trail by which Japanese front lines 
were supplied whenever the road 
was under Australian artillery fire. 
It was an ambush. 

The 367 men in the party were 
commanded by Bond, also by Capt. 
John Shirley of Grand Rapids, 
Capt. Roger Keast of Lansing, 
Mich., one-time football star of 
Michigan State, Lieut. Walter Ellis 
of Houston, Tex., Lieut. Herschel 
G. Horton of Aurora, IIL, Capt. 
Peter Dalponte of Three Rivers, 
Mich., and Lieut. Herman Davis of 
Sandy Creek, Mich. 

Sergt. John Mikita of Grand 


Rapids, leading the point platoon, 
asked for volunteers to knock out 
the enemy machine gun. Sergt. 
George L. May of Six Lakes, Mich., 
responded, taking 10 men with twe 
automatic rifles and one tommy 


gun. : 
Gun Silenced. 

Edwin Cox of Las Cruces, N. M. 
who was among the survivors, 
says: 

“May told us to load up with 
grenades and we started out on our 
bellies through the grass, trying to 
creep around the log. Machine gun 
fire was everywhere just above our 
heads. Finally, we got within 30 
yards of where the Japs were. 
Then May raised up to throw his 
grenade and the others threw 
theirs. After that the fire stopped.” 

During the terrible days that 
were to follow, fights like the above 
were to occur many times at this 
point. The Japanese stubborniy 
held this bottleneck on the Ameri- 
can line of communications. It 
— to be known simply as “The 

g.” 

Said one officer: 

“By experience we came to know 
that it was necessary to crawl the 
full length of The Log, go around 
the end, then double back. Jap fire 
went straight along The Log’s top. 
But always there would be some 
wise guy who would hear voices of 
the men in the point on the other 
side and decide to take a short cut 
crawling over. Almost invariably 
they got him.” 

Deep within the Japanese lines 
the American column, having 
established a supply dump and ad- 
vanced battalion headquarters and 
shot their way to the Japanese- 
held patch leading to the Japanese 
front lines, continued eastward 
following the sun, seeking the nar- 
row jungle road where they were 
determined to cut the Japs’ main 
line of motorized supply from the 
Sanananda beachhead. 


Second Ambush. 


After the clash at The Log, the 
Japanese evidently phoned back 
word that a American party 
was fighting its way to the road. 

When the Americans, mudded te 
the hips, laden with sacks of am- 
munition and food, and sweating 
streams in the humid breathless 
shadows of the swamp, reached a 
point. afterward found to be 200 
yards from the road, machine guns 
suddenly bit into the open, green- 
hung quagmire ahead, Japanese 
snipers in the trees opened fire. 

It was the regular Japanese se- 
quence of pinning down with ma- 
chine gun fire, then picking off 
with snipers. 

The party stopped and took 
cover, The officers discussed plans, 
The sun was low and soon dark- 
ness would overtake them. Igno- 
rant of their own whereabouts, the 
Americans were uncertain whether 
they could find the road before 
darkness. They decided to send 
out patrols. 

The patrols waded through the 
muck awhile without drawing Jap- 
anese fire. 

“Column proceed.” 

They had hardly gone 75 yards 
when the machine guns 
them again. They felt that they 
were getting near the road. The 
fire was strong. 

Capt. Shirley decided the issue. 

“Let’s go get these so-and-so’s,” 
he said. “Put your bayonets on 
your rifles.” 

Shirley led the charge. It was 
not a charge at full run. It was 
half-wading, half-swimming with 
fire all around, at once gallant and 
clumsy. Finally Shirley and some 
of the men reached the jagged line 
of trenches and dived on the 
enemy. The trenches were cleared, 

A few minutes later the Amert- 
cans burst from the swamp onto 
the road.

or in New Britain. We would cer- 
tainly be very careful in making 
such a move to cover it with all 
sorts of small operations—sea and 
air patrols, attacks on Japanese air 
bases and shipping, and diversions 
of one sort or another intended to 
deceive the enemy as to our ob- 
jective or to hold a part of his 
forces from interfering with our 
main effort.

Wounds Peculiar to This War 


Staff, 90 Pct. Women, Specializes in Injuries 
‘Resulting From Wide Use of Mines — 
Fewer Cases of Disease Than in Peacetime.

MOSCOW. Feb. ate the out- 
skirts of Moscow is a sprawling 
complex of buildings — Botkin 
Hospital—which will be the prin- 
ciyml beneficiary of the Russian 
war relief campaign opened Feb. 
1 in New York. 

Botkin Hospital, named for a 
famous Soviet scientist, has under- 
gone a series of transformations 
since the beginning of the war. 
With 2400 beds, it was one of the 
principal centers for clinical treat- 
ment and research at Moscow. At 
first it was believed it could con- 
tinue to minister to the needs of 
the civilian popoulation. 

A month after the Nazi armies 
invaded Russia, the Luftwaffe be- 
gan to rain bombs on Moscow. Like 
hospitals in almost every city sub- 
jected to bombing, Botkin suffered. 
Director Boris Shimeliovitch said 
a high explosive hit it the first 
night. Children patients were as- 
signed toa separate building and 
then, luckily, to another location 
altogether, for the building was 
subsequently destroyed. 

Some services were moved to a 
new site just in time, for a shower 
of incendaries came down. Now 
they have mostly returned to their 
own premises. The city is prepared 
but has had no alarm in more than 
six months. 

Shimeliovitch is convinced that 
the attacks on the hospital were 
intentional. 

Staff Mostly Women. 

The prewar staff, numbering 
some 300 doctors including many 
from other sections of the Soviet 
Union receiving instruction, com- 
prise about 70 per cent women. 
With the war, the bulk of the men 
were mobilized or volunteered and 
the staff is now 90 per cent women, 


including many department heads.| 


It was this staff which appealed 
to the Moscow Regional Soviet, a 
month after the raids began, to 
give their institution the status of 
a military hospital directly con- 
nected with the war effort. The 
change was made early in Sep- 
tember, 1941. 

As Nazi rolled closer that 
autumn unti] their thunder could 
be heard plainly in Moscow, Bot- 
kin Hospital became a huge field 
institution to which less seriously 
injured could actually walk from 
the front. When the Decemoer 
offensive removed the city’s im- 
mediate danger, the hospital was 
made a clearing house from which 
wounded were dispatched to other 
hospitals throughout the country. 

Because of the aggregate train- 
ing and experience of the staff, 
the hospital subsequently became 
a therapeutic research center 
specializing in severe leg and 
spinal injuries, bone fractures and 
wounds in the lower abdomen 
which doctors describe as charac- 
teristic of modern war, the result 
of extensive use of mines and ex- 
plosive bullets. - 

Because of the amazing language 
difficulties, the Soviet Union faces 
a problem unfamiliar in most 
other countries. Special care is 
taken that soldiers able to con- 
verse readily are placed in the 
game wards. One we visited, for 
example, included two from Ka- 
gakstan, one from the Tashkent 
region, and one from Azerbaijan. 

Stories of 

The tortured and racked bodies 
of Botkin Hospital are a living 
memorial to the tragic cost that 
Hitler has inflicted on the Soviet 
people and at the same time a 
monument to the willingness of 
men and women to make these 
sacrifices for a cause. 

This element of faith was power- 
fully present in the whispered 
sentences of a 19-year-old boy with 
a smashed thigh and abdominal 
wound, from Velikie Luki; in the 
gay laughter of a 21-year-old 
pilot anxious to return to the 
Boston bomber he had flown; in 
the steady procession of young 
women through the blood donors’ 
station. 

The pilot praised the American 
Boston highly. “There is only one 
trouble,” he said. “They need a 
bigger gas tank to go farther.” 

Another pilot joined in the con- 
versation. He was from Rostov. 

“How soon are you returning?” 
we asked. 

“Very soon, I hope,” he laughed, 
“but first I’ve a job to do. My 
work is keeping: contact with 
guerrilla groups. I want to see 
how they’re getting along.” 

According to the flyer, there are 
whole villages in the Nazi rear 
which have never lost their Soviet 
organization. When punitive col- 
umns arrive, the people melt away 
into the woods and when the Nazis 
have passed, they return to their 
homes. Airplanes land at secret 
airdromes, ferrying passengers and 
messages back and forth across 
the battlefields. 

“Only we don’t call it the Nazi 
rear,” he corrected. “It’s ours; 
we're going to retake it.” 

‘ No Atmosphere of Pity. 

A medical major, who showed 
us through one ward, seemed al- 
most calloused at first until one 
realized he actually was being ex- 
ceedingly helpful to the men in 
his charge. The talk was casual, 
with no atmosphere of pity, no 
attempt to conceal the extent of 
the injuries or the possibilities of 
recovery but there was an almost 
unnoticed grip of the hand which 
conveyed a world of meaning to 
his patients. 

The .soldiers for their 
seemed perfectly reconciled. It 
couldn’t be called resignation. It 
was rather acceptance of their 
sacrifice as part of their contribu-

Problems of Medicine. 

Modern medicine is reducing the 
incidence of infections and con- 
tagious diseases but is facing ever 
greater problems as a result of 
man’s ingenuity in engineering his 
own destruction. 

On the basis of the experience 
of Botkin Hospital experts, who 
have seen the seriously injured 
through a year of fighting, wounds 
of legs, bones, muscles and the 
lower abdomen are increasing pro- 
portionately because of the wide- 
spread use of mines and mortars. 
Chest wounds constitute the second 
largest category while all wounds 
show a characteristic increase in 
seriousness through the introduc- 
tion of more powerful explosives. 

Sulfa drugs, which United States 
doctors have used so successfully 
in such places as Pearl Harbor, are 
playing a huge role in the Red 
Army’s efforts to save lives and 
restore the faculties of wounded 
men. Much of the treatment they 
are using would be impossible 
without such aids. 

Plastic surgery is making mar- 
riage and fatherhood possible to 
men to whom otherwise it would 
be denied, : 

The Rostov plastic surgeon, 
Borogaz, suggested the possibili- 
ties of such operations before the 
war but the technique was not 
tried until it was discovered, on 
the basis of the first month’s 
figthing, that many of the wounds 
included in this category were 
chiefly from mines. Subsequent 
work was undertaken under the 
direction of Prof. Anatole Frum- 
kin of Botkin. 

The first operation of this type 
was performed last April. Since 
then it has been tried in more than 
40 cases which Botkin doctors say 
has been uniformly successsful. 

If certain glands are destroyed 
there is no possibility of this 
treatment. Otherwise the organs 
can be completely restored. Once 
the original wounds are healed the 
operation can be postponed until 
after the war if necessary. 

Doctors say that the psycho- 
logical effects are important. 
Young men brought to the hospital 
on the verge of suicide show im- 
mediate improvement once con- 
vinced of the possibilities of suc- 
cessful treatment. 

Less Disease in Wartime. 

Botkin research experts say that 
the principal disease problems are 
the result of aggravation of earlier 
conditions by front line rigors such 
as ulcers, inflamed kidneys, lungs 
and tuberculosis. The number of 
contagious diseases is actually 
fewer than before the war, these 
doctors say, because of constant 
health checks and early treatment 
by sanitary measures. There are 
three times fewer beds of such 
cases than before the war began. 

We asked about the possibilities 
of typhus, They said that the zone 
behind the front was most care- 
fully watched to prevent such out- 
breaks and that any sources of in- 
fection. were immediately traced. 
Doctors are convinced that there 
will be no epidemic in Russia such 
as swept Europe after the last 
war. 

On the director’s desk was a 
cable from Edward Carter noti- 
fying him of the projected relief 
campaign meeting in New York. 
It is now answered with a mes- 
sage bearing the greetings of the 
staff of Red Army men and 
women of Botkin Hospital.

mans addressing themselves exclu- 
sively to me. 

“I play the same part in our 
Government that the Prime Minis- 
ters play in theirs. The fact that 
I am head of the state is of no 
practical consequence. No point 
of dignity must prevent our ob- 
taining the results we have set our 
hearts upon and must have. 

“It is universally expected and 
generally desired here that I 
should attend the conference, but 
I believe that no one would wish 
me to sit by and try to steer from 
the outside. I am thrown into 
complete confusion by the change 
of program. The program pro- 
posed for me by Clemenceau, 
George, Reading and the rest 
seems to me a way of pocketing 
me. I hope you will be very shy 
of their advice and give me your 
own independent judgment after 
reconsideration.” 


House Evaded the Issue. 

House evaded the issue in a 
cablegram of Nov. 16 replying to 
Wilson’s request for his views 
“after reconsideration.” 

“My judgment is,” said House, 
“that you should sail for France 
Dec. 3 and determine upon your ar- 
rival what share it is wise for you 
to take in the proceedings. . When 
here you will be in a position to 
assess the situation properly. It 
is impossible to do so from Wash- 
ington through cables from me.. .” 

House seems to have felt that 
the President would regard this 
message, with its manifest omis- 
sion, as unsatisfactory, for on the 
same day (Nov. 16) he was ca- 
bling again: 

“To be more explicit as to my 
own opinion as to the advisability 
of your sitting in the’ peace con- 
ference, let me say that I have 
constantly contended that you 
should do so, but Sharp (William 
G, Sharp, our Ambassador to 
France) is practically the only one 
who has agreed with me.” 

The documents reflect the strong 
effort that was made among his 
close advisers to get the President 
to recognize the Republican party 
in his appointments of the peace 
commissioners. 


Borah Suggested. 


Frank L. Polk, then counselor 
to the State Department, sent a 
message to Col. House Nov. 9 sug- 
gesting that “a western represen- 
tative such as Borah (the late 
Senator William E. Borah) might 
be desirable.” The next day, seem- 
ingly influenced by what Polk had 
said, House cabled to President 
Wilson that “in anticipation of a 
hostile Senate” it might be well to 
include a Republican “of stand- 
ing and influence.” He suggested 
Elihu Root. Root’s name was pro- 
posed also, as “well worth consid- 
ering,” by Secretary of the Treas- 
ury William G. McAdoo. 

Wilson’s reply was blunt. He 
could not think of appointing Mr. 
Root, he said, because Root was a 
“hopeless reactionary” and “his 
appointment would discourage 
every liberal element in the world.” 

A Republican who was offered a 
place on the commission—though 
his appointment would not have 
satisfied the widespread demand 
for Republican representation— 
was Associate Justice William R. 
Day of the United States Supreme 
Court. Justice Day, Nov. 14, re- 
plied that he was “reluctantly con- 
strained” to decline the honor. 

Why Bryan Wouldn’t Do. 

William J. Bryan, who had been 
Wilson’s Secretary of State and 
had resigned, was proposed by Sec- 
retary of the Navy Josephus 
Daniels. 

Wilson wrote in reply: 

“IT am sure you know my own 
cordial personal feeling towards 
Mr. Bryan, but I would not dare, 
as public opinion stands at the 
present moment, excited and su- 
perheated and suspicious, appoint 
Mr. Bryan one of the peace com- 
missioners, because it would be 
unjustly but certainly taken for 
granted that he would be too easy 
and that he would pursue some 


Utopian scheme.” 


. 


To the late Senator Henry L. 
Myers of Montana, another Bryan 
champion, the President wrote: 
“Mr. Bryan is soft-hearted, and 
the world just now is very hard- 
hearted. It would render a very 
large and influential body of our 
public opinion very uneasy if they 
thought that peace was to be ap- 
proached in the spirit which they 
would attribute to Mr. Bryan.” 

Wilson was not alone in having 
to fend off importunities for the 
appointment of this, that or the 
other person to the peace confer- 
ence. House’reported from Paris 
that when he was discussing with 
Lloyd George and Clemenceau the 
number of delegates to be allowed 
each country, Clemenceau observed 
that half of France wanted to be 
present and the Britisher replied 
that the Frenchman was lucky, for 
all England wanted to attend. 

House in the same message said 
he thought that Germany, like the 
four great victorious Powers, 
should also have five places. That 
idea went by the board. Germany 
was merely called to sign on the 
dotted line when the treaty was 
ready. But the conference itself 
is another story. 

Familiar End of the Story. 

The end of the story is familiar: 
how Wilson was compelled to make 
disheartening compromises, but 
gained his objective of embedding 
the League of Nations covenant in 
the treaty; how the trehty was 
beaten in the Senate; how the 
President collapsed while on a 
speaking tour for the treaty and 
the covenant, and never fully re- 
covered. A handful of “irreconcil- 
ables” defeated the treaty; it is 
equally true to say that the Presi- 
dent’s stubborn determination to 
accept nothing but the mildest “in- 
terpretations”’ defeated it. 
Throughout the whole long debate, 
three-fourths of the members of 
the Senate were willing for the 
United States to accept some form 
of membership in the league. 

The whole course of world his- 
tory since 19198 might have been 
changed—in all human probability 
would have been changed—if the 
President had associated with him 
in the making of the treaty two 
Republicans of the statute and in- 
ternational experience of Root. Or 
Root alone might have sufficed.

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POWER TURRET 
SECOND IN VALUE 
10 BOMBSIGHT 


Allied Planes and Tanks 
Thus Equipped Caught 
Nazis Off Guard, 
Changed Warfare. 


BY JAMES T. CARTER 
NEW YORK, Feb. 6 (AP).— 
Uncle Sam’s bombers, hurtling 
gracefully through the skies at 


300 miles an hour, and tanks, wal- 
lowing clumsily through mud at 
15, are cousins under the skin. 

It may be difficult to picture 
any link between plane and tank, 
but there’s an important one— 
the power turret—and it’s causing 
plenty of difficulty for the enemy. 

Although the power-operatet 
gun mount hasn’t been heralded 
as much as our secret bombsight, 
it’s almost as potent and, if the 
bombsight is our No. 1 Axis- 
baffler, the power turret is cer- 
tainly No. 2 on the list coveted 
by the Nazis and Japanese. 

With it, both bombing and tank 
warfare have been revolutionized: 
Bombers have been made virtually 
independent of fighter escorts; 
tanks have been enabled to fire 
their guns in any direction,  re- 
gardless of their course. 

Helps Gunner Aim Steadily. 

Here’s how the power turret has 
transformed the battleships of the 
air from vulnerable targets into 
self-protecting death-dealers: 

It overcomes the terrific force 
of the propellers’ slipstream, thus 
allowing the gunner to hold a 
steady aim on his target. This 
steady aim, or “tracking” is 
coupled with a sight so effective 
that it is almost hard to miss the 
attacking fighters. 

There is a variety of sights; 
ranging from the simple, non- 
computing reflector type to the 
complex, computing sights which 
solve a number of air combat 
problems such as range, predic- 
tion, ballistics and others. 

Now the turret itself is nothing 
new—we had them in the last 
war. But they were hand-operated. 
It wasn’t until the advent of high- 
speed bombardment and fighter 
aviation that the need for power 
turrets was felt. Because of the 
slipstream force resulting from 
high speeds, it became impossible 
for a gunner to lean out of the 
cockpit and, with his ring-mounted 
machine gun, get a steady aim on 
his target. 

Power turrets of today have to 
contend with fighter planes trav- 
eling 380 miles and more an hour; 
they must, therefore, be operated 
by a source of power other than 
manual, preferably electric or hy- 
draulic, 

Power Turrets Prove Worth. 

It was back in the early 1930's 
when such turrets made their bow, 
but it wasn’t until the Battle of 
Dunkerque that they proved their 
value in combat. In a surprise ap- 
pearance over the Dunkerque 
beaches, according to official an- 
nouncements from the Royal Air 
Force, 12 Boulton Paul Defiants— 
one of the first land-based fighter 
planes to be armed with power 
turrets—shot down 38 Nazi planes 
without loss to themselves. 

What startled the Germans was 
the fact they were shot down while 
flying parallel with and at pre- 
sumably safe distances from the 
British aircraft an operation 
made possible only with power- 
operated turrets, of which the 
Germans knew little. 

Turrets are located on the top 
and bottom of medium and heavy 
bombers, and some, like the Boeing 
Flying Fortresses, carry another 
in the tail. This deadly armament, 
supplemented with flexible waist, 
nose and tail guns, offers such ef- 
fective intersecting cones of fire 
that “blind spots” are eliminated. 
Thus, no matter from what angle 
enemy fighters approach they’re 
bound to be met with plenty of 
fire. 

The fire power not only enables 
a bomber to complete its mission 
and return to base, but permits it 
to invite combat with fighter 
planes—a case of the hunted be- 
coming the hunter. 

And because it makes the bomb- 
ers independent of fighter escorts, 
it allows deeper sweeps into enemy 
territory than would be possible 
with the escort of shorter-range 
fighters. 

Rommel Knows Change in Tanks. 

On tanks, the man who could 
best tell what the revolving tur- 
ret has accomplished is Field 
Marshal Erwin Rommel, who has 
felt the power of the General 
Sherman tank,, which is s80 
equipped. 

Before the General Sherman, the 
army was using the General 
Grant tank, which has a rigid gun 
turret that handicapped the gun- 
ner in that he could hit objects 
only in front—to draw a bead on a 
target moving to the side, the 
whole tank had to be turned, 

Now with the electrically-oper- 
ated turret permitting the gunner 
to aim anywhere, no matter which 
way the tank is headed, you've 
seen how it changed the whole 
complexion of the battle in Africa. 

One taste of its power, and Rom- 
mel was on his way—backward. 

So the relationship between 
Cousin ‘Bomber and Cousin Tapk 
—the power turret—if it’s not ex- 
actly a blood link, is at least a 
blood-letting one. |

Lame, Halt and’Blind Serving Nation and 
Themselves in War Production Jobs.

DETROIT, Feb. 6 (AP).—Carl Lebutski has a strong right arm 


decorated by tattooing he picked 


gone below the elbow. He can stand, but-he can’t walk without 
holding on to someone or something. He gets off the street car 


every day and a fellow passenger 
the street to a wire fence, 


Lebutski hooks his fingers of the 
right hand in the wire and drags 
himself to the end of the fence. 
The man at the gate across the 
road runs over and helps him 
through the gate. In his elevator, 
Lebutski sits on a barrel, runs the 
elevator all day. His eyes almost 
disappear when he grins—and he 
grins a lot. He’s pleased with him- 
self that he’s working. 


Sure, he says, he gets a Govern- 
ment pension for the loss of the 
arm and the use of his legs in 
a storm when he was a seaman 
on the VU. 8S. S. Minnesota in 
World War I. The money he earns, 
he says, is going into war bonds 
for his small son. He says he 
wants to do things for the boy. 

Ford Helping Handicapped. 

Suppose an armless or legless 
man, or a blind man, or a deaf- 
mute came in looking for a job? 
What could they do? Lots of 
things. 

Henry Ford has found jobs to 
keep them busy. He has 11,652 
men and women with some phys- 
ical defect working at his River 
Rouge plant, all of them receiving 
full pay. The blind earn 95 cents 
to $1.15 an hour. More than 10 
per cent of the men employed in 
the plant are handicapped in some 
way. 

Armless men tend doors that 
open by leaning against a button; 
or they’re messengers; one of them 
is railroad flagman at night in 
the plant yards, swinging a lantern 
by a contraption he worked out 
for himself, 

Legless men can work sitting 
down, like Alvin Cox, whose legs 
are off at the hips. He inspects 
box covers. He drives his own car 
to work and then, in a self- 
propelled carriage he made, wheels 


up as a sailor. His left arm is 


or the motorman helps him across 


himself to his job. 

The blind can work with their 
fingers. Dwarfs can run mes- 
sages. Deaf mutes can do practi- 
cally anything anyone else can. 

687 Blind Employed. 

At the River Rouge plant there 
are: 

687 sightless persons; 60 deaf 
Or mute; 42 partly incapacitated 
from infantile paralysis; 112 epi- 
leptics; 80 minus one arm; 223 
with one arm crippled; 12 with 
both arms amputated; 36 with one 
leg badly crippled; 36 lacking use 
of some parts of their bodies be- 
cause of spinal fractures; 96 with 
spinal curvatures; 101 with organic 
heart ailments. 

When handicapped persons apply 
for a job a survey is made of the 
plant to try to find work they can 
do. 


Hiring handicapped people at 
the Ford plant has been stepped 
up greatly by the war, but it isn’t 
a new policy. 

Twenty years ago Ford told 
plant managers to survey their 
communities to learn how many 
persons, in proportion to popula- 
tion, suffered from physical short- 
comings. 

Then the managers in the vari- 
ous sections of the country were 
told that each plant was to repre- 
sent a cross-section of the com- 
munity in which it was located. 
If one in 1000 were blind, then one 
out of every 1000 Ford jobs was 
given to a blind person. And so 
on through the other disabilities. 

One of the employment men 
comments: 

“If we didn’t hire these people 
to du the jobs they’re doing, we'd 
have to hire able-bodied people 
for the same work.” 


How Congress Is Coming 
Back Into Its Own

ern Democrats notwithstanding his 
Republican vice-presidential candi- 
dacy two years ago, told this writer 
to watch especially “lease-lend and 
the trade pacts.” And there was 
a knowing twinkle in his eye, an 
impressive rise in his voice and a 
positive upward gesture of a point- 
ed finger. 

So it is that the new Congress 
will be not only a war Congress 


but a political Congress, as indeed, 


all Congresses are. If the New 
Dealers in the executive depart- 
ments are not yet aware of it, the 
legislative leaders on both sides on 
Capitol Hill know that 1944 is lit- 
erally just around the corner. For 
the time of political decision is 
much nearer than a year from 
next November. The national con- 
ventions themselves are barely 15 
months away, while it is not much 
more than a year until Illinois will 
hold its primary and the race will 
be on in dead earnest. 


The 1944 Elections. 


Already New Deal and otherwise 
Democratic Senators whose seats 
come up next year are weighing 
the probabilities with respect to 
their re-election in terms of the 
Republican gains of last Novem- 
ber, now sharply reaffirmed by 
the special election in the Sixth 
Missouri District. 

A breakdown of the 1944 clas- 
sification of Senators (whose terms 
expire in January, 1945) is illum- 
inating from the standpoint of the 
Roosevelt administration’s future. 
The 32 Senators divide generally 
into three groups: 11 Republicans, 
nine Democrats from Southern 
states and 12 New Dealers or 
Democrats from Northern and 
Western states, 

The Republicans—Aiken (Vt.), 
Danaher (Conn.), Davis (Pa.), 
Gurney (S. D.), Holman (Ore.), 
Millikin (Colo.), Nye (N. D.), Reed 
(Kan.), Taft (O.), Tobey (N. H.), 
and Wiléy (Wis.)—have little to 
worry about unless it be that 
prospects for the Republicans are 
bright enough to provide some of 
them with formidable opponents 
for the nomination. In any case, 
their states voted Republican last 
November, and thereby reasonably 
go into the Republican column in 
calculations for 1944. 


When we turn to Northern Dem- 
ocrats, we find that many of them 
represent states which gave the 
Republicans large majorities last 
fall. Scott W. Lucas of Illinois, 
for example, surveys a 200,000-vote 
majority for his Republican col- 
league, C. Wayland Brooks, in the 
1942 election. Gillette of Iowa 
knows that his late Democratic 
associate, Clyde L. Herring, lost 
out in November. To be re-elected, 
Bennett C. Clark of Missouri will 
have to overcome a Republican 
trend in this State so pronounced 
that it unseated half of Missouri's 
Democratic Congressmen and put 
the State at the top of the list of 
those registering Republican House 
gains. 

The other Northern Democrats 
whose terms will expire are Bone 
(Wash.), Clark (Idaho), Downey 
(Cal.), Hayden (Ariz.), McCarran 
(Nev.), Thomas (Utah), Thomas 
(Ok.),. Van Nuys (Ind.) and 
Wagner (N: Y.). Not all of these 
are New Dealers, but in the face 
of an anti-New Deal trend, their 
differences with the administration 
will hardly provide much in the 
way of protection. As for the New 
Dealers, Wagner of New York is 
typical of those who will find no 
comfort in the returns of last fall. 
In his State, he is confronted by 


a Republican majority of more 
than a half million votes for Gov. 
Thorhas E, Dewey. 

Buzz Saw of the Purge . 

Nine of the outgoing Senators 
are Southerners from states vir- 
tually certain to elect Democrats. 
But this group includes such anti- 
New Deal men as Tydings of 
Maryland, George of Georgia and 
“Cotton Ed” Smith of South Caro- 
lina, whom the Roosevelt leader- 
ship tried to retire from public 
life in 1938. For next year is the 
year when the purges come up 
and the administration will be 
forced to decide whether it will 
have another go at that buzz saw. 

This leaves six other Democratic 
Senators whose seats are to be 
voted on: Barkley (Ky.), Caraway 
(Ark.), Hill (Ala.), Overton (La.), 
Pepper (Fila.) and Reynolds (N. 
C.). They represent solid South 
States with the exception perhaps 
of Kentucky, where “Dear Alben” 
Barkley may well have trouble 
again. For if he wins renomina- 
tion—and the administration had 
to put the heat on for that six 
years ago—defeat in the election 
is not impossible. In the wake of 
the last war, Kentucky found it- 
self with a Republican Senator, 
the late Frederic M. Sackett. 

The prospect surely is not a hap- 
py one Yor an administration 
which hopes to continue, if not its 
present head, then at least its men 
and its policies in power in Wash- 
ington. 

Much more could be said about 
the new Congress and no end of 
documentation could be added to 
that which has been cited above. 
But this is ample to indicate in 
general the congressional frame of 
mind and to suggest why Con- 
gress’ composition will inevitably 
have a definite effect on political 
practice in the months to come. 

How this political practice will 
affect the larger issues of world 
policy is something else again.

YOUR INCOME TAX 


No. 35 : 
Deductions for 


Bad Debts I. 


The series of articles, of which 
this is one, is based on the in- 
ternal revenue code and provides 
information for the millions of . 
persons whose Federal income 
tax returns for 1942 must be 
filed not later than March 15. 

F a debt has become worthless 

during the year, the amount 

may, with certain exceptions, be 
taken as a deduction i arriving 
at net income for Federal income 
tax purposes. Bad debts occurring 
in the course of trade or profes- 
sion are shown in schedule H to ar 
rive at net profit (or loss) from 
business or profession; other bad 
debts are shown in item 16 of the 
return, form 1040, and must be sup- 
a in all cases with a state 
ment (in schedule C) showing 
circumstances. Losses from » nv 
rate securities with interest cou- 
pons or in registered form, which 
become worthless during the year, 
and which are capital assets, are 
= in schedule F. 

n all cases of a deductio 
bad debt, the Shonen tion othr 
show (a) of what the debt consist- 
ed, (b) name and family relation- 
ship, if any, of the debtor, (c) 
when the debt was created, (d) 
when it became due, (e) what ef- 
forts have been made to collect 
the debt, and (f) how it was de- 
termined to be worthless. A pre- 
cise statement is required because 
of the many different transactions 
out of which the relationship of 
debtor and creditor may arise and 
the consequent many definitions 
of the word “debt.” 

In order to be an allowable de 
duction, a debt must become 
worthless within the year for 
which the return is made. The de 
termination of worthlessness is an 
important provision in establishing 
the allowability of the deduction, 
The taxpayer must take reason- 
able steps to determine that there 
is no probability of payment or 
collection, and riust have prima 
facie evidence to prove that the 
debt has no value. If, in the exer~ 
cise of sound business judgment a 
taxpayer concludes, after 
every reasonable effort to deter~ 
mine whether there is likelihood 
of recovery, that the debt is of no 
value, a deduction for such debt 
may be allowable. Court action, 
such as a legal judgment or ad- 

judication in bankruptcy is not 
necessary as proof that the debt is 
worthless, as indeed it frequently 
happens that a debt may be worth- 
less before the debtor has been ad- 
judged bankrupt. 

A second important provision re- 
garding deductibility for bad 
debts is that the deduction must 
be taken in the taxable year in 
which it becomes worthless. The 
fact that a debt is still held open 
on the books of the taxpayer does 
not mean that it has. value, and 
the law does not permit a er 
to defer claiming a deductible al- 
lowance on that account, beyond 
the year in which it becomes 
worthless. 

A further requirement regarding 
deductibility for bad debts is that 
a debt must have existed in face 
and in law. If a debtor was not 
legally liable to the taxpayer, then 
there was no debt to become 
worthless. Advances to relatives 
to tide them over financial straits, 
made out of moral considerations 
and without understandings re 
garding repayment, are frequently 
held to be in the nature of a gift 
rather than a loan, and conse- 
quently no deduction would be al- 
lowable for nonpayment. However, 
when a loan is made to a relative 
in a bona fide business transac- 
tion a deduction may be allowed 
because of uncollectibility.

RESERVE BANK SELLS 
$19,000,000 IN BONDS 


Week’s Figure on War Se- 
curities Brings Total to 
$604,588,000. 


War bonds with a total maturity 


value of $15,157,425 were sold by 


the Federal Reserve Bank of St. 
Louis and its qualified issuing 


agents during the week ended last 
Thursday, bringing sales by these 
agencies since May 1, 1941, to $604,- 


588,400. 

Issuing agents sold $9,498,950 
worth of Series E bonds, and the 
bank sold $626,650 of the same 
type. The bank sold during the 
week $5,031,825 worth of Series F 
and G bonds, of which about $1,- 
780,000 went to purchasers in St. 
Louis and vicinity. 


In addition to sales reported by 
the Federal Reserve Bank, the St. 
Louis postoffice reported sales 
of war bonds with maturity values 
totaling $449,450 and $155,869 worth 
of defense stamps during the week 
ending last Wednesday. This 
brought the total maturity value 
of bonds sold by the postoffice 
since May 1, 1941, to $31,125,150 
and total] stamp sales of $8,567,324. 

The week's sales, as reported by 
the postoffice were as follows:

in bonds and $117,706 in stamps; 
White House, $36,925 in bonds and

Where ei Doesnt Meanath 


Members of River Colony 85 Miles South 
Of New Orleans Live Life of Contentment, 
Unstirred by Cares That Worry the Rest 
Of Us—Make Living by Trapping, Fishing. 


“LAZY, r WANT TO BE LAZY.

VENICE, La., Feb. 6. 


IGHTY-FIVE miles below New 
E Orleans in a semi-tropical, hid- 

den haven on the banks of the 
Mississippi an isolated colony of 
American pioneers have the world 
in a jug and the cork in their 
hands. 


These pioneers call the site of 
their settlement Starckres Point, 
but they might have called it Para- 
dise. For, while the rest of the 
country frets over such things as 
fuel oil and gas rationing and tire 
shortages and worries over the 
possibility of being faced with food 
rations like Friday in a poorhouse, 
the settlers of Starckres Point live 
in worry-free and plentiful content- 
ment. 


The war touches them only 
when one of the young men in the 
colony goes off to the army. But 
even that is no worry. For the 
women of Starckres know their 
men love to fight. They have seen 
then handle alligators with a hand 
ax. They figure their men can 
take care of themselves, given 
Uncle Sam’s fancy weapons. 


Meat rationing means nothing to 
the people of this little set-aside 
spot of enchantment. At Starckres 
aman can kill or take from the 
river all the food needed by his 
family. Fuel shortage means noth- 
ing. The providential Mississippi 
piles driftwood in plenty at their 
very doors. Tire shortage and gas 
rationing mean nothing. There are 
no roads. Folks travel the river 
and the bayous and the swamp 
trails in little pirogues hollowed 
out of cypress logs. 

At Starckres there are no black- 
out precautions, for there is no 
electricity. The verdant, tangled, 
matted swamp is the only air raid 
shelter. And income tax is a thing 
unheard of. A few dollars a year 
made from selling alligator and 
muskrat and raccoon skins is all 
the income a man needs. Nature 
provides the rest, not in dollars, 
but in fish and fowl, and wood for 
his stove, warm weather and 
flowers and good health. 

To find this lost Paradise, you 
take a ferry from New Orleans 
across the harbor to the little 
town of Algiers and there board 
a dilapidated, once-a-day bus that 
travels the 76 miles of bleached 
white oyster shell road through the 
delta orange groves and little river 
towns to reach, finally, the last 
outpost of civilization, the little 
village of Venice. At Venice you 
can either wait overnight for the 
mail boat on its way to Pilottown, 
the United States Naval Station 
on the Gulf of Mexico, or hire a 
French trapper to take you 10 
more miles down the Mississippi 
by fishing boat. Finally you sight 
Starckres Point and head for 
shore where a cluster of little 
pirogues are tied up to a huge 
fallen and half-submerged cypress. 

On Starckres, the welcoming 
honors are done by Sidney Morris 
and his wife, Willie Mae. Sidney 
was the colony’s first settler. To- 
day because he is their greatest 
hunter, he acts, by common con- 
sent, as their leader. Sidney dis- 
covered the Point 16 years ago 
and settled down. Nine years ago 
he took Willie Mae away from the 
city life of New Orleans and in- 
troduced her to this little Utopia. 
Today Willie Mae is the colony’s 
most enthusiastic exponent of the 
Starckres way of life. 

“We wouldn’t give our shack for 
nothing or nobody,” Willie Mae 
said as we sat in the kitchen of 
the Morris home that has a weath- 
er-beaten look that only years of 
wind and sun and rain can give

to an unpainted dwelling. “Some- 
times I wonder how I ever lived 
in the city. It makes me want 
to loosen my collar to even think 
about it. And out here time don’t 
mean a thing. You just do what 
you want to when you want to. If 
you want to sleep you sleep. If 
you want to work, you work. You 
don’t have to worry about noth- 
ing.”

ECAUSE there was a visitor, 
B sianey had taken a day off 

from his trapping. And with 
his feet propped up on the apron 
of the little stove in which dry 
driftwood was popping, he added 
his own views on the joys of living 
in the little Elysia which he him- 
self discovered, 

“There’s everything here a man 
could want,” Sidney explained. 
“There are ducks and geese and 
coot and marsh hens, There’s 
deer and rabbit and squirrels and 
raccoons and mink and otter and 
weasels and muskrats, And there’s 
all the fish you can eat, redfish, 
catfish, mullet, and sheepshead, 
There are berries in the swamps 
and greens grow wild. A man 
wouldn't ever starve to death.” 

During what are our winter 
months, Sidney and the other men 
of the colony run their traps for 
raccoon, mink, otter and musk- 
rats. They dry the skins on 
frames of their own fashioning 
and when a sufficient supply is 
on hand they either wait for a 
fur trader to put in at Starckres 
Point or take the skins by boat 
to Venice. Cash from the furs 
tides them over until spring when 
the alligators come out of their 
mud beds in the marshes, Hunt- 
ing the alligator is hard and dan- 
gerous, but profitable, work.” 

“I got me about 150 to 200 traps 
going now and the rats and coons 
are plentiful,” Sidney said as he 
waved a hand in the general 
direction of muskrat and raccoon 
hides curing on frames hung from 
the kitchen rafters. “But come 
April, we'll start in after alliga- 
tors. A good alligator skin brings 
about 75 cents a foot, but you got 
to get a five to seven-foot alliga- 
tor to get a good skin.” 

For alligator hunting, Sidney 
goes out in his pirogue through 
the swamp lanes and bayous. He 
uses a five-inch hook and a 72- 


| 


pound line. When the alligator 
takes the bait, Sidney hauls him 
alorfgside the boat, hits him in 
the head with a hand ax and 
skins him. Or sometimes he uses 
another method, for the smaller 
alligators. On the end of the. 15- 
foot pole with which he pushes 
his pirogue through the marshes, 
he has a sharp hook, He shoves 
the pole at the alligator until it 
snaps and the hook catches in 
its throat. Then Sidney lifts the 
alligator from the water, kills and 
skins it. On long hunts, Sidney 
and his fellow hunters take one 
or more large boats along, stocked 
with provisions, but the larger 
boats must be left at camping 
points, 


“A few months ago,” Sidney 
laughed, “I had a working spell 
and in five days I caught and 
skinned enough alligators to bring 
me $105. You only need about 20 
big alligators to bring you a hun- 
dred dollars. But anyway, I got 
me the $105 and I told Willie Mae 
we had enough of a stake to get us 
to New Orleans and keep us un- 
til I got me a job making some of 
this big defense money. Well, sir, 
d’ya know, we went to New Or- 
leans and I got me a job working 
on the oil barges. But in four 
days we was back. We liked to 
died. And Willie Mae was worse’n 
I was.” 
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OTHING in the city, Willie 

Mae and Sidney agree, has the 

charm to make up for the 
complete contentment they have 
found in this semi-tropical para- 
dise on the bank of the mile-wide 
Mississippi. They, like other mem- 
bers of the colony, are self-suffi- 
cient people. Except on rare oc- 
casions, they go to bed when dark- 
ness descends upon Starckres 
Point. When there is need to 
paddle the pirogue to Venice for 
a few provisions, they sometimes 
stay in the village for a movie, or 
dance a few pieces to the juke box 
in the saloon. 


“We're not too old to enjoy a 
dance occasionally,” Willie Mae 
laughs, “and sometimes they have 
a good movie in Venice. They’re 
tent shows and they put up coca 
colar and beer cases and put 
planks on them and then you sit 
on the planks to watch the show. 
But mostly when we feel in the

need of a little amusement, we 
just get a few of the folks here 


in the colony and sit around the 
kitchen table and have a little 
poker game.” 

Housekeeping is no chore for 
Willie Mae. There are no doors 
on the house and she just-sweeps 
the dirt from the floors down the 
kitchen steps. The kitchen is pa- 
pered with kraft paper and on a 
little whatnot shelf, trimmed with 
Christmas wrapping paper, she 
keeps her “company” glass dishes.

é< IDNEY usually goes in to 
7 Venice at least once a 
week,” she say, “and then 

we get the paper. I can’t help but 
laugh when I read about how the 
women are asked to take care of 
their iceboxes and things, ‘cause 
they can’t be replaced. I guess 
I’m as well off as any woman with 
a million dollars, because I don’t 
have to worry about nothing. Why 
I even got a pair of silk stockings.” 

Willie Mae is saving them for 
some special occasion like a trip 
to church. But her clothes worries 
afe few. Usually she wears a 
pair of blue jeans and a sweater 
and because of snakes a pair of 
heavy boots. 

“Snakes,” she laughs, “you find 
even in the Garden of Eden.” 

Of Irish descent, Willie Mae has 
a good sense of humor. Her hus- 
band, Sidney, is of Philippine and 
Spanish descent.

colony are native American stock 
or descendants of the settlers of 
Delacroi Island, home of Louisi- 
ana’s great hunters and trappers. 


“Right now,” Sidney explained as 
we walked about the small clear- 
ing surrounded by the solid trop- 
ical jungle on a visit to the other 
families of the colony, “our popu- 
lation ain’t so big. During the 
school months there’s always one 
or two families with kids of school 
age move away. But they always 
come back in the summer. Seems

like they can’t stay away. When 
school’s out, our population will go 
back up to 50 or 60.” 


Occasionally, men like Ed Law- 
son, one of Sidney’s neighbors, 
stay on at Starckres while their 
wives take the children and live 
on the mainland during the win- 
ter months. 


Sidney and the other families of 
Starckres have only one fixed, 
unvarying expenditure on which to 
figure every year. To the man 
who owns the land on which their 


colony is built and over whose 
marshes and swamps they hunt 
and fish, they each pay $10 a year, 
collected by Sidney. 


“And where else,” says Willie 
Mae, “could you get a home for 
that with all the meat you can 
eat thrown in, with flowers grow- 
ing everywhere and wild persim- 
mons and blackberries and mock- 
ing birds to sing for you in the 
swamps and no landlord to make 
you shut up if you want to make 
a little noise?”

"You Should Stress 
Church Singing"

ASE Y-132: Daisy M., aged 74, leads the singing at the 
C opening exercises of the Sunday school where we spend 
our summer vacations. On one occasion, she stopped the 
pinging to inform the audience, “Let’s try that first verse again. 
We are dragging it out like a fu- 
neral dirge.” ' 

Then she led the group in repeti- 
tion of the first verse. It sounded 
much better, and, incidentally, en- 
listed more enthusiasm, 

When music begins to drag along 
at too slow a pace, individual singers 
drop out. And those who do con- 
tinue vocalizing, are only half- 
hearted in their attempts. 

Mh ppp! Besides, the average adult male 

Yj yd simply cannot sing softly and slowly. 

Yvixy | YY, If there isn’t a proper amount of 

loudness and speed, he begins to 

grow as jerky as an automobile motor that is lurching along 
in high gear when it should be in low or second. 

One of the greatest faults of many of our modern churches 
is their lack of understanding on the subject of congregational 
singing. If it weren’t for the pipe organ’s volume, many anemic 
hymns selected would fade out before the end of the first verse. 
It is markedly unfair to the clergyman to have such listless 
and effeminate music.

The primary purpose of church hymns is to unify 
the congregation so the minister will have a polarized 
audience already developed and receptive for his spiritual 
message. Group participation in any ritual, whether it 
be music or responsive reading, helps polarize and unify 
a crowd. But when alternate individuals down the 
rows are not singing at all, you haven't a unified con- 
gregation. Nor is it a polarized audience,

@ DESPITE OUR college trained organists who usually 
stress quality in preference to quantity, the latter is the first 
goal of the man who really knows his business in regard to 
congregational singing. Get the crowd to singing so loudly 
that the very windows burst outward with the music. Then, 
and not till then, should ultra refinements be attempted.

The average church today doesn’t even select hymns 
that lend themselves to lusty group singing. Instead, 
they choose intricate melodies which permit a trained 
choir to show off its pitch range, but which drive an 
average audience into half-hearted participation.

@ CONGREGATIONAL music should be selected primarily 
for the participation by the audience instead of the choir. It 
should be lusty music that grips men’s souls. Go down to the 
revival meetings and you'll find the kind of music that evokes 
wholehearted singing by men, women and children. 

Daisy M., despite her 74 years, can get more singing out of 
an Indiana village congregation than I have found in most of 
our city churches in New York or Chicago. 

Some finicky female musicians may criticize her methods, 
but she gets a congregation to singing and has been doing so 
for more than 50 years.

Where Door Swings 
Open Into the Past 


Interior of Old Campbell Home on Locust Street 
Reveals Mid-Nineteenth Century St. Louis in 
One of Its Most Glamorous Moods—House Will 
Be Opened to the Public Starting Tomorrow 


the “past, revealing mid-nine- 

eenth century St. Louig in one 
of its most glamorous moods. 
That door is the one at 1508 
Locust street, which opened yester- 
day for the first time in many 
years to unfold a picture of the 
elegance of life as it was lived in 
St. Louis almost a century ago. 
For it was here that the Robert 
Campbell family took up their 
abode, back in 1853, and today, re- 
habilitated and restored, the house 
stands almost exactly as it Was in 
their time, a living memory of that 


by-gone era. 


The house, built in 1851 by 
William Fylton, who was also the 
architect for the Lucas house at 
Ninth and Olive, is in the pre- 
Civil War style, inspired by an- 
cient Greek design. At that time 
it was known as Number 20 Lucas 
Place, being one of the first 
houses built in that fashionable 
residential district. Here were en- 
tertained many of the visiting 
celebrities of the day, including 
General Grant, as well as the lead- 
ing socialites of the city. The 
front door still bears the brass 
name plate of Robert Campbell, 
the wealthy fur-trader who had 
it placed there when he and his 
wife took possession of the resi- 
dence. 


As this front door swings open, 
the visitor steps into the front 
hall and also steps back a cen- 
tury in time. Here, as throughout 
the house, one sees the original 
furnishings and such completely 
authentic restoration that the 
original character of the house 
has been preserved. Against a 
vividly floral paper in tones of 
deep rose and blue, hang portraits 
of Mr. Campbell, a native of Ire- 
land, and Mrs. Campbell, the 
North Carolina girl he met and 
married in Philadelphia, An un- 
usual feature of this hall is the 
mahogany stair-rail, ending in an 
S-curve for the newel post. At 
the top of the landing is an eight- 
eenth century grandfather's clock. 


To the left of the hall is the 
handsome drawing room or “double 
parlor” ag it was often called in 
that day, 40 by 15 feet. Along one 
wall are two Victorian mantels— 
probably the reason for the term 
“double parlor” — separated by a 
deep bay window. Above the man- 
tels hang matching mirrors, in gold 
leaf frames, elaborately carved in 
the same pattern as the pier glass- 
es which hang at either end of the 
room, and the cornices above the 
windows. Prominent in this carv- 
ing is the “rose” motif, a popular 
device of the day, that is also re- 
peated on the ornately carved fur- 
nituré. This furniture, all of rose- 
wood, consists of the usual] parlor 
sets of settees and chairs, two of 
which were made by Belter, one of 
the most famous cabinet makers of 
the day, a square piano, and a 
what-not with mirrored back. Dec- 
orative accessories include gas 
chandeliers of solid brass with 
bronze figurines in the French 
style; a handsome pair of brass 
kerosene lamps with white and 
gold globes that were used on the 
piano; enormous bronze candelabra 
set on plush bases flanking the en- 
trance door; and a silver tray set 
with a Rockingham china tea serv- 
ice. Portraits of the three Camp- 
bell sons, Hugh, James, and Hazlit 
adorn the walls. The color scheme 
of the room is entirely in tones of 
blue and rose, the walls being

painted a soft grayed blue, the 
carpet in rose red, and all the fur- 
niture covered in either blue or rose 
silk damask. 


South of the parlor, and con- 
necting it with the dining room, 
is a small library. It reflects a 
later period than the rest of the 
house, having been converted from 
an open porch by Hugh Campbell 
in 1883, after his mother’s death. 
Nonetheleag it is a charming little 
room, with its gaily patterned pa- 
per, its leaded glass windows, its 
simple wood mantel, and its “wood 
carpet” floor with a parquetry 
border. And here are to be found 
two delightful Victorian whimsies 
—a fantastic arrangement of 
stuffed birds under a huge bell 
glass, and an amusing little table 
whose top boasts an angel done in 
needlepoint and glass beads. 
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TEPPING into the dining room, 
Gn can almost visualize the elab- 

orately gowned ladies and the 
courtly gentlemen who were once 
entertained there, They must have 
enjoyed sitting around the huge 
dining room table, made of bog 
oak, as is the rest of the furniture. 
They must have waited in antici- 
pation for the food to be served 
from the groaning sideboard, so 
elaborately carved even to a deer’s 
head at the top and fish on the 
doors. They surely would have 
gazed with approval at the medal- 
lioned paper, matched in tone by 
the lambrequins of old gold silk, 
edged with heavy ball fringe that 
hung at the windows from brass 


poles. 


A look into the kitchen reveals 
the inner workings of a home of 
that period. Not only is it com- 
pletely authentic in such details 
as the wood-grained woodwork, 


the coal-burning cook stove with 
its warming oven above, and the 
string of 11 call bells, attached by 
wires to the various rooms in the 
house, but it also even has Mrs. 
Campbell’s own cookbook. And the 
window sills are filled with laven- 
der primroses, that flower so dear 
to the heart of Victorian ladies. 


Retracing our steps back to the 
front hall, we climb the stairs to 
get a glimpse of the master bed- 
rooms. Mrs. Campbell’s room re- 
flects the decorative taste of the 
era. Here the massive furniture, 
including a bed, a wardrobe, and 
marble topped dresser and Wash- 
stand, are lightened by feminine 
touches. The white wall is relieved 
by floral stripes which are used 
at the corners of the room and at 
spaced intervals on the wall. A 
rare Aubusson carpet picks up the 
tones of this stripe. 


Mr. Campbell’s bedroom, which 
adjoins that of his wife, has simi- 
lar furnishings although the effect 
is completely masculine. This is 
achieved through the vividly pat- 
terned wall paper, the sturdy 
Brussels carpet and the business- 
like accessories, even to the 
spitoons—if that’s what the Vic- 
torians called them—that repose on 
the hearth. One of the treasures 
of this room is the cunning shav- 
ing stands, of the very same vin- 
tage as that used by Prince Albert 
when his Vicki watched him shave 
for the first time, 


It is rare that one has an oppor- 
tunity to shed the present and step 
back into the past, especially such 
a glamorous past as this house 
seems to bespeak. Such is to be 
the privilege afforded to the citi- 
zens of St. Louis, for the house 
will be opened to the public, be- 
ginning tomorrow. There will be 
a small admission charge.

smile depend largely on healthy 

gums. Well conditioned gums 
not only keep the teeth sound and 
healthy, but they also provide a 
colorful background that makes 
the teeth appear all the whiter. 


For pink, healthy gums, massage 
the gums as you brush the teeth. 


Here is a method for brushing 
the teeth that is recommended by 
high dental authorities: Apply 
your favorite tooth paste or pow- 
der to your brush. Place the 
brush against the teeth and gums, 
with the bristles pointed not di- 
rectly against the teeth, but in- 
clined somewhat toward the biting 
edge of the teeth. This keeps the 
bristle points from injuring the 
gums and also helps force out 
any food particles which may be 
lodged between the teeth. 


Now press the brush down firm- 
ly, so.that some of the bristle 
points enter the spaces between 
the teeth. Then gently vibrate the 
brush in a circular motion, mov- 
ing only the brush handle, and 
keeping the bristle points in the 
same place. Don’t scrub the brush 
over the gums and teeth, as this 
may injure them, Now relax the 
pressure on the brush and then 
press down and vibrate it once 
more. Do thig three times in one 


Bpemite depen teeth and a nice 


spot and then move to another 
area. 

Repeat this al] round the mouth, 
uppers and lowers, inside as well 
as outside. It will take longer 
than haphazard brushing, but the 
results are worth it. 

The grinding surfaces of the jaw 
teeth are brushed in the same way: 
Press the bristles against the 
grinding surface and rotate the 
brush. Most dentists advise brush- 
ing the teeth twice dafly.

has been bothering scientists for 
a long time. 

Some authorities believe that the 
diet must contain certain minerals 
and vitamins which the teeth need 
if they are to remain healthy and 
free of decay. Tooth decay was 
arrested in children with diabetes 
when they were given a diet of 
vegetables, milk, eggs, cod liver 
oil, butter and fruit, with caridy 
only after meals. In other words, 
a well-balanced varied diet, with 
adequate amounts of minerals and 
the vitamins, is the best diet for 
tooth health. 

Vitamins A, C and D are the vita- 
mins that seem to be concerned 
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in tooth nutrition. These vitamins 
may have some direct effect on the 
teeth or in a round-about way 
they may effect the teeth by im- 
proving the general health and nu- 
trition. The important minerals, 
from the standpoint of the teeth, 
are mainly calcium and phos 
phorus. 


Let’s make up our own diets 
to include these essential elements 
that the teeth, as well as good 
general health, seem to require. 
These foods should be in every 
normal diets: Fruits, two or three 
servings (at least one to be orange 
or grapefruit, for vitamin C), Milk, 
a pint or more daily; one egg; but- 
ter; whole grain cereal and whole 
wheat bread; meat; two or three 
vegetables, preferably green leafy 
and yellow vegetables. Children 
and some adults may need cod 
liver oil. 

Calciym-containing foods that 
may be included in the diet in ad- 
dition to milk, are: Swiss or 
American cheese, nuts (almonds, 
filberts, hazelnuts), turnip greens, 
collards, kale, water cress, broccoli, 
cauliflower, green cabbage, dried 
figs, egg yolk, dried kidney beans 
and lentils, The physician some- 
times recommends calcium pills as 
an extra protection for expectant 
mothers and others whose need for 
calcium is greater than normal.

NEW YORK, Feb. 6. 
LTHOUGH the District Attor- 
Arey has declared that the death 
of Mary Barton will remain of- 
ficially classified as a suicide “un- 


til some responsible person appears 


with evidence worthy of the name,” 
speculation continues as to the 
strange and sinister circumstances 
surrounding the untimely demise of 
the ravishing, red-headed night 
club dancer caused by an overdose 
of a sleeping potion. 

In the absence of conclusive 
proof to the contrary, some observ- 
ers still are reluctant to accept the 
theory that the life, complicated 
though it was, of this beautiful 
Broadway butterfly was ended by 
her own hand on the eve of her 
greatest professional success and 
at a moment that her apartment 
was fragrant with dozens of Amer- 
ican Beauty roses received from an 
admirer or admirers. 

One of the most strenuous op- 
ponents of the suicide theory is 
William R. Grundhoefer, foster fa- 
ther of the glamorous entertainer. 
Grundhoefer is administrator of 
her estate, found virtually worth- 
less at the time of her death in 
1941 and it was at his instance 
that the inquiry into the death of 
Mary Barton was tentatively re- 
opened last month. It was upon 
his failure to appear at an ap- 
pointed hour at the District Attor- 
ney’s office, that the case again 
was pronounced suicide. 

To support Grundhoefer’s in- 
sistence that it was murder, not 
self-destruction, that cruelly trans- 
formed Mary’s luxurious bedroom 
into a death chamber where her 
body remained unfound for three 
days after she had drawn her last 
breath, some informed persons 
have traced the strange and tan- 
gled career of the dancer, produc- 
ing a bizarre set of circumstances 
that long intrigued investigators. 
Though possessed of the face of an 
angel, this girl had not lived ac- 
cordingly and the curious events 
of her life were nearly as inex- 
plicable as the motive for her 
death. 

She was born Mary Chastain in 
the Bronx in 1915. Grundhoefer, 
an automobile company employe, 
was a friend of the Chastains and 
after his marriage about six years 
later to Florence’  Eleutheria 
Mixer of North Adams, Mass., the 
friendly relations between the two 
families continued, Thus when 
both Mr. and Mrs. Chastain died 
in 1928, it was not- unduly sur- 
prising when Mary, then 12, went 
to live at the home of Mr. and 
Mrs. Grundhoefer, presumably in 
preference to life with relatives 
with whom she was not as well 
acquainted. 

In 1932 the sixteen-year-old 
child, now an attractive and viva- 
cious high school student, was 
legally adopted by the Grund- 
hoefers who encouraged her, by 
way of dancing and elocution les- 
sons, to develop her already con- 
spicuous talent. Three years later, 
Fate began the spinning of the 
web of Mary’s destiny. She left 
the Grundhoefer home to enter 
the line of chorus girls on the 
elaborate stage of a Manhattan 
motion picture’ theater. The 
Grunhoefers separated and Mrs. 
Grundhoefer moved to Miami, 
Florida, where she invested in a 
roadhouse sandwich stand. 
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EANWHILE Mary had adopt- 
Me the stage name of Barton 

after trying and discarding a 
few others and incidentally had 
learned that the thorns along the 
primrose path were not nearly so 
immediately painful as painted by 
early fireside chats. Among her 
most attentiye friends was G. 
Huntington Hartford Jr., wealthy 
descendant of the founder of the 
Great Atlantic and Pacific Tea 
Co. Meanwhile, Mary’s stepmother, 
Mrs. Grundhoefer, had obtained 
a divorce and married John Colt, 
formerly the proprietor of a Man- 
hattan speakeasy of prohibition 
days. 

It was shortly thereafter that 
Mrs. Colt received word from her 
foster daughter that she was in 
serious trouble. Arrangements had 
to be made for the birth of a 
baby in the’ utmost secrecy. The 
father of the child ultimately 
agreed to establish a $500,000 
trust fund ‘to provide for care 
through life. The loyal Mrs. Colt 
hastened to New York and Mary 


Barton entered the hospital in 
1938 as “Mrs. Florence Mary 
Colt,” assuming the first and last 
names of her foster mother, and 
gave birth to a son, 

If someone had tokd Mary Bar- 
ton—then at the height of her 
beauty and power over men-—that 
the wages of sin are death she 
probably would have given forth 
the tantalizing giggle that had 
made the cost of many a cham- 
pagne dinner painless to so many 
admirers, the careless titter that 
had made a mink coat in her closet 
as commonplace as a dustrag to 
the average housewife. Her son, 
and, of course, his mother, were 
the beneficiaries of a half-million 
dollar estate. With her baby she 
joined the Colts in Miami. 

Now there is very little oh the 
record against John Colt except 
that he was once admittedly 
wealthy by virtue of violations of 
the prohibition law, and that in 
1930 he had received a fine and 
suspended sentence to Sing Sing 
penitentiary after conviction for 
participation in an automobile in- 
surance fraud. When a former 
wife sued him for alimony after 
his marriage to the former Mrs. 
Grundhoefer, he proved

was $23,000 in debt. But shortly 
after the arrival of Mary and 
little Edward Barton Colt, the 
Colts indicated signs of affluence. 

Within a year, Mary Barton had 
married Webster Phillips, a make- 
up artist at Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer 
studios, who until recent disclo- 
sures was under the impression 
that Edward was Mary's little 
brother. No one knew it then 
but Mary had two more years to 
live. Within six months after her 
marriage to Phillips, she wag in 
Reno, and after a catch-as-catch- 
can divorce, married a wealthy 
Los Angeles divorcee, Bertram 
Haines Woodruff, who returned to 
Reno exactly one year later and 
obtained a divorce from Mary 
Chastain Barton Phillips Wood- 
ruff. Mary returned to New York. 
The Colts and the baby again took 
up residence in Miami, 
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Y dancing her pretty little head 

off, Mary Barton made a liv- 

ing in Manhattan night clubs, 
and the record indicates she was 
never at a loss for suitors. It is 
apparent, however, from the nar- 
ratives of her intimates that she 
was dissatisfied with the disposal 
of proceeds of the trust fund es- 
tablished for her son, and that on 
an occasion or two she even con- 
sulted her friend, G: Huntington 
Hartford Jr. Ultimately, she re- 
tained an attorney to see what 
steps could be taken toward repos- 
session of the child. 

The days passed and the efforts 
of the 26-year-old beauty to recover 
her son became more determined. 
Her interest in this direction was 
deflected momentarily however, by 
a bid from booking agents to play 
at the Rainbow Room, the exalted 
night club atop the R. C. A. build- 
ing in Rockefeller Center to which 
only the white-tied and tailed were 
admitted. In jubilation, she em- 
ployed a personal press agent at 
$100 a week, then rushed to her 
apartment and sent virtually her 
entire wardrobe to the cleaners. 
Did Mary Barton know she had 
but a few hours to live? 

The rest is a garbled mass of 
circumstantial evidence, some of 
which has never been explained

planation. That same evening, 
Mrs. Thelma Erickson, manager of 
Miss Barton’s apartment building 
received a telephone call from a 
man who informed her that Miss 
Barton’s windows were open and 
that as she had gone to Los An- 
geles, it might be well to shut 
them. The janitor was sent to the 
dancer’s apartment, saw Mary Bar- 
ton apparently asleep in a semi- 
reclining position with her lovely 
red hair streaming over pillows 
that held her half upright, and 
quickly left the apartment. 


Three days later, the man again 
telephoned the same message. Mrs. 
Erickson herself investigated and 
found to her consternation she was 
unable to awaken the sleeping 
beauty. Police were informed and 
a search of the apartment dis- 
closed several bottles of a sleep-

now are being written about 
him which I believe would amuse 
him if he still were around to read 
them. It was to be expected that 
most of the remarks quoted about 
him would be the wisecracks of the 
self-conscious wits of his circle 
and it would be characteristic of 
Woollcott, once described by his 
friend, Neysa McMein, as “full of 
unpredictable prejudices and un- 
explainable enthusiams,” to sneer 
at the sentiment and laugh heart- 
ily at the jibes, Already the sharp- 
nosed publishers are scenting a 
good commercial biography in the 
Man Who Came to Dinner, and 
when the time comes for such a 
compilation, I hope I may be con- 
sulted, for I knew Woollcott rather 
better than most and from an en- 
tirely different angle, that of a 
paid employe. It is traditional 
that no man is a hero to his valet; 
even less to his secretary, yet it 
was as his secretary for two years, 
back in 1928-29, that I came to 
know and admire him as a person, 
respect him as an employer and 
regard him with something like 
awe for his amazing mastery of 
the English language, a gift that 
has been passed over by most of 
the obit writers. Woollcott had 
made a fortune in the stock mar- 
ket, and retired from his post as 
dramatic critic on the New York 
World. -He bought a co-operative 
apartment on East Fifty-second 
street, which his friend, Dorothy 
Parker, in a neat double-take, had 
christened “Wit’s End.” 

“It may seem fatuous”—I wrote 
to a friend at that time—‘“to speak 
of the dean of American drama 
critics as a case of arrested devel- 
opment, but this isn’t as far-fetched 
as is sounds. For in the Alexander 
Woollcott of today, retired at 42 
after 20 years of journalism, are

noxious at times, but one who 
creates amusement and _ wins 
friends.

“WHETHER one page of his will 
survives in American letters it is 
hard to predict, His books are 
mostly reprints or rehashes of 
newspaper and magazine pieces, 
outrageous plagiarisms of his own 
works that have been sold once, 
twice, thrice to different publish- 
ers, and then, for good measure, 
broadcast over the radio—his un- 
canny sense of journalism tells 
him just what public he will reach 
and that one public seldom over- 
laps another. Most of his anecdotes 
were already stale when they 
achieved the dignity of Joe Miller’s 
Joke Book, but there is this mad- 
dening thing about the man—he is 
a master of English writing, and 
can weave these ancient wheezes 
into such a spell of words that one 
not only does not resent such 
chicanery but, in his own language, 


clasps the threadbare anecdotes to 
his bosom and treasures them for 
what they are—literature. 

“His secretary (that’s me) might 
tell you that he has the soul of a 
proofreader, can spot a typograph- 
ical error at 20 paces and make it 
the subject of sarcastic comment 
for a week. His valet can and will 
tell you that the Boss has never 
admitted himself in the wrong 
about anything, whatever proof to 
the contrary. His cook and laun- 
dress are capable of even more 
lurid comment. But none of the 
people who work for or with him 
day after day, held to the job 
more by loyalty than anything else, 
can help admiring him for his 
punctiliousness and dependability, 
the honesty, sound character and 
fine mind that underlie an appar- 
ently flippant and frothy exterior. 
Petty, irascible and unreasonable 
he certainly is at, times, but prin- 
cipally because he sets a standard 
for himself and expects everyone 
else to live up to it. He is fiercely 
intolerant of anything or anyone 
he dislikes, and like Heywood 
Broun, he has an ‘underdog’ com- 
plex. His prejudices would furnish 
a field day for a psychoanalyst. 
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Why, for instance, should he dis- 
like Christmas cards?”

I DON’T KNOW today, any 
more than I did then, why Alexan- 
der Woollcott disliked Christmas 
cards, but it was easy to under- 
stand why he liked croquet, par- 
chesi and anagrams, and the col- 
lected works of a forgotten Scottish 
author named Ian MacLaren, These 
were the games and books he en- 
joyed as a child—an unhappy little 
boy who couldn’t go in for baseball 
and more rugged sports—and which 
he revived so successfully in the 
1920s that Liggett’s had to put in 
anagrams, the Marx Brothers be- 
came croquet addicts, or pretended 
they did, and Woollcott’s harassed 
publisher was practically forced to 
reprint, at considerable financial 
loss, such outmoded novels as “A 
Doctor of the Old School,” “Be- 
side the Bonnie Briar Bush,” et al. 
The first thing he did after leav- 
ing the N. Y. World was to visit 
the scenes of his chikihood. No 
one knows, or ever will know, the 
generous and thoughtful things he 
did for his friends and his family, 
and it is not my place to tell. 
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MANY OF his short pieces he did 
for the New Yorker magazine un- 
der the title of “Shouts and Mur- 
murs” are minor masterpieces. As 
someone once observed, “the de- 
scriptive adjectives stick up in his 
writings like spice in a Virginia 
ham.” Yet who but Woollcott 
could do briefly and graphically 
sum up Calvin Coolidge and his 
native State of Vermont as “small, 
lean and crabbed; frugal and ad- 
dicted to old ways”; could find in 
the silent screen art of Lillian Gish 
“the pathos of little bronze danc- 
ing boots, come upon suddenly in 
an old trunk?” Like Joseph Con- 
rad, Woollcott was a “wordist,” 
and like Conrad, Woollcott and his 
words will survive.

About 
Words

F Washington bureaucrats could 

read the mail that crosses my 

desk (last week my readers sent 
me 6215 letters), the Capital’s ques- 
tionnaire quiz kids would never 
again accuse us of not being war 
conscious. From these letters, it 
is plain that our people are in the 
war up to the ears, and they are 
especially eager to learn about the 
new war words and phrases they 
are reading in their papers and 
hearing on the radio. 

Despite several articles which I 
have written about the pronuncia- 
tion of the words ration and ra- 
tioning, questions about the words 
recur with remarkable frequency: 
“Should we say ‘RASH-un’ and 
*"RASH-un-ing’ or ‘RAY-shun’ and 
‘RAY-shun-ing’?” Some _ readers 
object to the “ray” pronunciation 
as an “affectation.” Others deplore 
the “rash” pronunciation as harsh 
and unpleasant. “It always makes 
me think of the seven-year itch,” 
says one. 

The truth is, both pronunciations 
are sanctioned by highest author- 
ity. The Merriam-Webster’s, Ox- 
ford, Century, Funk and Wagnalls, 
Winston, and Macmillan list as 
first choice: RAY-shun (both 
noun and verb), and RAY-shun- 
ing. All six list as second choice: 
RASH-un, and: RASH-un-ing. 
Personally, I prefer the “ray” pro- 
nunciation as being the more 
euphonious. Also, it is more logical 
since ration comes from the Latin 
word ratio, which, in English, al- 
ways is pronounced with the long 
“a.” Moreover, of all the words, 
in English in which -ation occurs, 
none but ration and its derivatives 
are ever heard with the flat “a” of 
rash. 

However, it must be noted that 
in military parlance, “RASH-un” 
and “RASH-un-ing” have long pre- 
vailed. The indications are then, 
that the controversy will continue 
far into the future.

W. H. B., of Santa Bar- 
bara, wants to know the origin of 
the expression “suped up,” as ap- 
plied to airplane engines. “Suped”’ 
is a shortening of “supercharged.” 
A supercharger is a device for in- 
creasing the volume of air deliv- 
ered to the carburetor, principally 
to compensate for the lighter air of 
high altitudes, and to insure an in- 
crease in the air intake at high 
speeds.

The 
American form, airplane, was offi- 
cially adopted by the United States 
Army and Navy, and by the Bu- 
reau of Standards. It should have 
two syllables only: AIR-plane,

“The German word STRAFE, from 
Lissauer’s ‘Gott strafe England,’ be- 
came siang in the British Army 
in the last war, When Jerry was 
blasting the place to bits, he was 
said to be ‘strafing.’

‘straif, rhyming the word with 
waif, safe?” 

As the word now is used by the 
Allies, it has a strictly non-Ger- 
man meaning: “to bombard,” espe- 
cially with machine gun and can- 
non fire from an airplane, In Ger- 
man, strafe means “to punish, 
chastise, correct.” The German 
pronunciation is: SHTRAH-fuh. 
But since we have adopted the 
word and given it a purely Eng- 
lish meaning, it is more logical to 
pronounce it according to English 
values. Our dictionaries list as 
first choice: strahf. Second choice: 
straif. The latter prevails in Eng- 
land and America,

Cooking Fats 


-O-

OR almost a century the only 
F cooking fat that was used in 

the Rector kitchens was butter, 
and for deep frying it was olive 
oil. As a matter of fact, we used 
the same grade of butter on the 
tables as we did in the kitchen. 
This is not as important as it 
sounds, Many times I have made 
the statement to Southern women 
of the kitchen and they promptly 
came back with a reminder that 
they had never in their many 
years of cooking used anything 
but lard. At the same time, I 
could not, if I tried, criticise South- 
ern cooking. 

With butter being rationed, ex- 
pensive and not so easy to obtain, 
my best advice to you from now 
on is to use the cooking fats that 
you prefer. There are quite a 
number of them on the market 
and I have in mind vegetable oils 
and compounds which are really 
good. Lard and shortening always 
have been popular, especially in 
making pie crust. I think a pie 
crust made entirely with butter is 
much too rich. 

There is one thing certain and 
that is we are not going to have 
our pet foods handed out to us 


for the duration, and the sooner 
we cultivate our tastes for foods 
that are available, the sooner we 
will find life more enjoyable. Be- 
sides, doing without a few things 
is a small sacrifice, indeed, when 
it comes.to winning our war, 


Pork chops are a great family 
favorite, especially in the cold 
months. Here is a recipe that will 
appeal to you, I am sure, since it 
is a little out of the ordinary: 


PINEAPPLE, PORK AND 
APPLE CASSEROLE. 


Two medium-sized firm red ap- 
ples, six slices Hawaiian canned 
Pineapple (No. 2 size can), one- 
fourth cup brown sugar (firmly 
packed), two tablespoons syrup 
from canned pineapple, one table- 
spoon butter, four pork chops (cut 
one-half to three-fourths inch 
thick), three-fourths teaspoon galt. 


Wash apples and remove cores; 
slice crosswise one-half inch thick. 
Arrange in layers with sliced pine- 
apple in a butter casserole. Com- 
bine brown sugar and pineapple 
syrup and pour evenly over the 
slices. ‘Dot with butter. Wipe 
chops with a damp cloth and sprin- 
kle with salt. Arrange chops over 


fruit. Cover and bake in a mod- 
erate oven (325 degree Fahrenheit) 
for 45 minutes. Uncover and bake 
15 minutes longer. Serve hot. 


OYSTER FRITTERS. 

One and one-third cups flour, two 
teaspoons baking powder, one- 
fourth teaspoon salt, one-eighth 
teaspoon pepper, two slices bacon 
(finely diced), one egg yolk, one 
cup oysters (chopped), one tea- 
spoon chives (finely chopped). 

Mix dry ingredients. Add bacon 
which has been cooked to a light 
color and drained of all fat, 
chopped oysters, egg yolk and 
chives. If chives are not obtain- 
able use a slight grating of onion. 
Mix all together. Drop by spoon- 
fuls into deep hot fat and cook 
until brown. Drain on unglazed 
paper. Serve garnished with a 
piece of lemon and parsley. 


Crabmeat Cakes. 

One tablespoon onion, minced; 
two tablespoons butter, two table- 
spoons flour, one-half teaspoon 
salt, one cup milk, two cups crab- 
meat (canned or fresh), one egg 
yolk, fine bread crumbs, few grains 
cayenne pepper. 

Cook onion colorless in butter. 
Then blend in flour, salt and cay-

enne pepper. Add milk gradually, 
stirring constantly until mixture 
thickens, Add crabmeat which hag 
been carefully picked to remove 
all bits of shell or bone, then add 
egg yolk, Stir all together and 
cook for about three minutes. Re- 
move from fire and spread out on 
a plate to chill, Shape in cakes 
and roll in fine bread crumbs, 
Saute in butter or shortening. 
Serve hot with cream sauce, 


Eggplant Fritters. 

One large egg plant, one egg, 
slightly beaten; one medium sized 
onion, finely chopped; one tea- 
spoon poultry seasoning, one-half 
teaspoon salt, one-eighth teaspoon 
pepper, flour, bacon or sausage 
drippings. 

Slice and pare eggplant. Cut in 
small pieces and cook:in boiling 
water, slightly salted, until tender. 
Drain and let cool. Put in mixing 
bowl and mash, then add egg, 
onion and seasonings. Mix all to- 
gether and sift in enough flour to 
hold together. Drop batter by 
spoonfuls into frying pan, using a 
small amount of bacon or sausage 
drippings. Cook on both sides un- 
til nicely browned. Serve hot with 
a rasher of bacon,

ATHER has a wonderful memory. He can remember, for example, 
F nen he went to his first party in a little Lord Fauntleroy suit. 

He can remember how, at the age of five, he was scared 
nearly out of his wits when a green snake climbed up on the wheel 
of his velocipede. 

He can remember his first spanking. He got it for losing his 
temper and kicking out a windowpane. And he can remember his 
second spanking for taking a pair of scissors and cutting a gash right 
across his lovely bangs.

Noon-Time Lunch 
By Meta Given 


UNCH is a problem meal in 
Lote of homes nowadays. May- 

be you and little Bobby are 
the only ones who get home for 
it, with sister buying hers at the 
school cafeteria and dad carrying 
his to work in the war plant. We 
can’t plan a different menu to fit 
every different schedule, but what 
we try to do is to suggest a home 
lunch that balances the day’s diet 
and that can be adapted to various 
needs, 


Today’s lunch, for example, is 
one that can go to work with dad 
—the soup in a thermos (that 
means making it up ahead of 
time and reheating it for your 
own lunch at home), the fruit in 
a screw-top jar, and the sand- 
wiches wrapped in waxed paper, 
maybe only one of the parsley 
butter variety and another of 
meat or cheese or peanut butter 
for extra energy. Sister, on the 
other hand, can use the menu as 
a guide in selecting her cafeteria 
lunch: a hot cream soup, a sand- 
wich, and a fruit dessert makes a 
good lunch wherever you eat it. 


Corn and Tomato Soup. 


Three tablespoons bacon drip- 
pings; one tablespoon chopped 


onion; one-fourth eup chopped cel- 
ery; one No, 2 tin tomatoes; one 
No, 2 tin cream style corn; one 
cup evaporated milk; one teaspoon 
salt; one-half teaspoon celery salt; 
dash black pepper; chopped par- 
sley or chives, 


Melt butter in large saucepan, 
add onion and celery, cover, and 
simmer five minutes. Rub the to- 
matoes through a sieve and add to 
the onions and celery; add re- 
maining ingredients, bring to boil- 
ing point, and simmer for 10 min- 
utes to blend flavors. Serve pip- 
ing hot, with a sprinkling of 
chopped parsley or chives. Four 
servings,

apricots; tea (for adults only) two 
teaspoons tea; milk (for children) 
two cups milk. 


Dinner—Broiled cheese frankfur- 
ters, one pound frankfurters, one- 
eighth pound cheese, mustard, Slit 
frankfurters lengthwise part way 
through, insert narrow slice of 
cheese and place under broiler till 
cheese melts; serve with mustard; 
creamed potatoes, one and one 
half pounds potatoes, one and one- 
half cups medium white sauce; 
buttered carrots, one bunch Car- 
rots, butter or margarine, salt; 
bread and butter, eight slices rye 
bread, butter or margarine; apple 
turnovers, one and one-half cups 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt, one- 
third cup lard, four to five table- 
spoons ice water, one and one-half 
pounds tart apples, four table 
spoons sugar, salt, four teaspoons 
butter; bake turnovers with one 
half cup light corn syrup poured

Said Sand- 
burg, who posed especially for PICTURES in re-enacting his part of 
the presentation: “For me there was an inevitable interest in this 


symphonic portrait of Lincoln, presented appropriately here near the 
Mississippi on soil definitely part of what's been called the ‘Abraham 
Lincoln country.’ Words of Lincoln's he read, reiterating faith in 
democracy and hatred of tyrants, had a peculiar appropriateness for 
Americans of today, fighting dictators in another test of democracy. 
It was Sandburg’s second reading of this text, but the first before a
